It'd stir up what little blood 
I've got leftin me to see that ba!tle and 
to bear that good old war music and 
war songs once more, I bet you they'll 
sing *Tenting on the Old Camp Ground,’ 
aod ‘Marching Through Georgia,’ and 
‘Rally ‘round the Flag, Boys’ and all 
the other dear old songs I’ve sung until 
I was hoarse. I want you shuuld go 
over to that celebration, Jennie. I 
guess you've got a decent eoough dress 
left in the trank.

And I think, too, 
that I can stand it by resting quietly 
here until tomorrow.’’ 

It was much cooler when the morning 
of the Fourth came. A gentle breeze 
came up with the rising of the san, and 
there was the joyful certainty of a cool 
day. Silas Warne was as happy as a 
child, and his daughter Jennie shared 
his pleasure. They had traveled so 
mapy weary miles with nothing to break 
the dull monotony of the trip, and 
Jennie hailed with delight anything 
that would give her father pleasure. 
She was up at break of day brushing 
and pressing his clothes and her own, 
They were shabby garments, but Jennie 
made them clean and neat.

Emigrant wagons were too common in 
those days for the one in which Jennie 
and ber father rode to attract any atten- 
tion, and little heed was paid to them 
as they drove into the town and out be- 
yond it to the great stretch of barren 
plain where the celebration was to be 
held. A platform had been erected un- 
der the cottonwoods on the bank of the 
river. There was to be a barbecue and 
much feasting and general hiliarity 
after the speech-making in the after- 


noon. 
Jennie drove the old wagon quite 


close to one side of the platform under a 
cottonwood and said to her father: 

‘*It will be real shady and pleasant 
here and we will not be in the way. If

New Railroad Bridge. 


An important improvement is about 
to be made on the Plymouth division of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad by the substitution of a four- 
track modern steel bridge for the pre- 
sent wooden structure over the Neponset 
River, between the Atlantic aod 
Neponset stations. The plans have 
been completed within a day or two, 
and the work will be rushed along with 
all possible haste. 

The contemplated change in the 
bridge over the river will be greatly 
welcomed by the thousands of residents 
of Braintreeand the South Shore, Cape 
districts, and other cities and towns 
connected by the Plymouth division, 
for considerable time is now lost by the 
trains slackening their speed in cross- 
ing the existing bridge. 

These precautions have been taken 
by the railroad management fur some 
time, although the wooden structure 
has not shown any weakening. The 
increase in the weight of rolling equip- 
ment and the possibilities for a greatly 
improved service by the use of a wider 
bridge prompted the company to begin 
upon the proposed change. 

On the completion of the new bridge 
over the river and the widening of the 
Hancock street bridge now underway, 
the four tracks from Boston to Harrison 
Square can easily be extended to Atlan- 
tic, and used for the Granite Branch 
trains, giving the express trainsa better 
chance to make time. 

Perhaps the four tracks will be ex- 
tended to Braintree, either via Quincy 
or West Quincy which will greatly im- 
prove the service. As was the case of 
the Wollaston disaster and other acci- 
dents, the service to the south will not 
be tied up with four tracks.

It was a forcible illustration of what 
New England can furnish in the way of 
weather variety. The weather con- 
tinued cold the remainder of the day 
and in the evening outer garments did 
not feel out of place.

where in spring the tide swirls through 
at seven and seven and one-half miles 
an hour, and at other seasons at six 
miles. Naturally this method of trans- 
fer is a tedious and cumbersome pro- 
cess. There is always a great jam of 
harbor traffic through which the lum- 
bering floats must carefally pick their 
way and in winter the rivers are often 
choked with heavy icc floes, so that a 
channel must be broken by the strain- 
ing tugs with the unwieldy barges be- 
hind, 

When the new plans are completed, 
the crowded river channel will be elim- 
inated. From Greenville on the New 
Jersey side of New York's upper bay, 
anew car float ferry will carry the 
freight cars across to the Long Island 
Railroad terminal at Bay Ridge, a dis- 
tance of less than four miles on a route 
never crowded with traflic. Thence the 
freight will move along the 16 1-2 miles 
loop around Brooklyn and Long Island 
city and up to Hell Gate and thence to 
Mott Haven over great bridges that will 
cross Ward’s and Randall's Islands. On 
the map this route seems to be a con- 
siderable detour, but it is estimated 
that it will save from 24 to 60 hours in 
bandling New England freight. To 
shippers these figures are impressive. 

While the Pennsylvania road has 
been digging up the bottom of the bay 
on the New Jersey shore, the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford has 
been building an enormous freight yard 
near Barretto point which is on the 
East River, in the borough of the 
Bronx. When completed this yard will 
contain more than 80 miles of tracks in 
addition to transfer docks, together 
with the round house and local repair 
shops. The work at Barretto Point 
included the filling and levelling of a 
total area of 200 or more acres and is 
now practically completed. The new 
yard will take the place of that at Mott 
Haven where and average of 322,000 
freight cars are handled each month 
and where the passenger traffic is daily 
increasing as the city spreads to north- 
ward.

Yachtsman Drowned. 


Search with grappling irons is being 
made today by the policc to recover the 
body of Douglas Mitchell, second mate 
of the yacht Romance, Capt. Frank 
Burgess, who is supposed to have been 
drowned off the Wollaston Yacht club 
house Wednesday night. 

The facts of the case as related by 
Capt. Burgess are that Wednesday 
Mitchell went ashore from the yacht 
Romance which was moored off the 
club house. Mitchell first visited 
friends at Gloucester and then at Lynn 
and started from the latter place for 
the yacht in the evening. 

He was seen in the South Terminal 


just before taking the 10.28 train, At 
that time he was perfectly sober. In 
fact he was not a drinking man. He 


had a small bundle with him in which 
was a light overcoat. 

He evidently reached Quincy all right 
and the supposition is that he started 
out from the Wollaston clubhouse in 
the neighborbood of 11 o'clock, in a 
small tender for the yacht. Fastened 
to the stern of the yacht was a large 
tender and to this Mitchell made fast. 

In trying to pass from one tender to 
another it is supposed that he lost his 
balance and fell overboard. He was 
unable to swim and being too far out 
to get hold of the boat he was drowned. 

‘he first mate was asleep on the 
yacht at the time, but heard nothing. 
In the morning, however, he saw that 
the small tender was there and in ita 
bundle which proved to be Mitchell's 
coat, 

Efforts were made on Thursday to re- 
cover the body with grappling irons 
and by firing a cannon over the water 
but were unsuccessful. 

Yesterday Chief of Police Burrell 
and Inspector Bradley went to work 
with grappling irons, but up to noon 
had been ansuccessful. 

Capt. Burgess says that Mitchell was 
23 years of age, unmarried, and that 
his home was in Nova Scotia. 

He was a sober, industrious man but

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Learn to Swim. 


To learn bow to swim is not difficult, 
says the Boston Advertiser. Self-con- 
fidence and the realization that the 
water is very buoyant, and with little 
effort will sustain the weight of the 
body, is three-fourths of the task. The 
first concern of one who wishes to learn 
how to swimis to become acquainted 
with the waters beneath the surface 
rather than to learn simply to keep 
above it. 

To most people who cAnnot swim it is 
an overwhelming thing to have their 
head and shoulders or whole body 
beneath the water. 

They will, when they find themselves 
going down and the bead sinking, first, 
struggle and pitch about, filling their 
lungs with water, merely from the hor- 
ror of going down. 

The first thing the beginner should do 
is to enter the water gradually, first to 
their knees, then to the waist and shoul- 
ders, finally stooping until entirely sub- 
merged and staying so for a few seconds, 
After having become acquainted with 
the element and thoroughly convinced 
of its friendliness, the pupil is ready to 
learn to swim. 

The first movement is the breast 
stroke. The beginner should wade out 
until shoulder deep, then turning round 
and facing shore, join the palms of the 
hands together at the chest. 

The bands should then shoot straight 
out in front a little lower than the chin. 
When the arms are straight out in front 
the palms of the hands should be 
tarned almost horizontal to the surface 
of the water and the arms make a semi- 
cirele of the fullest extent. 

“The hands should be kept as néar the 
surface as possible without splashing. 
Qn the return of, the hands to the firgt 
position the angle of the palms must be 
changed in order not to give a retard- 
ing stroke. 

The second stroke—the leg stroke—is 
more difficult to master.

The apparatus crossed the railroad 
bridge and started down the long hill 
on Beale street. At the foot of the hill 
the driver turned out to pass an auto- 
bile and the apparatus struck a tree. 

Driver Genero was thrown a dis- 
tance of thirty feet, and was badly 
shaken up and bruised, and was uncon- 
scious for some time. 

Fisher was on the running board and 
received the full force of the shock, 
being caught between the apparatus and 
the tree. Both his legs were broken, 
one being crushed, and he was uncon- 
cious when picked up. 

Kingsley’s left leg was fractured in 
two places, both above and below the 
knee, and it was found necessary on 
Tuesday afternoon to amputate it. 

Nelson had his nose broken and his 
right ankle fractured. 

The firemen riding on the truck had 
no warning of the accident and the first 
thing they knew was the crash and the 
flight through the air. The tree struck 
truck just inside the forward wheel. 
The forward truck was crumbled and 
the apparatus settled down at the 
head. Fortunately it did not overturn 
else the result would have been still 
more serious than it was. 

Several of the trees along the north 
side of the street have marks where 
the wheels of the truck hit them, and 
the driver must have been nearer to the 
side than he thought. 

The street at this point is lined on 
both sides with large shade trees and 
besides being very durk it is on a 
down grade. 

The wheels of the truck are rubber 
tired and runs very smoothly. The 
driver was well over to the nurth side 
of the street and the wheels may have 
slewed, 

As soon as the accident happened 
Lieut. McKay hastened to the scene 
and took driver Genero in his auto 
to the police station, where he revived 
and was later taken to the Hospital. 

A crowd soon collected on the scene 
aod the injured men were laid out on 
the side of the street, where they were 
attended by Dr. Record. The injuries 
were very painful and Dr. Record 
worked heroically by the dim light, 
shed by lanterns, to ease their suffer- 
ing. 

The sight was one that beggars de- 
scription, and was one that would make 
the strongest heart quake. The bones

Albert D. Kingsley. 


Albert D. Kingsley, another of the 
firemen injured ‘Tuesday morning, 
while responding to an alarm from Box 
62 on the Wollaston truck, died at $ 
o’clock Thursday morning at the City 
Hospital. 

His injuries consisted of a fracture of 
the left leg in two places, both above 
and below the knee. They were of such 
a nature that the pbysicians found it 
necessary to amputate the leg. The 
operation was performed Tuesday night. 
On Wednesday his condition was pro- 
nounced as critical, although it was 
said at the Hospital, that if anything 
he appeared a little better. 

The shock to his system was too 
severe, horever, and he passed away 
on Thursday. He was 34 years of age, 
a moulder by trade and resided at 36 
Freeman street. He wasa skilled me- 
chanic, an efficient fireman, and a good 
fellow. 

The funeral of Albert D. Kingsley, 
the second victim of the Wollaston 
accident, will be held this after- 
noon from his late residence on Free- 
man street at 2.30 o’clock. The burial 
will be at Mt. Wollaston cemetery. 


Not until the fire bells tolled Thurs- 
day noon did Driver Genero know that 
apy firemen had been killed in the 
accident. It had been kept secret from 
him. When the bells were tolling he 
made inquiries as to the reason. He 
was told it was a fire alarm, but it is 
not easy to foola fireman. He called 
for his watch, and when he realized 
the truth he threw the watch with 
force across the room, and was visibly 
affected. 

Fred Nelson one of the firemen hurt 
at Wollaston, July 4th, was removed 
from the Hospital to his home on Old 
Colony street, Atlantic, Thursday after- 
noon, 

There is. still one fireman at the 
Quincy Hospital, George W. Baker and 
his case is regarded as serious. 

Driver Genero is at his house at 37 
Deldorf street and is reported as com- 
fortable, but feels sore yet.

The families of Robert T. Fisher and 
Albert D. Kingsley, the two Wollaston 
firemen killed while ou duty on the 
Fourth of July, evidently have claims 
for $1,000 each against the State of 
Massachusetts, under Chapter 82 of the 
Revised Laws. 

The Legislature of this year, early in 
the season appropriated $10,000 for this 
purpose as will be seen by Chapter 32, 
which is printed in full: 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The sum of ten thousand 
dollars is hereby appropriated, to be 
paid out of the treasury of the Com- 
monwealth, as authorized by section 
seventy-seven of chapter thirty-two of 
the Revised Laws, for the payment of 
such claims as may arise in consequence 
of the death of firemen belonging to 
the regularly organized fire department 
of acity or town, or of members in 
active service of any incorporated pro- 
tective department, or of any person 
doing duty at the request of or by 
order of the authorities of a town which 
has no organized fire department, who 
are killed or who die from injuries 
received while in the discharge of 
their duties at fires, during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of 
December, nineteen hundred and five. 


Section 2. This act shall take effect 
upon its passage, [Approved February 
2, 1905. ]

Chief Williams took extra precautions 
to cope with any fires that might occur 
the *‘night before’’ and all the call men 
as well as the permanant men were re- 
tained at the several tire stations. In 
addition to the regular apparatus he 
bad several hose wagons in readiness 
to respond to still alarms and to put 
out bonfires. In all there were about 
35 men at the Central station, and the 
business men of City square saw to it 
that they had plenty in the way of re- 
freshments to help them pass the night. 

Some days ago C. C. Hearn and D. 
E. Wadsworth made a canvass among 
tbe business men with the result that 
quite a sum was raised. Monday night 
in the vicinity of 11 o'clock Messrs. 
Hearn and Wadsworth put in an ap- 
pearance at the Central station and pre- 
pared a supper for the men, which they 
greatly appreciated upon their return 
from answering an alarm. ‘These two 
gentlemen served the lunch and when 
they departed, a box of cigars was on 
the table for the tiremen. On the after- 
noon of the Fourth they sent up several 
gallons of ice cream for the firemen. 
The men at the station desire the 
Patriot to express their thanks to the 
men for their thoughtfulness. During 
the night another lunch arrived that 
had been ordered by the city. A lunch 
was also sent by the city to the other 
stations of the city. 

Chief Burrell of the Police depart- 
ment had a large force of men on duty 
the night before. In addition to the 
large number of men on the street he 
held quite a reserve force at the police 
station in case their services should be 
required to quell any upusual dis- 
turbance. In addition to this he had 
the regular patrol wagon and a three- 
seated automobile which be procured 
in Boston, and it was frequently used 
during the night to transport drunks 
and others to the police station. The 
station was filled up several times as 
many arrests were made, Many of 
these were for drunkenness but there 
were others who were arrested for 
assault and for setting fires in the 
street. 

On the whole the night was quiet 
compared with the scenes of a year 
ago. The crowd which created the 
disturbance at South Quincy last year 
were not in evidence this year, having 
got enough last year to last them some 
time. Many of the drunks were 
released in the morning. Those 
arrested for other offenses appeared in 
court, 

The firemen had an easy time this 
year compared with a yearago. The 
record at the Central station showed 
nine calls for the night. The first 
alarm came at 10.17. This was a still 
alarm and was for a slight fire in 
Delorey’s barn on North street. 

The first bell alarm came from Box 49 
at 10.36, but was a false alarm. 

At 11,43 Box 121 was sounded which 
was also a false alarm. 

At 12.39 there was a still alarm for a 
bontire. 

At 12.41 an alarm was sounded from 
Box 25. This was for a fierce fire in a 
large barn on the Mt. Wollaston farm. 
The fire, which was undoubtedly of in- 
cendiary origin, destroyed the barn 
causing a loss of about $5,000. The 
firemen did well to save the larger barn 
and otber buildings. 

The barn was 110 feet by 45 feet and 
was built about 100 years ago. It con- 
tained 20 tons of salt hay, also hay 
wagons, tip-carts, pungs and tools. Mr. 
Dennen expected all the barns would be 
destroyed when he was arvused from 
sleep by passengers on the Houghs Neck 
car. He estimates the loss at $5000. 

Box 36, which sounded at 1.05, was a 
false alarm. 

Box 62 was sounded at 1.36, and was 
a false alarm. It was while responding 
to this box that the accident happened 
to the combination Hook and Ladder and 
Chemical from the Wollaston house an 
account of which will be found else- 
where. 

At 2.48 the apparatus was called on a 
still alarm for a bonfire at Liberty 
square. 

The last alarm of the night was from 
Box 67, and sounded at 2.55. This was 
a false alarm. 

Tuesday night an alarm was sounded 
at 7.03 for a fire in A. Keating's furni- 
ture store house off Washington street. 
An upright piano stored there was 
ruined, but otherwise the damage was 
slight. 

The Atlantic fire department was 
called out on a still alarm about 10.15 
Tuesday evening. Boys had set a baron 
adjoining the large duuble house on 
Hancock street, corner of Old Colony 
street, and when the apparatus arrived 
it was burning briskly. Tbey soon had 
it under control. The barn was badly 
burned and is almost an entire loss.

Mr. Morse was born in this city, 
Sept. 5, 1855, the oldest son of the late 
Stephen Morse. He entered the employ 
of the leather firm of E. B. Pratt & 
Co. of Boston in 1870. In 1879 he be- 
came a member of the firm and, in 
1895, on the death of Mr. Pratt, suc- 
ceeded to the business, changing the 
firm name to J. C. Morse & Co. He 
was especially prominent in the leather 
trade of Boston, having headquarters 
at 72-76 High street. He was connected 
with the New York house of Fayer- 
weather & Iadew and was vice _ presi- 
dent of the J. H. Ladew company, 
tanners of New York. 

Mr. Morse was a member of the first 
city council of Quincy, but repeated of- 
fers of high political honor’ failed to 
tempt him. He was a man of sterling 
worth, quiet in manoer but firm in con- 
viction, and_,bad a most charitable dis- 
position. He was married in 1880 to 
Miss Ethel E. Seavey of Boston. Four 
sons were born to them, of whom 
Joseph C. and Edwia M. Morse are 
living. His wife survives him. 

Mr. Morse was a member of Rural 
lodge, F. and A. M., St. Stephens’ 
chapter, RK. A. M., De Molay com- 
mandery, K. T., and the Granite City 
club. 

Many will recall several brilliant so- 
cial events given recently by Mr. and Mrs. 
Morse. In November last, over 500 
were entertained at their beautiful resi- 
dence on Goffe street ata wedding re- 
ception to their son Joseph C. Morse, 
Jr., and his wife. In January last Mr. 
and Mrs. Morse celebrated their silver 
wedding, and only last week, Thurs- 
day, Mrs. Morse entertained the mem- 
bers of the Hospital Aid Association at 
her summer residence at Rose Cliff. 

In Septemper last Mr. and Mrs. 
Morse participated in the pilgrimage of 
Knights Templar to the Pacific, and 
Mr. Morse contributed a letter to the 
Daily Ledger telling of the ‘‘delightful 
trip’’ and the *‘most cordial reception 
everywhere. ’’

His 
word was as good as his bond. His 
handshake firm and friendship strong.

Justa little pain, 
metas he met the enemy every time. 
That is the way he lived, that is the 
way he died. He was a kind and good 
man. No darkness lingered on his 
name or in his heart which was bright 
as sunlight. We commit it to its 
mother dust, to the memory of the 
merciful God and say, Good Comrade, 
hail and farewell.’* 

Rev. D. M. Wilson also spoke brietly. 
He said in part: ‘‘Here he sat and wor- 
shipped man and boy. No more will 
that dear friend be with us on earth. 
We are amazed and overcome. In the 
days that are to come we must adjust 
ourselves to life without the assistance 
of our dear friend. He was a man who 
could be depended upon. A dear friend 
whose confidence was a blessing. Such 
@ man was prepared to pass to the 
great beyond. How courageous he was. 
Looking into his eyes so fearless you 
knew he was a man you could trust. 
He was a man ready to do his part. 
Accepting responsibility thrust upon 
him, or which he was asked to fill. 
He was friendly, kindly, generous and 
companionable, He was just to others 
before he was just to himself. His life 
has not been confined to himself, it has 
gone out to others. He built up his 
business and while he built up his 
business he built up himself. All 
honor and praise for such a man as 
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that. Let us cherish his memory for 
the stimulation of the best that is in 
as.”’

Visiting Nursing. 


The work of visiting nursing was 

begun on Wednesday. Mrs, May W. 
Hateb,the nurse, has establisbed herself 
at the Jeffrey R. Brackett homestead, the 
headquarters of the Quincy Women's 
Club, and will be prepared to answer 
promptly all calls for her services. 
Rules bave been printed and distributed 
among the local physicians, and a copy 
will be taken to every house visited. 
* Mrs. Hatch is a graduate of the Quin- 
cy Hospital, and was very popular at 
the institution. Sbe is highly endorsed 
by Fr. Jolnstone for ber work among 
F. 
Carlson for work among our Swedish 
residents. 

Visiting Nursing aims to provide 
pursing service for patients in Quincy 
who need the short call of a nurse. 
‘These calls are to be made on patients 
who cannot afford a nurse’s whole time, 
or who cannot pay atall. ‘The follow- 
ing rules have been adopted: 

(1.) The service of the visiting nurse 
can be secured only at the request of 
the pbysician in charge of the case, the 
preference being given to the patient 
in greatest need. 

(2.) The nurse shall not attend con- 
tagious cases, 

(3.) The nurse cannot attend the 
first call of obstetrical cases, except in 
extreme emergency. ‘The after calls 
will be attended to as far as possible. 

(4.) The maximum duration of a 
visit shall not exceed 45 minutes except 
in extreme cases. 

(5.) The patients are expected to 
make some payment for the nurse’s ser- 
vice to the Women’s club when it 
possible, the maximum charge being 
50 cents a visit. 

(6.) The nurse will not only care 
for the patient but endeavor to instruct 
some member of the family in such 
service, 

(7.) The nurse’s working hours are 
from A. M. to 5 P. M., and calls 
coming after 1 P. M. will be taken the 
following day except in cases of 
emergency. 

(8.) No new calls will be taken 
Sunday except in cases of great neces- 
sity. 

(9.) As far as practicable the nurse 
shall collect her fee at each visit.

Stuffed Tomatoes. Remove the seeds 
and pulp from the tomatoes by cutting 
around from the stem end. Save this 
round to be used as a cover when the 
tomato is stuffed, Fill with minced 
chicken mixed with half its quantity 
of hard boiled egg yolks, a few bits of 
chopped green pepper, and woisten a 
very little with melted butter and onion 
juice.

Racing with Fire. 
= Aids: 

The train was crossing a vast prairie. 
The single line of rails ran as straight as 
if it had been drawn with a ruler from 
ove borizon to the other. On each side 
the coarse, grass, green with the tint of 
spring, waved breast high, There was 
no sound except the monotonous beat of 
the wheels as they passed from one rail 
to the next and the steady swish of the 
grass as it bent before the rushing wind 
of the train. 

I was sitting on the platform of the 
observation car with half a dozen other 
passengers. The conversation fell upon 
prairie fires, and each man had bis say. 

** It was along in 1874 when this road 
was building and I was one of the en- 
gineer’s assistants,’’ spoke up a griz- 
zled, hard featured man who had taken 
but little part in the conversation. 
‘*We began at the western end, down 
by Bucephalus, and we laid out about 
40 mileg of track rightacross the prairie 
and had got to within, say, ten miles 
from where we are at this identical 
minute. It was an easy job, for we 
just laid the sleepers down on the 
ground and spiked the rails to them, 
calculating to ballast the track when we 
got good and ready. Lhada big gang 
of Irishmen under me, and we used to 
average a mile a day of track laying. 
One July we had a strike among the 
laborers, and all hands quit work. I 
was down at Bucephalus at the time, 
and the chief engineer asked me to take 
a locomotive over the line and see if the 
strikers had done any damage before 
they left us. 

‘“*I started out in the morning with 
nobody except the engineer in charge of 
the locomotive, I agreeing to take turns 
with him in shoveling coal and watch- 
ing the engine. We came along slow 
and easy, for the track was too rough 
for any fast running, and about noon 
we got to where it ended. There were 
no signs that the strikers had meddled 
with the track, and as it was a pretty 
hot day Sam and I, after.we had had 
our lunch, lay down alongside of the 
engine ia the shade of the cab and took 
a nap.’ 

‘*T woke up a little before 2 o'clock, 
and as I was filling a pipe and making 
up my mind to wake Sam and to start 
for home a big wolf bolted out from the 
high grass and ran across the track not 
two yards from us. His tail was be- 
tween his legs and the foam was drip- 
ping from his mouth, and be was mak- 
ing about as good time as any wolf ever 
made before or since. He never so 
much as looked at me, and when he had 
vanished I called Sam and told him I 
had seen a mad wolf. While I was 
speaking about a dozen prairie dogs 
rushed past us, and then there came 
another wolf andacouple of hares, All 
of them were doing their level best, and 
they paid no more attention to us than 
if we had been a couple of corpses.’’ 

‘**What on earth is the meaning of 
this circus?’ saysI. ‘Are those animals 
just racing for the championship, or is 
there somebody after them ?’”’ 

‘* Sam didn’t answer, but I saw that 
he looked scared. He sprung up, and 
climbing on his engine looked over the 
prairie to the eastward. Then he sang 
out to me to get into the cab quicker 
than lightning and started to open the 
draft and set the fires blazing.’ 

‘**What is it?’ I began to ask as I 
climbed into the cab. But I didn’t 
need to finish my question. I could see 
for myself what was the matter. The 
whole prairie east of us, as far as I 
could see, was in a blaze, and as there 
had been a strong east wind all day, 
and the fire wasn’t more than three or 
four miles away, I calculated it would 
be down on us in a very few minutes.’’ 

‘**Hadn’t we better start a fire and 
burn some of this grass off before the 
fire gets here?’ I asked Sam. You see, 
I had read about this way of stopping 
a prairie fire, and knowing that Sam 
had been born and bred on the prairie 
I calculated he would know all about 
it.*? 

‘**Better start hell?’ says Sam. 
‘Can't you see that the wind has all 
gone dowu here, though it’s blowing a 
gale where the fire is? Hold on now, 
for I'm going to open her out, and 
we're going to do some tall running.’"’ 

‘With that he pulled open the 
throttle, and the engine started with a 
big jump, as if she bad just seen the 
fire and was badly scared. We went 
down the track for about a mile at a 
pretty good gait, and then we had to 
stop while Sam tightened a nut in the 
connecting rod.”

The ninth milestone is located on 
Adams street near Common street and 
bas almost tumbled over. 
inscribed, *‘B-9, 1730-In.’’ The word 
“‘in’’ is supposed to mean that Boston 
is pine miles in from the place where 
the post is located. 

The 10th milestone is securely cemen- 
ted in a stone wall on Hancock street 
nearly opposite Dr. Gordon's residence. 
The wall in which it is located is on 
the Nancy Brackett estate, now owned 
by J. Frank Faxon. This has on it 
only the letter B and the figure 10, 

The 11th stone has disappeared from 
public view, although several persons in 
Quincy profess to know that it forms a 
part of a foundation for a barn on 
Franklin street near the birthplaces of 


Presidents John and John Quincy 
Adams. 
The 12th stone is just over Penns 


hill inthe town of Braintree. It was 
proposed to take it away at one time 
when’ the street was repaired, but the 
town officials interfered and ordered the 
stone to be allowed to remain where it 
was. 

In the good old colony days when 
these posts served as guides to the 
stage coach drivers they also helped to 
locate the public houses along the road, 
for close by every post was found one 
of these old-time hostelries. Oneof the 
most famous was that which stood near 
the 10th-mile stone in what is now City 
Square, Quincy, on the present site of 
the Hancock house. Horses were gen- 
erally changed at the tavern. The house 
was still in the zenith of its glory in 
Daniel Webster's time, for that states- 
man always made it a point to stop 
over there, much to the delight of the 
citizens and to the satisfaction and joy 
of the boys who worked about the 
place, as Mr. Webster was most liberal 
in dispensing his money to the little 
chaps.

Letter trom the Capital. 


Washington, July 8, 1905, 

The appointment of Elihu Root as 
Secretary of State and his acceptance of 
that responsible office will prove a 
gratification to all loyal Americans. 
Of all the men suggested for the high 
oflice made vacant by the death of John 
Hay, no one is more capable of perform- 
ing with honor and success the delicate 
duties which must devolve upon the 
minister of foreign affairs, more now 
than ever before, since the United States 
bas become a world power. 

Mr. Root’s selection has served to re- 
call vividly the magnificient work 
which, as Secretary of War he per- 
formed. To him more than any other 
man is due the credit of having reor- 
ganized the army, established the gen- 
eral staff, and of having conceived and 
put into operation a system of mental 
training for all army officers which 
promises to make the United States 
army officers the best educated class of 
military men in the world. Second only 
to the great work which Mr, Root ac- 
complished for the army was his wise 
supervision over Cuban affairs which so 
materially assisted that young republic 
to get a fair start, and to the former 
Secretary of War was largely due, no 
doubt, the final removal of every Ameri- 
can soldier from Cuban soil. Outside 
of the immediate concerns of the depart- 
mont over which he presided Secretary 
Root rendered invaluable assistance as 
an arbitrator of the Alaskan Boundary 
dispute with Great Britain, and finally 
in &@ manner unknown to the public, he 
rendered exceptionally valuable services 
as the personal advisor of the President, 
exercising potent in the 
President’s cabinet. 

The calm judicial temperament of 
Elihu Root is such as to constitute bim 
a particularly valuable adviser for the 
President whose chief fault is to act too 
quickly after arriving at a conclusion. 
Mr. Roosevelt's convictions are so often 
accurate that it is difficult for him to 
realize that occasionally he may err, 
but Elihu Root has a calm, dispassion- 
ate manner of expressing himself which 
has proved peculiarly sedative to the 
President in the past, and will doubt- 
less continue to do so in the fature, 

The small taste of diplomatic work 
enjoyed by Secretary Root when, as 
Secretary of War, he acted in associa- 
tion with Secretary Hay to relieve the 
diplomats imprisoned by the Boxers at 
Pekin, and later when he acted as mem- 
ber of the Alaskan Boundary tribunal, 
gave him a desire to do further work of 
a like character, and he naturally ex- 
pects that his work as Secretary of State 
will prove even more congenial than 
did his experience as Secretary of War, 
It is amusing to note the consternation 
which the announcement of Mr. Root’s 
selection has created among the men 
destined to be his subordinates. The 
State Department has long been the 
acme of fossilization and dilatory per- 
formance, of duty. But Mr. Root’s 
intolerance of fossils, and of anything 
short of earnest and capable work is 
well known to the men in the State De- 
partment, and they make no attempt to 
conceal the fact that they apprehend a 
fearful ‘* shaking up of dry bones’’ once 
the new Secretary takes hold. 
no department of the government so 
greatly in need of overhauling or car- 
rying so much dead wood; and every- 
familiar with the facts other than 
the employees who are likely to suffer, 
regard the coming of the emergetic New 
York lawyer as precisely what the State 
Department stands most in need of. 

Joseph L. Bristow. former Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General, now 
Special Panama Railroad Commissioner, 
has submitted his report to the Secre- 
tary of War and the Panama Canal 
Commission and its recommendations 
are precisely what those who knew 
General Bristow might have expected. 
After making a careful investigation of 
all the circumstances surrounding the 
of the Panama Railway, its 
contract with the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, etc., Mr. Bristow rec- 
ommends that the railway be continued 
asacommon carrier and that the mo- 
nopoly for years enjoyed by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company be abolished. 
Mr. Bristow recalls the congressional 
investigation of the Pacific Mai) Steam- 
sbip Company made in 1893, at which 
time it was found that the Transconti- 
nental Railway Rate Pool paid the Pan- 
ama Raiiroad $75,000 a month for the 
privilege of fixing rates between the 
west and east coasts of the United 
States, via Panama. In other words 
the transcontinental railroads paid this 
bonus of $000,000 a year in order that 
they might be permitted to rob the con- 
sumer and shipper between the east and 
the west on tbe transportation of pas- 
sengers and freight. Not only that, but 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
now has the temerity to insist that the 
government ought to continue the mo- 
nopoly which made such a nefarious 
contract possible. While space will not 
permit an extended review of Mr. Bris- 
tow’s report, it may be said that he 
recommends that the government con- 
tinue to provide for freight and passen- 
ger traflic via the Isthmus and that it 
does so without fear or favor to any 
railroad, steamship company or other 
monopoly, so that the ships of the 
world may be free to compete for the 
business between the Isthmus and points 
in the United States and the rest of the 
world. Of course the all powerful in- 
fluence of the railroads will be exerted 
at Congress next winter to prevent the 
carrying out of Mr. Bristow’s com- 
mendible recommendations and there is 
grave doubt as to whether Congress 
will ever permit the public so largely to 
benefit, when such benefit must to some 
extent curtail the profits of the trans-

The conference says a dispatch from 
Oyster Bay, was devoted particularly to 
a consideration of the order recently 
issued by the President regarding the 
enforcement of the Chinese exclusion 
law. An impression had been gained 
by many members of labor organiza- 
tions that the order, to an extent at 
least, let down the immigration bars so 
far as Chinese are concerned. The Pres- 
ident assured bis callers, however, that 
no such construction properly could be 
placed on the order, and that he was 
just as vigorously opposed to the ad- 
mission to this country of Chinese cvol- 
ies as they could be. 

Mr. Gompers urged upon the Presi- 
dent the desirability for an intelligent, 
practical and humane consideration of 
the general question of immigration by 
the people and by Congress. The peo- 
ple of this country and of the whole 
civilized world are entitled, he main- 
tained, to such a consideration of the 
problem. F 
= ‘‘We directed the President’s atten- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Gompers, after the con- 
ference, ‘‘to the interpretation placed 
by some on his recent order, issued at 
the instance of the American Asiatic 
Association, concerning the admission 
to the United States of Chinese. We 
also considered with the President 
the eight-hour law and the difficulties 
which we had encountered in securing 
its enforcement on Government work. 
We instanced violations of the law, and 
and requested him to consider them. 
Iie asked us to present the facts in a 
formal document, he refusing to take 
up the subject at once. Meantime he 
expressed himself as being in entire 
sympathy witb the law, and insisted 
that it must be observed.”

Of the total appropriations of $574,- 
209.41 there is a balance of $313,789.73.

140.26 received from water, $19,795.57 
from sewer assessments, $25,000.00 
raised by water loan, $9,006.00 raised 
by loan, and smaller amounts. 


A Leper Hospital. 


The State has purchased the Penikese 
Island for $25,000 for a leper hospital. 
Massachusetts has five lepers at present, 
two Chinamen and a Portuguese at Gal- 
lups Island, Boston harbor; a Portu- 
guese woman at Wareham, and a Portu- 
guese man at Harwich.

Adams—Roosevelt. 


(July 11, 1767—Feb. 23, 1848) 

The Boston Transcript compares 
President Adams and President Roose- 
velt as follows: 

Certain of President Roosevelt's quali- 
fications for his high office were dupli- 
cated most closely by John Quincy 
Adams of all his predecessors. Adams 
from youth prepared for a civic career; 
he had an affluent and cultured environ- 
ment; be knew history and literature; 
and he had the academic stamp of 
Harvard University, and for a time was 
a professor there. To a degree not 
equalled in the earlier history of the 
country and not duplicated until the 
present Administration, he ‘vas ‘* the 
scholar in politics.’’ 

In diplomatic experiepce prior to 
assuming the duties of Secretary of 
State, which be filled with consummate 
ability, he was preeminent among all 
who have filled that post, not even Mr. 
Hay having bad any such training as 
Adams had at the courts of the Nether- 
lands, Frussia, Russia and England. 

With the new definitions of the 
Monroe Doctrine and the increase of 
our power and responsibility in the 
States of Central and South America, 
which the last decade has brought, 
Adams’s paternity of what has usually 
been credited to Monroe has been made 
clearer, and his foresight and courage 
as a statesman has been recognized 
more adequately, though there yet is 
chance for a very much wider and truer 
apprehension of his merits by his 
countrymen, 

He deserves more study also because 
of his example as an ex-President. We 
wonder what Mr. Roosevelt will do 
when his term of office is over, and he 
a@ comparatively young map. It is 
suggested that he becume president of 
Harvard University or mayor of New 
York city. It is far more likely that 
he will do as Mr. Adams did than that 
he will settle down to private life as 
Mr. Cleveland has in Princeton, N. J. 
Mr. Adams when defeated for a second 
term by Jackson thought it not beneath 
him to enter Congress from Massa- 
cbusetts, and from 1831 to 1848 he 
served his native State and the nation 
with a wisdom which was the fruit of 
his experience as Chief Magistrate, as 
well as of his native talent and culture. 

The most glorious chapter of his per- 
sonal history was his defence while in 
Congress of the rights of petition and 
free speech, and his sturdy champion- 
ship of the Abolitionists whose radical- 
ism was so unlike the Whig ecpportnu- 
ism of Adams's party supporters. 

Mr. Roosevelt, as senator from New 
York State, might give the Empire State 
a standing in the Senate which it can- 
not have as at present represented, and 
might aid iv carrying into effect policies 
which in the very nature of the case he 
can only initiate, not complete, during 
the single term of office to which he is 
pledged.

Want to Increase Capital. 


The Quincy Electric Light and Power 
Company was unopposed at its bearing 
before the State Board of Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners at the 
State House in Boston, July 7, on its 
petition for authority to increase its 
capital stock from $100,000 to $150,000. 
The company was represented by its 
president William G. A. Pattee, and its 
treasurer Henry M. Faxon. 

They explained to the commissioners 
that the company was about to increase 
its plant as the present facilities were 
about required for the daily output, and 
leftno reserve capacity for contingencies 
or for future growth. 

The work of increase had progressed 
so far that it was safe to say that it 
would cost $50,000 to complete it. 
Accordingly the directors, and the 
stockholders in formal meeting had 
voted to ask the commissioners to 
authorize the company to raise the total 
of the capital stock to $150,000. 

Contracts had already been let for a 
new engine of 1,000 horse power which 
would cost about $16,650; a generator 
to cost $12,000, and a new battery of 
boilers to cost something over $7,000. 

The engineer employed by the com- 
pany bad estimated that a new con- 
denser and air pump would cost about 
$2,275; that the foundations for the 
new machinery would mean an outlay 
of $3,500, that the engineer’s services 
would be about $1,900, and that the 
incidental expenses would cost practi- 
cally $1,500. 

All the machinery already contracted 
for is to be delivered by September 15. 

Besides allowing the new issue of 
stock the commissioners must fix upon 
the price at which the present stock- 
holders may purchase it. This is the 
new provisiun of the anti-stock water- 
ing laws of the state. Before a pros- 
perous company could increase its stock 
and the old stockholders had the privi- 
lege of buying at par when it might be 
selling in the open market at a much 
higher figure. In many cases where 
the stockholders did not care to purchase 
more stock their ‘‘ right’’ bad a mar- 
ket value and were sold like the stock 
itself. 

Now the commissioners fix the price 
and if the present stockholders do not 
care to purchase provide that it shall 
be sold to the highest bidder. With 
this object in view they asked as to 
what price the stock had been recently 
selling. 

Both Mr. Pattee and Mr. Faxon said 
they knew of no actual sales within 
three years. Of course in the settle- 
ments of estates there had been trans- 
fers of the stock but no actual sale in 
the open market. Some three years ago 
the company had some five sbares re- 
maining of stock that had been issued 
before the anti-stock watering law went 
into effect and by instruction of the 
gas and electric light commissioners it 
was sold in open market. These shares 
were bid up to $105.50 each. 

As stated above no one appeared in 
the opposition and the commissioners 
closed the hearing. Their decision on 
the matter will be announced later. 


New Ship Contracts. 


Contracts are coming frequently and 
for large sums at the local shipyard. 
The Nantasket Beach Steamboat Com- 
pany awarded a contract July 7 to 
the Fore River Ship Building Company 
of Quincy, to builda big steel excursion 
steamboat ata cost of about $150,000, to 
be added to its already magnificent fleet 
of Nantasket Beach steamboats. The 
new boat will be completed in time to 
go into commission on the Nantasket 
Beach route next summer. 

The new boat will have a steel hull 
and her dimensions will be as follows: 
207 feet 6 inches overall, 200 feet water 
line, 56 feet breadth of guards, 32 feet 
6 inches hreadth of moulds, 12 feet 
depth of hold, 5 feet 6 inches draft. 

She will have six water-tight bulk- 
heads and seven water-tight compart- 
ments. 

In general she will be modelled after 
the Old Colony of the company's Plym- 
outh line, but will be 18 feet longer 
and will have some changes which are 
improvements over the Old Colony. The 
lunch room will be on the main deck 
forward and the ladies’ cabin on the 
same deck aft. The saloon deck is pat- 
terned very nearly after the style of the 
Old Colony, as is the hurricane deck. 

She will be equipped with two boilers 
each of 60 pounds pressure, and two 
simple incline surface engines with 38- 
inch cylinders and eight-foot stroke of 
piston, 

The engine room will occupy 
space than in the Old Colony, which 
will make more desk room for passen- 
ger accommodation. 

When finished and furnished, the 
new boat, which has not yet been 
named, although it has been suggested 
that she be called the South Shore, will 
be the finest, stanchest and largest ex- 
cursion boat engaged in the harbor 
service. Her carrying capacity will 
probably be 2300 passengers. 

The addition of the new boat to the 
fleet will give the company four big 
boats with a passenger capavity of 8750, 
in addition to the two smaller boats,

Mr. Reuben C. Clark of Berwick 
says that for some years he has been 
using soapsuds, made of old-fashioned 
soft soap, as a remedy for tent cater- 
pillars and current worms. He has 
sprayed the suds on the pests, and its 
effect was immediate. After the soapy 
water struck the insects they never 
once moved, but remained in that po- 
sition until they dried up and blew 
away. On a neighboring farm there 
is an elm tree which has been invaded 
by the brown-tail caterpillars, and 
they had played sad bavoc with it. 
Wishing to experiment on these cater- 


pillars witb his soapsuds, Mr. Clark 
found several and applied the suds 
to them. They never moved. Its 


effect was apparently instantaneous. If 
these experiments are by 
further tests, here will found a 
cheap and convenient remedy for this 
destructive pest, soapsuds is not poison 
ous, and the use of it does not present 
the danger of poisoning the grass and 
thus poisoning the stock that may 
feed on it. One great drawback to 
the use of paris green and other such 
remedies, is the danger of poisoning. 
The only difficulty in the use of soap- 
suds is that involved in the use of 
paris green, and thatis the difficulty 
of spraying the taller trees. Some in- 
ventive individual ought to devise a 
sprayer that will fully meet the de- 
mand in this respect and then we will 
have in soapsuds a cheap and etfective 
remedy for a dangerous pest. These 
facts are certainly worth knowing and 
Mr. Clark expressed the hope that 
other people will experiment with soap- 
suds and report to him as to results. 

This is a simple thing to try and 
if it is efficacious let's give the moths 
all the soapsuds that can be made.

A 
member of the cabinet cannot rent a 
suitable house in Washington for less 
than $2,500 a year and they are hard to 
find at that. Most members of the 
cabinet, unless they own their houses, 
pay $4,000 or $5,000, a year rent, and 
the remainder of their salaries goes for 
servants and official entertainments 
which they are bound to give, the re- 
sult being that they must practically 
have enough to live on over and above 
their salaries.

Loring proved a most proficient hostess 
for the occasion. The business meet- 
ing was called by President Wilson, 
while the ladies and invited guests 
strolled around the beautiful grounds, 
ornamented by walks and flower beds. 
Before leaving there an unanimous vote 
of thanks was extended to Mr. and Mrs. 
Loring for the cordial welcome and de- 
lightful hospitality which the party had 
had bestowed upon them. 

After feeling thoroughly refreshed 
the party boarded the cars at 3.15 and 
resumed their trip to Lowell, through 
the beautiful residential district of Wil- 
mington, with its pretty farm houses, 
and along the shore of Silver lake, with 
its many summer camps. Crossing the 
Shawsheen river and entering Tewks- 
bury, the car went by the great ‘‘car- 
nation farms,’’ where millions of the 
fragrant blossoms are raised for the city 
markets every year. In the town of 
Tewksbury are located the great build- 
ings of the state almshouse. From 
Tewksbury a short route brought the 
party to Lowell, famous the world over 
as the city of spindles, and on entering 
the city a fine view was afforded of the 
residential section.

Metropolitan Sewer. 


By the construction of a force main 
in Quincy, now nearly finished, says 
the Boston Transcript, the Metropolitan 
sewerage system is completed as far as 
authorized by the Legislature. There 
may be improvements in the near future, 
by further extension, but they have not 
yet been decided upon or authorized. 
With its own force the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewerage Board has laid a 
pipe this summer connecting the Quincy 
pumping station with the high-level 
sewer, so as to take care of a part of 
Quincy which now drains into tle Bos- 
ton system. By the end of this month 
the work will be done and every section 
of the district will have the full use of 
the great Metropolitan system. 

The total cost of the Metropolitan 
sewers, including the pumping stations 
and otber structures, has been close to 
$14,000,000, of which $6,086,569 was 
spent on the Northern Metropolitan 
division which has been completed for 
many years, and the other part of the 
outlay bas been for the Southern divi- 
sion just completed. As a whole the 
works provide for the sewage of areas 
amounting to nearly 200 square miles, 
including the whole or parts of 25 cities 
and towns in the Metropolitan District. 

It is divided into two main sections; 
the Northern section which provides for 
the district situated largely in the 
Charles River and Mystic River valleys, 
lying north of Charles River, and whose 
sewage is carried to Deer Island, and 
then emptied into the Boston harbor; 
the Southern section which provides for 
the part of the Charles River valley 
lying south of the river, as well as the 
city of Waltham and the town of Water- 
town, also for a part of the Neponset 
River valley and the city of Quincy, 
with an outlet beyond Nut Island in the 
Boston harbor. 

What is called the high-level sewer, 
a part of the Southern section, extends 
from near Ward street in Boston 
through parts of the city and through 
Hyde Park and Milton and the city of 
Quincy to Nut Island, a distance of 
16.83 miles. A little more than twelve 
miles are constructed in open trench. 
From Nut Island the sewage is con- 
veyed through two submarine 60-inch 
cast iron pipes to points in the harbor, 
each a little more than a mile beyond 
the low water mark, where outfalls 
have been built. This high-level sec- 
tion, which is nearly twelve feet in 
diameter at the outlet, has a capacity 
for the daily discharge of 300,000,000 
gallons of sewage. 

A few of the proverbial ‘‘finishing 
touches’? remain to be done along the 
line, such as grading and seeding.

K. of H. Rate Schedule. 


The new rate schedule adopted by the 
Knights of Honor, to go into effect 
Sept. 1, is causing a protest among 
those over 60 years of age, who are 
affected. There are two lodges in this 
city, Merrymount and Wollaston, who 
have several members who are hit.

Wollaston lodge 926, did not meet 
Monday evening to discuss the new 
plan, as was expected. The matter will 
now probably go over to the first meet- 
ing in August. Opinion is divided as 
to the merit of the plan. The change, 
coming so soon after the Royal Arca- 
num change, has caused uneasiness 
among the members of other fraternal 
insurance organizations. 

Past Grand Dictator, William J. Bat- 
tison, who is a member of Wollaston 
lodge, K. of H., and a representative 
to the supreme lodge, defended the ac- 
tion of the supreme lodge in adopting 
the new rate. He said: 

‘The fact is that the rate of assess- 
ments established under the step rate 
plan some five or six years ago has 
proved on the whole insuflicient to meet 
the claims arising from the death of 
members. Up to the age of 60 years 
the receipts under this plan have been 
more than sufficient to pay the claims 
arising below that age, but the receipts 
from members above the age of 60 have 
fallen so far short of what was required 
to meet the claims arising above that 
age, that the surplus contributed by 
members under that age did not make 
up the deficiency.” 

‘*When the supreme lodge met at At- 
lanta, Ga., on June 13, it was found that 
there was a large number of unpaid 
claims to be provided for, and as it has 
never been the policy of the Kuights of 
Honor to accumulate a reserve fund, the 
only way these claims could be liquidat- 
ed was by assessments of members. A 
committee of 11 was appointed to ex- 
amine the situation and report a plan 
for the consideration of the supreme 
lodge. The committee was in continuous 
session for a number of days, and ex- 
amined very carefully the mortality sta- 
tistics of the Knights of Honor, as well 
as its table of rates and those of other 
organizations, and finally brought in a 
report, which was adopted with slight 
amendments, ’’ 


Naval Magazine. 


By act of the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts session of 1905, approved May 
24, 1905, the consent of the Common- 
wealth is granted to the United States 
of America to acquire lands situated in 
the towns of Hingham and Weymouth 
lying on both sides of and in the bed 
of Weymouth Back river, containing 
about eleven hundred acres, to be de- 
scribed in plan to be approved by the 
Harbor and Land Commissioners, and 
to be used for the purpose of a naval 
magazine and for other purposes of na- 
tional defense. 

Jurisdiction over the area so acquired 
is granted and ceded to the United 
States, the Commonwealth to retain 
concurrent jurisdiction and it cedes to 
the United States all tide water lands 
belonging to the Commonwealth witbin 
said area and grants to the United 
States the exclusive use and occupation 
thereof, together with the right to fiil 
and dredge thereon; said lands to revert 
to the Commonwealth whenever the 
same shall cease to be used for the pur- 
poses set forth. 


Former Teacher Hurt. 


Mrs. Frank Hannigan of Brockton, 
who was seriously injured inan auto- 
mobile accident at Stoughton on Tues- 
day evening, was formerly a teacher at 
Quincy and attended the reception given 
in May to Miss Julia E. Underwood. 

In the auto at the time were Mr. and 
Mrs. Hannigan and their three children, 
all of whom were thrown out, when the 
machine was overturned. Mr. Hanni- 
gan and the seven-months’ old baby es- 
caped injary. The boy, Kenneth, a lad 
about 10 years of age, was slightly cut 
on the lip and on the forehead. Doro- 
thy, about 13 years of age, was badly 
shaken up, but not seriously injured. 
She was picked up unconscious, but 
soon recovered. Mrs. Hannigan was 
sbaken up considerably. 

Mr. Hannigan was driving at a mod- 
erate rate of speed, thus averting what 
might have easily been a fatal accident.

Editors of Quincy Patriot: 

In reading over the doings of the City 
Council this week I noticed under the 
heading of ‘‘Appropriations,’’ ap- 
proved by the Committee on Finance, 
several small sums for various street 
improvements, Now, before the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances pass these appro- 
priations, would not it be well to stop 
and consider of what benefit some of 
the improvements would be to the pub- 
lic at large. 

Take for instance, Glendale road. 
Why should $600 be spent for laying 
out that road? Who lives on it? Who 
asks for it anyway? It winds in back 
of Presidents hill through low lands; is 
not used by people on foot or in car- 
riages. There is no demand at present 
for a road here. 

Quincy has so much need for money 
in other directions, would it not be well 
to go slow on some of the new street 
appropriations, as every $600 counts, 
The city is expending altogether too 
much annually for interest. It is pro- 
posed to raise all these sums by a loan 
to extend over several years.

Battleship Engines. 


One of the boilers in the battleship 
Rhode Island, now at the dock of the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company, was 
‘fired’? this week and on Thursday 
there was a preliminary trial of the 
+port engines. 

The engines were started up at a rate 
of 30 revolutions to the minute at first, 
and were kept going at that rate for a 
long time to get the stiffoess out of the 
joints. Toward the end of the test the 
engines were run up to nearly 100 revo- 
lutions a minute, but not for long, as 
the one boiler was not sufficient to sup- 
ply the necessary steam. The engineers 
in charge were very much pleased at 
the way the engines worked through- 
out, 

The trying out of the engines will 
be done gradually until everything is 
ready for the final dock trial, which 
will probably be next week. The pro- 
pellers will then be attached and all 
the engines set to work. The forward 
turret for the 12-inch guns was placed 
on the Rhode Island today. It is of 
the superimposed pattern, is of harvey- 
ized Krupp armor, 11 inches in thick- 
ness, and weight 70 tons. Its revolving 
weight will be 220 tons. The broadside 
batteries of 8-inch guns are already in 
position on the Rhode Island.

Sanitary Condition of Schools. 


‘The Board of Health ina commupi- 
cation to the City Council last Monday 
evening gave the result of its recent 
investigation as to the sanitary condi- 
tion of the several school buildings of 
the city. 

After going into the conditions of 
each building in detail the Board say: 
‘*We feel that it is our duty to condemn 
the bot air system. Especially does 
this apply to the Massachusetts Field 
and High schools. Both of these 
buildings abut the public sewer and 
should be connected immediately. In 
the case of the Massachusetts Field 
school the sewer was built for the pur- 
pose of connecting, and at the High 
school as a sanitary arrangement may 
be placed in the present basement, it 
would be advisable to remedy the matter 
now. We consider it very poor 
economy toexpuse hundreds of children 
attending these schools to such a stench 
as arises from the use of this system.” 

Of the Cranch school they say the 
conditions are fair. There is consider- 
able odor arising from the boys’ urinal 
which is not properly taken care of. If 
a vent was put in the stack heater this 
odor would go up the chimney instead 
of the rooms. As it is at present there 
is no adequate means of properly 
ventilating the boys’ toilet room. 

At the John Hancock the sanitary 
conditions are good but the ventilation 
is poor. The poor condition could be 
obviated by the modern system of 
ventilation instead of through wooden 
ventilators, as now used, 

At the Willard the sanitary condition 
is good but fixtures should be 
thoroughly cleaned and painted. 

The hot air system is used at the 
Gridley Bryant and the sanitation is as 
good as could be expected under these 
conditions. 

The sanitary fixtures at the Wollas- 
ton school should be thoroughly cleaned 
and painted. The building, especially 
the boys’ toilet room, was very dirty at 
time of visit. 

The hot air system is used at the 
Quincy and there is more or less odor. 
The toilet rooms need cleaning and 
painting. 

The Lincoln school is in good con- 
dition except that tho slate floor of the 
boys’ urinal should be given a greater 
slant. 

The condition at the Adams isalready 
known but the proposed connection with 
the sewer will remedy this. 

The vaults at the old High school are 
in a filthy condition, There is no 
plumbing as outside vaults are used. 

The hot air system is used at the 
Massachusetts Fields school and the 
odor at times is very strong both inside 
and outside the building. 

The conditions at the Coddington 
can easily be remedied. The fixtures 
need cleaning and painting. The boys’ 
urinal was ina filthy condition. 

At the Washington everything is in 
perfect condition. 

The hot air system is used at the 
High and the accommodations are en- 
tirely inadequate. The odor is very bad 
and the ventilation in the toilet rooms 
is bad. The woodwork about the boys’ 
urinal is saturated and the odor goes all 
over the building, so that at times it 
is almost uninhabitable. The girls’ 
cloak room has no means of ventila- 
tion and on a wet day the odor is very 
strong.

We notice in this connection 
that President McCurdy of the Mutual 
Life of New York has already invited a 
searching examination into the affairs 
of his company. In the second place 
the Equitable scandal will render the 
securing of new policies from the pub- 
lic somewhat more difficult, and, toa 
certain extent, those policies which are 
secured will receive greater considera- 
tion from the several life insurance com- 
panies. Farther, the trouble so fully 
aired in the press, may lead the way to 
more stringent laws governing invest- 
ments made by officials of these great 
public trusts. The man of moderate 
means, who is able to carry life in- 
surance to the value of several thousand 
dollars, begins to doubt the wisdom of 
placing his hard-earned dollars where 
they may be exposed to the uncertain- 
ties of stock manipulation; and this 
man is more inclined to regard the 
savings bank as a pretty good place for 
his surplus.—Randolph Register

Place,”” Dedham, and ~Roselawn,”’ 
Quincy, the home of the author. Mr. 
Guy thinks charities could be profitably 
spent and that money and time would 
be better devoted to support homes for 
old people, orphan asylums and such 
institutions in our own country than in 
foreign lands, where every dollar seems 
to bring its full value. He commends 
the Home for Aged People in Wren- 
tham, which is in care of the King’s 
Daughters, floating hospitals, and fresh 
air funds.

Heavy Thunder Storm. 


Seldom has Quincy been visited by a 
heavier shower than that of Joly 14. 
The thunder was heavy and the light- 
ning sharp. The city, however, was 
fortunate to escape without much dam- 
age. 

The first signs of the storm came be- 
tween 4.30 and 5 o'clock, in the form 
of a heavy roll of distant thunder. The 
wind began to increase in violence as 
the storm approached and by 6 o’clock 
a heavy shower was in progress. 

The lightning was unusually sharp, 
and the rain came down in torrents. 
Those who were caught out in it were 
drenched to the skin in an instant for 
umbrellas were of but little use. 

The hard rain continued until just be- 
fore 7 o’clock when the sky cleared and 
the sun came out. It was but a tempo- 
rary clearness, however for at 7.15 it 
had again clouded in and another 
storm was in progress. 

It was during this shower that the 
house of Miss Malone on South street 
was struck by lightning. Then came 
apother lull in the storm, followed by 
another heavy shower. 

While the rain stopped at intervals 
there was but little let up in the 
thunder and lightning, which con- 
tinued heavy and sharp and incessant. 

At 8.45, while it was raining in tor- 
rents, an alarm was sounded from Box 
61, and the firemen must have been 
drenched to the skin. 

This alarm called the department to a 
house on Hodges avenue that had been 
struck by lightning. There was no fire 
damage, however, and the _ recall 
sounded inside of five minutes.

Early in the evening a skiff moored off 
Houghs Neck was struck and the stern 
shattered. 

William Slaunwhite of Houghs Neck 
was in the act of picking up an axe 
when there was a blinding tlash of 
lightning. Tle was thrown down and 
received qifice a severe shock. 

A dog on Granite street near the old 
Veazie house, was struck and killed. 

A street railway signal box on Cope- 
land street was struck and burnt, and 
the pole to which it was attached. 

Frequently during the evening the 
circuit breakers at the Electric Light 
and Power station were blown out, anc 
the lights were put out fora few sec- 
onds. 

A bumber of the telephone lines were 
burnt out, but the police and fire alarm 
escaped serious damage. 

Trees in various parts of the city 
suffered somewhat. Limbs were torn 
off and scattered about, and some trees 
were uprooted, Vegetable gardens were 
also damaged. 

Although tons of water fell and at 
times the streets were flooded there 
were but few serious wasbhouts. The 
worst perhaps was on Granite street 
where it was gullied out quite badly 
early in the evening. Commissioner 
Burke who was in City Square called 
out one of the city teams to put the 
street in passable condition, 

A very severe electrical storm passed 
over Wollaston, Mr. Cochran's house 
on Beach street was struck bya bolt 
which entirely demolished the chimney, 
burst a water pipe and killed the pet 
dog. Fortunately none of tbe occu- 
pants of the house were injured. 

The alarm from Box 72 at 7.20 last 
night, while it was raining hard, called 
the department to a fire ina house on 
South street, near the foot of Chubbuck 
street, owned by Miss Malone, and oc- 
cupied by W. H. Sullivan. The fire 
was caused by the house being struck 
by lightning. 

Some of the corner boards, clap- 
boards and shingles were torn off, and 
the plastering damaged in some of the 
rooms, ‘There was, but little damage 
by fire, but the loss is placed at $100. 

The alarm from Box 62 at 8.44 called 
the department to the house of James 
Cullen on Hodges avenue, which had 
been struck by lightning. 

The chimney and some of the boards 
were knocked off, but there was little 
damage by fire. 

The-same bolt which struck this 
house also struck the house of Cornelius 
Duggan on Minot street, but little 
damage was done however, 

The cow barn on the Charles L, Cope- 
land estate on Hillside street, Milton, 
was struck about 7.30 I’. M. and was 
destroyed. ‘Two cows were killed by 
the bolt, but 27 were rescued. In the 
barn were over 30 tons of hay, wagons, 
tools, etc., which were destroyed. 
Other farm buildings were threatened 
but were saved. The loss was $5000, 
which is covered by insurance.

Transportation of Explosives. 


When Deputy Chief George C. Neal 
of Lynn of the State police gets out his 
new rules and regulations fur the trans- 
portation, cartage and storage of ex- 
plosives, there will be many surprises. 

One of the most striking innovations 
not heretofore noted, is that every 
carter of explosives will be compelled 
to emblazen his wagon with large let- 
ters indicative of the danger of the 
load, 

On every cart will appear the warning 
“‘Powder Wagon.’’ The letters will be 
six inches in height, plainly visible to 
people on sidewalks who may know 
what peril to avoid. 

Another plan he is to introduce will 
be the requirement that every driver of 
& wagon containing dynamite or other 
explosive must submit to a test. He 
must show that he is over 21 years of 
age, that he is of sober habits, and that 
he can read the English language. The 
last qualification bas been imposed that 
no one may plead ignorance of the law 
or inability to read the simple printed 
rules which the state police will issue 

A third idea in the regulations of the 
use of explosives is that the parties 
who receive and order and those who 
give must keep records indicating how 
large quantities have been received, 
what sort of an explosive it is, what its 
strength may be, ete, These records 
are to be open to the inspection of the 
state police at all times. The purpose 
of this rule is to enable to trace up any 
accident at any time, something they 
were unable to do in the Melrose affair 
because no records were kept. 

Dealers who keep a large quantity of 
explosives in storage will be compelled 
to store their dynamite, etc., and their 
powder separately, and also to secure a 
license from Chief Joseph E. Shaw, not 
from any subordinate. This arrange- 
ment is for the purpose of centralizing 
all responsibility.

Clam Farming. 


Dr. James L. Kellogg of Williams- 
town, professor in biology at Williams 
college, is in Chatbam, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Field, chairman of the 
Massachusetts fish and game commis- 
sion, for the purpose of making an ex- 
periment in the artificial culture of 
clams. 

In conversation with a correspondent 
Dr. Kellogg said: ‘‘The growing of 
clams is entirely feasible and much 
easier to carry on than the propagation 
of oysters, which has been proven so 
successful as to have become a profit- 
able investment for millions of capital 
and it furnishes employment for thous- 
ands of men. 

“If the Massachusetts legislators 
could only be brought to see the wis- 
dom of so amending our stato laws that 
sections of beaches could be leased to 
individuals who would be protected 
thereby from unscrupulous poachers. 
I am confident, this could soon be made 
very profitable to thousands of fisher- 
men. 

‘*Clams will grow so rapidly and in- 
crease so fast after the spawning 
period that it is best to plant them, if 
they are an inch long, some distance 
apart in regular rows so they will not 
be crowded within a yearor so, and 
even then they need thinning out at 
intervals, After a man should therefore 
have a good sized clam garden he would 
need to be taking out quite a good 
many to prevent them getting too thick 
for a healthy growth, thus supplyiog bis 
customers regularly and keeping his 
farm in good condition.” 

Dr. Kellogg is enthusiastic regard- 
ing the very few obstacles to contend 
with in the propagation of clams, as 
compared with that of oysters and other 
shell fish, and is extremely desirous 
for the fish and game commission of 
Massachusetts to be given an opportu- 
nity to prove what can be done in this 
respect. 

He is greatly concerned over the rapid 
depletion of the clam supply and holds 
that it is entirely unnecessary for that 
condition regarding this palatable shell- 
fish to exist if fishermen and their law- 
makers would work in harmony to in- 
crease the supply aod at the same time 
build up a very profitable industry. 


Seaweed As Food. 


The cultivation of salt water vege- 
tables is an industry that promises large 
profits for marine farmers of the future 
in this country. Little Japan raises 
and gathers $2,000,000 worth of them 
annually, and the United States Fish- 
eries Bureau urges that we ought to do 
at least as well, inasmuch asthe same 
kinds grow wild in the shallow waters 
along our own coasts. People see them 
constantly, but pay oo special attention, 
calling them weeds, because they are 
not acquainted with their value as table 
delicacies and have no knowledge of 
the proper methods of preparing them. 
Some of these plants make excellent 
table vegetables; others are useful for 
salads, yet others are good for making 
jellies, and others still are valuable as 
condiments. The Japanese have de- 
veloped their possibilities to a remark- 
able extent, and Dr. H. M. Smith of 
the Fisheries Bureau made quite a 
study of the subject during a recent 
visit to the Mikado’s empire. He says 
that Americans have good reasons to be 
asbamed of themselves, because, with 
resources of seaweeds fully equal and 
probably superior to those of Japan, 
they utilize only $35,000 worth of them 
per annum, the crop gathered beiog only 
one species, Irish moss, the business of 
collecting which is restricted to Massa- 
chusetts. —Philadelphia Record.

Letter from the Capital. 


1905. 
Though the President and some of 
the Cabinet are out of town, there is 
considerable political talk in the air 
and the chief subject is of tariff re- 
vision at the coming session. It might 
just as well be understood now that 
there probably will not be any talk 
even of tariff revision at the coming 
session. The President has been in- 
duced to put off the calling of the extra 
session from date to date till the prob- 
abilities are that it will be so close to 
the regular session that there will be 
no chance for even a tariff debate, let 
alone action. There is the Panama 
canal question that will undoubtedly 
take up a good deal of time and with 
Secretary Taft's trip to the Philippines 
and railroad rate legislation there prob- 
ably will not be anything but talk, and 
tho tariff revision will be postponed as 
the majority of the two houses wish. 
There will havé to be some legislation 
to deal with the growing deficit, and 
that probably will come in the form of 
a stamp tax similar to if not identical 
with the Spanish war taxes. Possibly 
it may be an import tax on tea and 
coffee or an increase of the internal 
revenue taxes, but there hardly will be 
any tinkering with the tariff at the 
extra session because there will not be 
time and at the regular session there

will be too much else to do. There is 
a distinction for you. 
Speaking of the Panama Canal, 


Messrs. Shonts and Stevens have started 
for their first look at the problem on 
the ground. They both express them- 
selves as optimistic. There is no other 
tone for them to take. They make the 
rather curious comment that the most 
of the men on the Isthmus are misfits 
who complain that they have nothing 
to do but work, and in the next breath 
Mr. Shonts says that they intend to 
establish a chain of club houses across 
the Isthmus and put in various forms 
of entertainment for the benefit of the 
exiles. It will be somewhat enterest- 
ing to hear the interviews with these 
two gentlemen on their return from 
Panama. Neither of them would talk 
much about Chinese labor, but the 
government is about to open bids on 
the importation of coolies. This prob- 
ably will be a necessary step as the 
Chinaman is about the only human _ be- 
ing who can stand work in tbe climate 
of the Isthmus, But there will be a 
problem to deal with after the govern- 
ment is through with these laborers, 


It is not far from the Isthmus to 
Mexico and while it is a long walk 
from one end of Mexico to the 


other, still, Chinamen will put up with 
worse than that for the sake of getting 
into the United States, The boarder 
states of Texas, Arizona, New Mexico 
and California are already the happy 
hunting grounds of the Chinese runners 
and if several thousand of the laborers 
who survive the climate of the Isthmus, 
do not find their way into the United 
States by way of old Mexico line, it 
will be a curious thing and denotes a 
great change in humanand in Chinese 
nature. 

China is waking up. Her note to the 
United States, identical with the note 
addressed to the other powers, has been 
received in Washington. It announces 
that she will not subscribe to any ar- 
rangement made between Russia and 
Japan at Portsmouth that does not 
recognize her exclusive sovereignty over 
Manchuria. Now this does not amount 
to much as an ultimatum from China. 
She is a jelly-fish power accustomed to 
be buffeted by any more energetic na- 
tion.

When that subject is 
reached the Japanese content them- 
selves with saying that they are not in 
favor of ‘‘peace at any price.”’

Ready for Takings. 


Such progress has been made by the 
ordnance bureau of the Navy depart- 
ment in the work preliminary to estab- 
lishing a naval magazine on the Weys- 
mouth back river, says the Herald, 
that, within a few days, the United 
States district attorney's office will be- 
gin proceedings in the federal court 
looking to the condemnation of about 
800 acres of land in Weymonth and 
Hingham needed for this purpose. 
Capt. James RK. Selfridge, ordinance 
oflicer at the navy yard, has had a_ sur- 
vey made of the land the government 
proposes to take. 

The ordnance bureau plans a maga- 
zine suitable for the storage of a large 
amouvt of explosives ata point ayail- 
able to warships. By dredging the 
river a waterway for vesse!s of heavy 
draught will be provided. 

The department has $500,000 for the 
work, $70,000 for immediate use and 
$15,000 of this latter sam is to be used 
for engineering. 

Ths geography of Hingham and Wey- 
mouth will be altered considerably. 
Only a comparatively small part of the 
land to be taken will be in actual use, 
the rest being taken to keep houses 
away from the magazine. 

About two-thirds of the property lies 
in Hingham. ‘The northerly border 
reaches to Bridge street, Weymouth, 
and the property bas a frontage of 100 
feet on Beal street, Hingham, 

The building will be so far from any 
of the residences in either town that 
the inhabitants need bave no fear. Fol- 
lowing the condemnition the next step 
will be to make such terms as appear 
reasonable with the owners of the land, 
and the courts may have to be resorted 
to. It is expected the titles to the 
land are considerably involved. 

Some of the land to be tiken is owned 
by Lewis Bass and others of Quincy. 
Passengers on the electric cars between 
Quincy and Hingham have noticed civil 
eugineers at work on both sides of the 
Weymouth Back river. 


A Needed Improvement. 


Before the post office is removed to 

the Granite street location, the cross 
walks should be relocated or new walks 
putin for the accommodation of the 
people. 
- The present walks have never been con- 
venient for people who approach City 
Square from the west side of Chestnut 
street and desire to go either to the 
depot or to Granite street. They 
simply ignore the walks, even when the 
Streets are muddy. 

The walk across Hancock street at 
the head of Granite street, in particular, 
should be relocated, so that it will be 
nearly at right angles to the edgestone. 
It would not only be more direct, but 
shorter. 

Another walk should start near the 
driveway to Bethany church and cross 


to the Dr. Welch block near the store 
of the F, D. Fellows Company. 

A permanent sidewalk in front of 
Bethany church would also be appreci- 
ated aud would connect the concrete 
walk on Chestnut street with the brick 
walk on Hancock street. 


Foresters’ Convention.

The plan 
seems entirely feasible, and when its 
success has been fully demonstrated, 
machines are likely to come into general 
use. A sufficient number of machines 
will be provided to avoid the crush and 
waiting line at the order ticket office, 
and the added comfort and convenience 
of the traveling public is reasonably 
sure to make them popular. It has 
been suggested that they might be in- 
troduced to advantage on rapid transit 
and subway lines in this country where 
tickets are used, thereby materially 
lessening the crush at the ticket office 
and gates, especially during the rush 
hours of the day.—Milford Gazette.

There are a 
great many good insecticides but the 
draw-back has been the expense of 
spraying machinery and of doing the 
work properly. This new remedy 
bowever has the merit of being in- 
expensive and non-poisonous if a cheap 
and adequate spraying device could be 
had readily.—Spencer Leader.

Demand Pure Food. 


‘*A class of young women in the 
normal school at Westfield spent the 
last two weeks of the school year in 
testing foods for the Westfield grocers. 
The grocers of the town were invited to 
the laboratory and a demonstration was 
given of the practicle nature of the 
work, 

The young women found these tests 
the most entertaining part of their chem- 
istry course and they trotted everything 
into the labratory from chewing gum 
to spice. 

Prof. L. B. Allyn, the head of the 
chemistry department, directed the 
work, and it attracted the attention of 
many women’s clubs in the vicinity, the 
members of which favor a pure food 
bill. 

The girls drank coffee at breakfast, 
and they tested coffee after the morning 
meal for chicory. Then they probed into 
breakfast food for injarious adultera- 
tions. The milk, which was served 
with their breakfast food, was next put 
to the test, and even the sugar was giv- 
en a rigid examination. 

One by one the articles sold by most 
grocers came under their supervision, 
and the tradesmen sent them new food- 
stuffs as they came on the market, de- 
pending a great deal on their analysis 
as to whether they would keep the 
goods in stock or not. 

Cigars, cigarettes and liquors went 
under their searching eyes, and they 
relactantly put confectionery to the 
test. Experiments with the last-named 
article bave proved rather discourage- 
ing, for a large amount of candy has 
been found colored with aniline dyes, 
a product of coal tar. The aniline dyes 
in some instances were powerful enough 
to color pieces of white cloth. 

This same dye the young women have 
found also to a great extent in summer 
drinks and in jellies, Catchups and 
other highly colored bottle goods of 
the sauce variety have been found to 
contain a large quantity of this coal 
product, 

Among the whisky specimens that 
have been tested the young women say 
that only one out of 70 was found pure, 
and they say that if men knew the 
stuff that was sometimes sold them 
for pure tobacco they wouldn’t enjoy 
their smokes so much. 

The grocers are gladly taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity which these 
tests give them, and Westfield is rapid- 
ly becoming a pure food city. *—Boston 
Globe"’

Household Receipts. 


Tomato Soup. Take one quart of 
sliced tomatoes, the skin being removed 
befure they are cut. Boil them in one 
quart of water until perfectly tender, 
add one small, even teaspoonful of soda. 
When the effervescence subsides add 
one quart of milk; a little cream is a 
great improvement. Put in a _ large 
tablespoonful of butter, a pinch of red 
pepper and salt to taste. Thicken 
with cracker crumbs or a tablespoonfal 
of cornstarch rubbed smooth in cold 
milk. Boil ten minutes and serve. Pat 
in the tureen a slice of toast cut in 
small squares and pour the soup over 
them, 

Preserved Pineapple. Pare the 
pineapple, and carefully pick out every 
particle of the eyes. A small, pointed 
silver knife is the best for this work. 
Either pick off with a fork, or grate 
off, the soft part, rejecting the hard 
core. Weigh, and allow three-quarters 
ofa pound of sugar to each pound of 


fruit. Put all together in the preserv- 
ing kettle, stir well, stand aside over 
night. In the morning, bring to a boil, 


skim, and cook slowly balf an hour. 
Pour it into jurs and seal. 

Lettuce Salad. Use only the inner 
leaves of crisp lettuce broken apart, 
freshened, skaken, and drained. Ar 
range neatly in a shallow serving dish; 
pour over a French dressing with 
chopped olives, garnish with nastur- 
tium blossoms and carry to table at 
once. 

Tea Punch. One tablespoonful of 
apy strong tea to a quart of boiling 
water. Pour the water on the tea and 
allow it to stand until cold. Strain. 
Meantime, add toa pint of sugar the 
juice of three lemons, the juice of three 
oranges, the pulp aod juice of one 
shredded pineapple. and allow all to 
stand until the sugar is dissolved. 
When ready to serve, add the tea to the 
fruit juice and pulp, with a quart of 
appollinaris water anda box of fresh 
terries or thinly sliced peaches. Pour 
over a block of ice in the punch bowl 
and serve,

Washington, July 29, 1905. 

The latest suggestion in regard to the 
Chinese row is that the American mer- 
chants and importers should boycott 
China, if Chiva insists on boycotting 
the United States. This is a sugges- 
tion that has been based on the show- 
ing of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor to the effect that while we sell 
about twice as much to China as China 
buy of us, the oriental imports are not 
a thing for which the United States is 
at all dependent on China, and they 
could be just as well gotten from Japan. 
The exports of the United States to 
China amounted in the past year to 
about $60,000,000 while our imports 
were but $30,000,000. Still that trade 
could be cut off from China, entirely if 
the merchants in the United States so 
decided, and China would feel the loss 
keenly, The Chinese imports to this 
country consist principally of tea, raw 
silk and hides. Now tea is equally 
available from India, and Ceylon while 
the other articles of strictly oriental 
sort cin be had from Japin. ‘If China 
wants to play boycotting, it is suggested 
that this country is in a pretty good 
position to take a hand io the game, 
and probably China would get tired of 
it as soon as this country.

Moore was the originator of the process 
of nitro enrichment of soils and in 
addition to formulating a compound 
which the Department patented, wrote 
several pamphlets on the subject which 
were distributed to farmers. Mean- 
time a company was formed in West 
Chester, Pa., to manufacture the sort 
of compound that the Doctor had re- 
commended and he was offered a_ block 
of stock to come with them. While 
negotiations were pendiog to raise his 
salary in the depariment, the stock was 
made out to his wife though the Doctor 
continued to work for the depirtmenot 
and to draw his salary. Finally com- 
plaint was made to the department aod 
after a hearing, the scientist's resigua- 
tion was tendered and accepted. 

The Government Printing Office after 
undergoing one investigation recently 
owing to the purchase of alot of type 
setting machines from vne company 
while another company thought it had 
a better right to the contract, is now 
to be investigated by a congressional 
committee as to the enormous printing 
bills that have been piled up recently 
against the government. I[t seems that 
the appropriations for the Govern- 
meot Printing Office have jumped from 
$3,500,000 in to $7,000,000 last 
year. This wasone of the appropria- 
tions that helped to swell the Treasury 
deficit. The Committee in question is 
headed by Senator Platt of New York 
and it will havea lot of matter to go 
over when it meets. Tho government 
Printing Office is the biggest prinotery 
in the world and it does a lot of good 
work, but it bas been saddled with the 
printing of a lot of matter in recent 
years that can hardly be classed as of 
prime importance. Investigations of 
the Interior Department into the raising 
of reindeer in Alaska, the proceedings 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, which even the local papers 
did not consider worth reporting in 
full, and a lot of other stuff that is 
burdening the shelves of the public 
libraries unfortunate enough to be on 
the government's mailing list, have all 
been rushed through the Office, 
apparently merely for the sake of show- 
ing how much good white paper could 
be spoiled in the course of 365 days. 
The coming Congress has declared for 
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retrenchment in this and in the 
appropriations for several of the other 
government departments, but it remains 
to be seen whether it will do anything 
or whether the investigations will re- 
main pigeonhold as so many reports of 
asimilar nature have done before them.

Army of Drunks. 


Editor the Traveler: 

An editorial in The Travelera few 
days ago regarding the wisdom of 
sending children maimed by Fourth of 
July foolishness to the hospital, led the 
writer to think that perhaps an object 
lesson was, after all, the wisast way to 
impress lessons of value upon an other- 
wise unappreciative public. Single 
tigures often convey but a very vague 
notion of the greatness of the subject 
to which they relate. This same 
thought prompted the writer to imagine 
what would be a powerful object lesson 
could it be carried out, as after reading 
the report of the Massachusetts prison 


commissioners for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1904, he learned therefrom 
that for that year there had been 


arrested for drunkenness 72,853 persons, 
of which number 6,360 were females. 
Further, this fearful showing is but 
little above the average for the last 11 
years, both as regards the total arrests, 
as also the arrests of females, which 
arrests in the average would be as fol- 
lows, viz.: 70,725 and 5,985, 

What a grand exhibit for our noble 
old Commonwealth as a result of its 
high license and local option law! The 
at the 
present timo constituting the army of 
the United States is but 64,336. There- 
fore, so far as numbers are concerned, 
our whole army might be wiped out of 
existenco and again recruited from 
Massachusetts drunk arrests, with 8517 
to spare! 

To this number of drunkards arrested 
should be added those engaged either 
directly or indirectly in their produc 
tion, as brewers, distillers, saloon keep- 
ers, rumsellers and the whole craft re- 
sponsible for the nefarious business. 
This would swell the number to 78,055 
thus over-numbering the U. 
by 13,719. 

Now, to give these figures concrete 
sigviticance and have them serve as an 
object lesson, let us imagine a proces- 
sion on next Labor day. This proces- 
sion should be formed thus: First di- 
vision to consist of brewers, distillers, 
saloon keepers and all engaged in the 
drunkard manufacturing business. Sec- 
ond division, all the males arrested as

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Our Valuation. 


There should be jubilation in Quincy 
over the fact that the Assessors’ report 
an increase as $1,546,340 in the valua- 
tion of the city, but somehow the tax- 
payers do not enthuse, 

Yet it means that on an average all 
the people of Quincy are worth $50 
more than’a year ago. That a family 
of five are.worth $250 more. 

This being a fact it should not be 
difficult for most families to pay their 
taxes, as $250 would pay the assessment 
on $13,000. 

Very few are worth that sum, how- 
ever. If they were they have an idea 
it would not be difficult to pay the 
taxes assessed. 

Principal Assessor Johnson assures 
the Patriot, however, that values have 
not been increased generally but that 
the gain is largely in new property. 

Iie says the new power plant of the 
Old Colony street railway at Quincy 
Point caused a large increase both in 
real estate and personal property, and 
that the tax on the shipyard will be 
larger this year. There was also con- 
siderable building during the year 1904- 
1905. The figures showiog the num- 
ber of new houses have not yet been 
compiled. 

With the large increase in assessed 
valuation it surprises many, however, 
that there should be an increasing tax 
rate. This year it is $18.30, and was 
never larger but twice in the history of 
Quincy. Sheuldthere come a year when 
there is no increase in valuation, as in 
some cities, the Quincy tax rate would 
take a big jump. 

We doubt if there is another city in 
the State of less than 30,000 population 
that has increased its assessed valuation 
$15,820,750 in seventeen years, which is 
the record of Quincy. 

In ten years the increase has been 
BS yet it took Quincy ninety

million. 

In five years ‘our increase in valuation 
has been $5,394,874, a sum in excess of 
the total valuation of the town of 
Braintree today. An average of over a 
million dollars per year. 

The valuation in the big city of New 
Bedford increased but $747,376 this 
year. And the city of Salem which is 
considerably larger than Quincy reports 
a loss of $390,600 in valuation. In ten 
years the valuation of Salem has not 
increased three million, being $27,583, - 
600 in 1895 and $29,828,000 this year. 

The rich city of Newton, with a val- 
uation of over $65,000,000, gained only 


years 


$114,520 more than Quincy the past 
year. 

The increase in valuation in Malden 
this year was but $61,400. In 


Northampton, $190,459. 

Even the big city of Lynn with its 
General Electric Works and large shoe 
factories did not make as large a gain 
as Quincy, the increase for the year be- 
ing $1,300,000 against $1,546,340 in 
Quincy. 

Certainly Quincy is making rapid 
strides in valuation as well as popula- 
tion. While our tax rate seems high it 
is small compared with Fitchburg, Med- 
ford, New Bedford, and many of the 
towns,

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Rubber Film Gloves For Surgeon 
A rubber film glove has been de- 


vised for surgeons. The gloves are 
“put on” by immersing the hands tn 
a weak solution of gutta percha in ben- 


zine or acetone. The purpose of the 
film is to seal the surfaces of the hands 
with an insoluble, impervious and prae- 
tically imperceptible pellicle, which 
will not admit blood, pus or secretions. 
Such a protective measure for sur- 
geons 1s said to be preferable to work- 
ing with rubber gloves, Inasmuch as 
the sense of touch of pliability of the 
skin is not impaired in any way. 


Bays Automobiles Spread Moths, 

“The spread of the gypsy moth,” says 
Professor A. H. Kirkland, superin- 
tendent of the Massachusetts gypsy 


moth experimentation service, “Is 
largely due to the increasing abun- 
dance of automobiles. The moths 


drop upon them from the trees, par- 
ticularly when the automobile stops 
for any length of time. Thus the tn- 
sect Is carried many miles from its 
original haunt, and wherever It Is de- 
posited It begins to breed and do dam- 
age.” 


Photographic Trap For Chanffcurs, 

A photographic police trap for the 
apprehension of scorching autemobil- 
ists has been Invented In England. By 
the pressing of a button a photograph 
is made of any passing car, with the 
time and date. A pair of these instru- 
ments with synchronized timing ar- 
rangements used at each end of a 
measured piece of ground would, It Is 
believed, give absolutely accurate data 
as to the speed of automobiles. 


Improved Wireless Telegraphy. 

An important improvement in wire- 
less telegraphy is announced by Pro- 
fessor Braun of Strassburg, inventor 
of the system which bears his name.

The figures are taken from a pam- 
phlet issued by State Treasurer Chapin, 
which shows the total assessments on 
cities and towns on account of water, 
parks, sewers and armories for 1005. 

For water, Commissioner Sprague says 
‘*The annual assessments are made to 
pay interest, sinking fund and mainte- 
nance charges. Boston is assessed the 
proportion which its valuation bears to 
the total valuation of the district. The 
other municipalities are assessed one- 
third in proportion to their valuations 
and two-thirds in proportion to their 
population, except that those having 
still sufficient local supplies pay only 
one-sixth of the full assessment; but in

Visiting Nursing. 


Instructive Visiting Nursing has been 
started under the auspices of the Phi- 
lanthropy Committee of the Quincy Wo- 
men’s club. The nurse has her head- 
quarters at the Women’s Clubhouse, 
148 Goffe street, telephone number 
304-3 Quincy. 

As this work does not seem to be 
generally understood, we would like to 
make a few statements, and answer 
some questions asked in regard to it. 

What is instructive visiting nursing ? 

It is to help people who are sick, the 
rich or poor. To go fora short time, 
do what one can for the comfort of the 
patient. To carry out the physician's 
orders as if doing private nursing for 
him. To teach some members of the 
household as far as possible Low to do 
properly the many things required in 
sickness, such as arranging bed, moving 
patient, giving baths, care of mother 
and child, preparing foods, making 
poultices, etc, etc. 

Also going with physician to assist at 
operations, and doing surgical dressing. 

Calls are made each day or when 
needed and continued as long as the 
case demands. 

The patient pays what he can for each 
visit, or nothing if he cannot afford it. 

This fee goes to the Quivcy Women’s 
Club to be used by the Philanthropy 
Committee in continuing this work, and 
farnishing supplies. 

The nurse is on a salary which is paid 
by subscriptions from various organiza- 
tions and from private individuals. 

In order to prevent misunderstanding, 
the following rules have been adopte4, 
a copy of which has been sent to each 
physician in the city. 

1—The service of the Visiting Nurse 
can be secured only at the request of 


Pineapple Lemonade. Pineapple 
lemonade is refreshing and is prepared 
with very littletrouble.

Mix this with the cucumbers, 
put them into a stove jar, and fill up 
with cold vinegar. They will be fit for 
use in about ten days.

One of the most important details of 
the work is the supply and loan closet. 
As the contributions to this increase 
we hope to be able to loan or give as 
the case requires :—old linen, cotton, 
sheets, pillow-slips, night-clothes, in- 
fants’ clothings, towels, wash-cloths, 
etc, Anything in fact which can be of 
use in sickness. 

A few of these articles have been re- 
ceived, also contributions toward the 
bag and druggist supplies for the daily 
use of the nurse. ‘These articles were 
very much needed, and we desire to 
thank the friends who have contributed 
inany way.

Cut off from communication with the 
outside world for more than two years, 
thirty-seven men, who had left their 
ice-crushed ship America and eked out 
an existence among the floes of the 
Artic sea since the winter of 1003-04, 
have been rescued by the Arctic steamer

It is Camping Out Time. 


In the cycle of the seasons the ideal 
camping-out time of year has arrived, 
and hundreds of parties have already 
taken to the deep woods of northern 
Maine where nature has bestowed her 
wildwood charms ‘most lavishly and 
where outing parties are sure of finding 
plenty of camp sites exactly to their 
liking. 

People who have tried it say there is 
no kind of an outing that comes up to 
camp life in the northern Maine wilder- 
ness. It offers the freedom of the great 
cool woods; it includes the delights of 
canoeing on lake and stream and syl- 
van-bowered brooks; it brings the best 
of fishing to one’s very door; it puts 
one in close camera touch with Maine's 
big game in its native haunts; and be- 
sides all this there is the ecstacy of 
wholesome outdoor living, and the in- 
vigorating, strengthening, rejuvenating 
results which come with it.. There are 
never any dull days with such an out- 
ing; there is no such thing as monot- 
ony, for no two days are passed alike; 
each has its own haps and mishaps, its 
own delights and adventures; even the 
scenery, although it is always woods 
and water, water and woods, is ever 
changing and ever new—a panoramic 
treat which certainly knows no superi- 
or in all the world. 

Men, women and whole families from 
all parts of New England and even 
more distant points make northern 
Maine their mecca during the camping 
season. A great many of them come 
early in August to avoid the swelter of 
city life and ‘‘rest up’’ beneath the 
grateful umbrage of the woods. Others 
plan to cowe late in August or early in 
September, when the warm days and 
clear cool nights afford ideal atmos- 
pheric conditions and when the early 
changing of the foliage illumines the 
deep green of the forest with tints of 
rare and spectacular brilliancy. 

With a good guide to look after the 
geueral work about the camp, tent life 
in nortbern Maine entails no drudgery 
or hardship on the vacationist. Women 
and children enjoy the tramping aod 
canoeing quite as much as the men do, 
and it was just as splendidly beneficial 
forthem. At times it seems almost 
like the working of a miracle to note 
how fathers, mothers and children who 
go into the woods with pale faces and 
weary mein come out a few weeks 
later as brown as the proverbial nut 
and brimming full of the spring and 
elasticity of new life. Yet thisis the 
sort of miracle that the northern Maine 
wilderness works almost invariably on 
those who seek rest and recreation 
within it confines, 

Io the latest edition of the annual 
guidebook, ‘‘In Maine Woods," pub- 
lished by the Bangor & Aroosook Rail- 
road, is printed a great deal of infor- 
mation of special value to prospective 
campers in northern Maine. The book 
is well worth owning; it contains 192 
pages, over one hundred half-tone il- 
lustrations and two full-page colored 
inserts.

Block Signal System. 


A block signal system which will 

work independently of signal men in 
towers will be finished in a few weeks 
on the Buffalo division of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western. The 
distance of 180 miles from Buffalo ‘to 
Elmira will be covered at a cost of 
$100,000. Of the electro-automatic sys- 
tem adopted, divisional superintendent 
C. J. Phillips is quoted as saying: 
‘It is practically infallible. No matter 
how devoted a man may be to his work 
there are times when he fails to do the 
proper thing at the right moment. 
This event is rigidly guarded against 
in the block system. If atany time a 
signal fails to work the arm will in- 
variably give the danger sign, as that 
is the natural position unless set other- 
wise by the electric current which con- 
frols its movements. In this way any 
mistake or accident is guarded against. 
Another point-that is done away with 
is the signal tower system, where 
switches and signals are dependent upon 
men. "’—Railroad World.

Chinese as Servants. 


Almost every family in Vancouver 
depends upon Chinese boys and young 
men for their domestic servants. The 
diminution of the supply bas caused a 
considerable advance in wages. Many 
incompetent Chinese servants can now 
command places at wages formerly paid 
to competent persons. Owing to the 
almost universal employment of Chinese 
as domestic servants very few white 
girls are willing to accept employment. 
During the salmon fishing season, 
which usually extends from about the 
middle of June to the middle of 
September, large numbers of the 
Chinese, who at other seasons are 
domestic servants, find employment at 
the canneries at much higher wages 
than they receive in families. Licenses 
as fishermen and boat pullers are not 
granted to Chinamen, but they do mach 
of the work involved in dressing and 
canning the salmon.

-$ Too Much Music. 


John Ws McAnarney, Esq., as counsel 
for Mrs. James P. Clare of Edison street, 
made application to the Superior court 
on Wednesday for an injunction to pre- 
vent their neighbor, Mrs. Rose Allen, 
from operating a graphophond. 

An order of notice was issued by 
Judge Lawton, for Mrs. Allen to appear 
on Friday; and show cause why the in- 

'shoild not be granted. 

Mrs. Allen‘is a native of Quinéy, a 
daughter of Richard Prout. After her 
marriage to William Allen she lived io 
Baltimore until two years ago, when 
ber husband died. Then she returned 
to her native place. ; 

Mr. Clare when interviewed by a re- 
porter said: ‘‘ The graphophone has 
been in constant operation the greater 
part of évery day.’’ He continued, *‘Our 
first feal ‘aunoyance was on July 5, 
when it was played from early in the 
morning toalmost midnight. The music 
was harsh, but most of the songs were 
the same as rendered in all sach instru- 
ments. I was so exasperated at the 
time that I cried out, ‘ Cut it out.’’’ 

‘‘Conditions have been extremely dis- 
agreeable on Sundays. The machine is 
played almost continuously during the 
entire day. I was tempted to take 
action before this, but knowing that 
Mrs. Allen was a widow and had five 
children to support, I refrained, hoping 
that matters would adjust themselves. 

**As there was no change, | called 
upon Mrs. Allen a week ago last Sunday 
evening, and told her I thought the in- 
strument was being operated to an un- 
reasonable extent and asked her to re- 
quest the owner to be more moderate. 
She replied that she had a right to have 
the instroment played in her house and 
that’ she was going to do so. Since then 
I bave asked -her to have the playing 
stopped, buat she refused. 

‘*Matters have been worse since I 
spoke to her. Today the graphophone 
was played from 7.30 to 10.30 A. M., 2 
to 4.45 P. M., and now, after an in- 
tervale of 30 minutes, it has commenced 
again, and it will probably continue 
until about midnight.”’ 

Mrs. Allen’s side of the controversy 
is as follows: ‘‘I have not heard that 
Mr.Clare or his wife have made any ap- 
plication in court to restrain me from 
having the graphophone played in this 
house, although he has threatened to 
do so. This case is one of spite ov the 
part of Mr. Clare. He bas said, I have 
been informed, that he would drive me 
out of my home if I allowed this graph- 
ophone to be played in the house. The 
instrument is owned by one of my 
boarders. It has been in the house 
since last February, about a month af- 
ter I took possession. 

‘‘Now I consider that I have a right 
to have the graphophone played in the 
house, or any instrument in fact, if I 
don't unduly annoy my neighbors. I 
claim that this has not been done. It is 
seldom played in the morning, as my 
boarders are usually at work, but should 
one be at home a few tunes are played. 
After tea it is opened, but never after 
10 o’clock. There have been only two 
occasions when it has been played 
later. 

‘“‘None of my neighbors have made 
any complaint save Mr. Clare. He tried 
to get them to sign a petition to have 
the playing stopped, but all refused. 
Mr. Clare called upon me two weeks 
ago and told me he wanted the playing 
stopped. I told him I saw no reason 
why the instrument should not be 
played; that I had some rights in my 
own house, and that the inmates were 
entitled to some privileges. 

‘*He told me that if did not see that 
it was done he would make it cost me 
$100. I told him he couldn’t do so, as 
I had not so much money to my name. 
He then replied: ‘I will make it cost 
some one that amount.’ His action will 
cause me some trouble. I have no money 
with which to secure counsel. I have 
five children dependent on me for sup- 
port, and it takes all the money I can 
get to pay my billsand educate my chil- 
dren, the oldest of which is 12 and the 
youngest 5. I have had and am still 
having a hard struggle to get along, and 
I am surprised that any man would at- 
tempt to press a woman in my situa- 
ion to the wall.’’

The scientific ex- 
planation is that the nerves that led to 
the spot that itched were perfectly alive 
in the upper part of the limb. There 
is astery in Abercrombie’s Mental Phil- 
osophy (a famous text book 70 years 
ago) about a man who, having lost his 
foot by amputation, complained of 
cramps in that member, and to quiet 
him the foot was dug up, and found to 
have been doubled up carelessly. It 
was straightened out, and the patient 
was immediately relieved. Indeed, sim- 
ilar instances are very common.—Mil- 
ford Gazette, 


Frederick C. Moseley. 


The 4.12 P. M. train from Boston, 
which is express to Wollaston and 
Quincy, struck and instantly killed a 
mau at Neponset on Wednesday. He 
was immediately identified as Mr. 
Frederick ©. Mos-ley secretary of the 
A. T. Stearms Lumber Company. 

He left his office at 4.20 P. M., in- 
tending to take the 4.26 P. M. train for 
Boston.to join Mrs, Moseley, who was 
spending the afternoon in town. His 
office is bat a moment's walk from the 
railroad station on Taylor street, but to 
reach the station it is necessary to cross 
the tracks. 
street, a block below, 
have made a custom of crossing the 
tracks directly at the bead of Taylor 
street, and the top rail of the fence in- 
closing the tracks had been broken off 
so as to make the crossing easier. 

Mr. Moseley was struck squarely by 
the express at 4.23. He was thrown 
about fifty feet, when he gave one groan 
and stiffened out dead, 

Dr. William E. Kernan, who was 
called, said death was instantanevus, 
the skull having been crushed in. 

The body was in the baggage room at 
the station when Mrs. Moseley and a 
lady friend arrived. She bad not been 
informed of his death and her calmness 
upon receiving the news surprised 
everyone. 

‘It is a great mistake,’’ she an- 
nounced, calmly. ‘‘ I shall send for my 
own pbysician,’’ and she dismissed with 
a wave of her hand the official who tried 
to tell her that a regular physician had 
pronounced her husband dead. To Miss 
Parks, a book-keeper employed by the 
Stearns Company, who was at the sta- 
tion, Mrs. Moseley confided the task of 
sending for her dgctor, who turned out 
later to be a Christian Science healer. 
Miss Parks and her mother, also Chris- 
tian Scientists, then joined Mrs. Moseley 
and her friend in the baggage room. 
Shortly after 6 o'clock the ‘‘ ductor” 
arrived, and the service began at once, 

The meeting lasted for two hours. 
A crowd of nearly 500 gathered about 
the depot, anda squad of police was 
necessary to keep back the curious 
crowd, 

After the service Mrs. Moseley de- 
clined the services of undertakers R. & 
D. F. Heason, who had been called, 
and made application for the police 
ambulance. When this was refused she 
allowed the body to be taken home in 
the undertaker’s wagon. 

Arriving at his home, the body of 
Mr. Moseley was placed on a couch in 
his room by the undertaker and his 
assistant, who were then dismissed, 
and prayers by Mrs. Moseley and the 
other Christian Scientists were resumed. 

‘‘Mr. Moseley is not dead,’’ declared 
a young lady who responded when a re- 
porter called at the house. ‘‘The doc- 
tor assures us that he is not dead.’’ 
The *‘doctor’’ referred to was the Chris- 
tian Science healer. 

Mr. Moseley was a member of the 
well known Moseley family of Dor- 
chester. He was 46 years old, and 
leaves one child, Russell, who is pre- 
paring for college. Aside from his in- 
come from the two lumber companies 
of which he was an officer, and in which 
it is said he was a large stockholder, 
Mr. Moseley was independently wealthy, 
and owned his beautifal home. He was 
an enthusiastic yachtsman, a member 
of the Buston Yacht Club, and spent 
much of his leisure time in the summer 
on board his handsome yacht, Greyling. 

Both he and Mrs. Moseley were devout 
members of the Christian Science faith, 
and regular attendants at the First 
Church of Christ, Scientists, in Boston, 

In a statement given to the press 
Thursday evening, through Mr. Alfred 
Farlow of the publication cummittee of 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Mrs. Moseley explained that there was 
no attempt made to perform the miracle 
of bringing the dead back to life, either 
at the service in the Neponset railroad 
station or later at her home. 

According to the Christian Science 
teachings, death is, like everything 
else, merely a state of mind, and to the 
Christian Scientist there was a very 
tine distinction as to whether this state 
of mind bad progressed far enough to 
place Mr. Moseley beyond the possibili- 
ty of resuscitation, notwithstanding 
the fact that his skull bad been crushed 
in and Dr. Kernan had pronounced 
death practically instantaneous. 

Mr. Farlow says: ‘‘When Mrs. 
Moseley and others of her family 
reached the station they did not know 
the extent of his injuries, not having 
been informed by the surgeon. The 
body was warm, and they did not 
realize that he was dead; hence they 
naturally tried to belp him. There 
were appearances of life even after he 
had reached home, and for this reason 
the Christian Scientists continued their 
work. When we bear io mind that there 
are on record cases of severe injury 
which have been saved throagh Chris- 
tian Science, after the physician had 
lost hope, it isnot a matter of wonder- 
ment that this bereaved family should 
exercise every effort know to them to 
save their loved one. 

**Is it not a common custom to use 
every effort to save a drowned person, 
even though he shows no signs what- 
ever of life? Are we not all slow to be- 
lieve that our friends are really dead ? 
A loss is never a welcome visitur, and 
for this reason we are loath to believe 
that we have actually sustained a loss. 

‘*This accounts, io a measure, for Mrs, 
Moseley’s unwillingness to admit that 
her husband had really died. It seems 
to us but a matter of wisdom that she 
made sure that no opportunity was 
lost. Many great achievements have 
been lost by stopping a day too soon, 
and at least a few persons have gone 
into the grave alive because of hasty 
burial.”

William H. Glennon. 


William H. Glennon, of 40 Willard 
| Street was found dead ina chair at his 
, house between five and six o'clock 
); Thursday morning. 

He was rather eccentric during the 
; lust years of his life, but quite an in- 
| ventive genius. He obtained several 
j Patents, but lacked financial assistance 

to put them on the market. 

The fdllowing sketch of his, life..was 
published four or five years ago. 

Ove summer day in 1851 William H. 
Glennon, then a lad in his 14th year, 
could have been seen boarding vessel 
after vessel that lay at the wharves in 
Boston harbor. His quest was fora 
captain that would take him to sea with 
him, as he was tired of toiling from 
early morn till late at night on his 
father’s farm at West Quincy. 

His search was successful at last. 
The commander of the bark Western 
Star was to sail that day for Liverpool 
with more than 500 passengers, and the 
boy was engaged to work in the cooks’ 
galley. 

Two years later he was back on the 
farm at West Quincy, but his father 
was even more particular as regards the 
amount of work he exacted from his 

son. 

On June 1, 1853, the boy was at work 
chopping down a large tree. His ax 
had cut a gash about half way through 
the trunk, when suddenly he embedded 
the ax in the opposite side of the 
tree, picked up his coat and started to 
walk out of the woods. 

His father noticing him, asked him 
where he was going. *‘‘To California,” 

answered the lad, as he started to ran 


toward the road. Reaching home, be 
bade his mother adieu, and with 25 cents 
be started upon those travels that were 


to occupy more than a quarter of a 
century of his life. 

When he arrived at Boston he went 
directly to the captain of the ship 
Forester, which, he had learned, was to 
sail for California and that night the 
runaway sailed out of Boston 
for the Gulden Gate. 

He arrived in California in good time 
and worked as longshoreman and at odd 
jobs for about a year. Fortunately, he 
met a native of West Quincy, who had 
been engaged by Mr. Joho Shaw of 
New York to build the bridge at Mor- 
mon island, the first suspension bridge 
in that state, Young Glennon was em- 
ployed as a mason, although he knew 
but little about the business, but even 
indifferent mechanics were scarce 
California in those days. 

Before the bridge was finished he had 
become quite skilful in handling large 
blocks of stone, and was engaged im- 
mediately to build the courthouse and 
jail at Nevada City, one of the most 
imposing buildings on the coast at that 
time. 

The excellence of his work gained

Ilis last work in California 
was done in 1862 when he repaired the 
bridge at Fulsome after it had been 
partly carried away in the great flood 
of that year. 

The same year he was sent fur by 
the famous Harry Meiggs better known 
probably as the ‘‘ modern Monte 
Cristo"’ to finish the mason work of 
the car station on the Valparaiso & 
Santiago railroad in Chile.

railroad by 
Meiggs after it bad been abandoned by 
the English contractors was the begin- 
ning of those engineering achievements 
that made him the best known and 
the wealthiest man in South America. 

Mr. Glennon was associated with Mr. 
Meiggs from that date until 1876, dur- 
ing which time he built more than 100 
bridges and buildings in Chile and 
Peru. 

When the Oroya railroad was being 
surveyed, Mr. Glennon accompanied 
Col. LaTora and his delegation to the 
head of the Amazon river to treat with 
the Indians fora part of their land. 


Col. LaTora left the company and pro- 
ceeded to the place of meeting accom- 
panied only by an interpreter. But as 
soon as he stepped ashore 34 arrows 
were sent quivering into bis body from 
the bows of concealed savages. 

Mr. Glennon built the largest theatre 
in the city of Cuzco, and erected the 
monument to Gen. Rodrignes, at Til- 
Til. While digging a tunnel at Chim- 
bota he was taken sick, and had to be 
carried to the coast, where he remained 
nearly two years. 

After his return to health he finished 
& contract in the guano mines, and 
then went to Callao, where be built the 
railroad station. After the great earth- 
quakes that cause so much damage in 
the city of Arequipa, he was engaged 
for several months in repairing church- 
es and monasteries injured at that time.

—The value of canals is strikingly 
illustrated by the volume of commerce 
that passes through the short ship canal 
arourd the falls in the St. Mary’s river 
at Sault Ste Marie, Michigan. Tbe 
fiftieth anniversary of the opening of 
this canal has been celebrated this 
week, and so great has been its useful- 
ness that it has been necessary twice to 
enlarge its capacity, in order to accom- 
modate the commerce. Some idea of 
the commerce may be gained when it is 
learned that last year the number of 
vessels that passed Sanlt Ste Marie was 
greater than that which entered the 
port of New York, and the freight on 
these vessels equalled in tonnage that 
recorded at ths New York custom house 
as entering and clearing from that port 
last year. The construction of the canal 
opened up rich sources of wealth scarce- 
ly dreamed of in the early settlement. 


—The papers of late have had some- 
thing to say of the usefulness of the 
English sparrow in exterminating the 
brown tail moth. Recently a gentleman 
of our acquaintance, who is a close ob- 
server of birds, related an incident in 
his own garden, where a pear tree, in- 
fested with the pests was completely 
cleared of them by the sparrows.

Melvin O, Adams, United States dis- 
trict attorney, brought a petition in 
the federal court at Boston on Monday 
for the condemnation of nearly 1000 
acres of land on each side of the Wey- 
mouth Back river, where the government 
under act of Congress approved April 
27, 1004, will establish a naval maga- 
zine, 

The commonwealth, through an act 
of the last Legislature, has assented to 
the acquisition by the federal govern- 
ment of fee to this land and the control 
of the adjacent tidewater. 

The total amount to be expended on 
the establishment of the naval maga- 
zine, including the cost of the land to 
be acquired, is limited to $500,000, of 
which $70,000 is now available. The 
sum of $15,000 is set aside to cover 
engineering expenses, 

The land the government wants, bor- 
ders the Weymouth Back river. There 
are 708 acres in Hingham and 237 in 
Weymouth, making a total of 945 acres. 
The Weymouth land, all of which lies 
on the westerly side of the river, in- 
cludes the island known as Whale island 
and the flats adjacent. The Hingham 
land is a strip bordering the east side 
of the river, beginning at the junction 
of the Weymouth Back river and the 
Fresh river and extending to the Bay. 

The court issued an order of notice 
to all interested parties, which will be 
served upon them. This order of no- 
tice is returnable Sept. 12. The num- 
ber of individuals having an interest in 
the property to be taken is 89 and in-

Household Receipts. 


Clam Croquettes. Steam the clams. 
Remove the shells, thin skip, black 
end, and the dark substance from the 
soft part. Cut the ‘‘ leather straps’’ 
with the scissors into small bits, Mix 
these and the soft part with a thick 
cream sauce, season with salt and 
pepper, and shape into rolls. Roll in 
fine bread crumbs, dip in beaten egg, 
and roll in crumbs again. Fry in 
smoking hot !ard. 


Tomato Butter. To nine pounds of 
ripe tomatoes, peeled and sliced, allow 
three pounds of sugar, one pint of 
vinegar, three tablespoonfuls cinnamon, 
one tablespoonful cloves, and one and 
one-half tablespoonfuls allspice. Cook 
slowly until thick, stirring often to 
prevent scorching. 


Green Corn Pudding. Take a dozen 
ears of young, sweet corn; score the 
grains and press out the pulp; add six 
level teaspoonfuls of flour and mix free 
from lumps; then add one quart of 
Sweet milk, one ounce of butter, four 
eggs, well beaten, and pepper aud salt 
to taste. Butter a baking dish, pourin 
the mixture and bake in moderately hot 
oven until the pudding is set. This 
may be served as a vegetable or may be 
eaten as a dessert with cream and sugar. 


Berry Pie. Cover an earthen or 
granite pie-plate with pastry, sprinkle 
about a tablespoonful of flour on the 
crust, and fill the plate very full with 
blueberries which have been carefully 
picked over and washed. Sprinkle half 
a cup of sugar over the berries, shake a 
little salt on, and cover with a rich top 
crust, which should be well pressed 
down about the edge and be pricked 
with a fork in several places. Bake 
slowly until the crust is brown and the 
juice boils up in the holes, 


Coffee Ice Cream. To three pints of 
thin cream add one and one-half cups 
of sugar; when partly frozen add six 
tablespoonfuls of coffee extract and one 
and one-half teaspoonfuls of vanilla; 
finish freezing, and serve. Fine granu- 
lated sugar is best for ice cream. The 
coffee extract can be found at any 
coffee or grocery store, and gives a 
flavor to the cream that can be obtained 
from no other form of coffee, If it is 
not convenient to get it, take one heap- 
ing tablespoonful of coffee and pour 
over it one-half cup of hot water; boil 
this down to two tablespoonfuls, strain, 
and use in place of the extract. 


Cataract Removed. 


Mr. Johu M. Wight, an aged resident 
of Quincy Point, who has been blind 
for several weeks, underwent an opera- 
tion for cataract July 22. Dr. Edward 
Thorp, oculist of Boston, assisted by 
W. J. Middleton, M. D., of this place 
performed the operation which has 
proven entirely successful. 

Dr. Thorp has practiced in this coun- 
try and abroad, and is one of the most 
successful oculists in the metropolis. 

Mrs. Hatch, district nurse received 
her first call on this case, remaining 
during the operation. She was suc- 
ceedéd by Miss Jobnson of Dorchester, 
graduate of the South Framingham 
training school for nurses. 

Mr. Wight is eighty-four years old 
and the recovery of his sight seems 
quite remarkable,

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 12, 1905. 
Dear Editor: 


I have been in these coal regions a 
few days, and probably yoar readers 
would like to bear from me. I have 
been over a great deal of the Wyoming 
and other valleys. I have walked miles 
(hundreds of feet) under the earth's 
surface. 

But what I want to tell you about 
first is the tremendous and glorious re- 
ception given to President Roosevelt in 
Wilkesbarre last Thursday, when attend- 
ing the Miner’s and Temperance con- 
vention at Wilkesbarre. 

This city was crowded. [It is esti- 
mated that over 200,000 outsiders came 
from all the coal regions and in fact 
from all over the state of Pennsylvania, 
Every one was trying to beat the other 
in honoring the man that they all claim 
settled their trouble in 1902. Every- 
body waived their hats or bandkerchiefs 
aod many got so wild that they jumped 
and danced, so enthusiastic were they. 
Boys hurrahed and women threw kisses 
to him, and the President graciously 
bowed continually. When the carriages 
stopped before the grand stand there 
was a wild demonstration. 

The street verily rang with cheers, 
and it was some time before the noise 
subsided in order to give the speaker 
ap opportunity to talk. 

Father Curran said that this was the 
tirst time that a President of the United 
States bad formally visited this city. 
But Wilkesbarre could well afford to 
have waited a hundred years for the 
visit of a Presiden such as we have 
with us today, forof him more than 
any other citizen since the days of the 
great Washington can it be truly said 
that he is ‘‘First in Peace, first in war 
and the very first in the hearts of bis 
country mep.’’ And really you would 
believe him if you could see the multi- 
tude of miners shout themselves hoarse 
in honor of him. 

I would like to give you some of the 
addresses of Cardinal Gibbons, Father 
Curran, John Mitchell. The Mayor and 
President Roosevelt and others spoke 
eloquently. 

I shall never in the future burn a 
lump of coal without thinking of the 
terrible place and the hardship of the 
poor miners who go down into the 
depths of the earth, aud there every 
day on hands and knees dig that very 
coal. I crept with two miners, with 
lamps in their caps, for many miles and 
actually saw where they work, and 
when anyone will say that 8 hours a 
day is too short for them, I would ask 
them to try it for one hour.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Aug. 15, 1905. 

The reciprocity question is to be 
given anew fillip at the meeting of 
Congress. It is said that the President 
in spite of his previously expressed de- 
termination to send no more recipro- 
city treaties to Congress will reconsider 
his threat and give the Senate a chance 
to turn down some more reciprocal ar- 
rangements. This isa consummation 
devoatly to be hoped for and it is said 
to be forced by a growing demand of 
the voters in the wheat and cattle re- 
gions that something shall be done for 
their relief. It is stated at St. Peters- 
burg that Russia bas already arranged 
between the Foreign Office and Ambas- 
sador Myer for a new treaty that will 
admit American goods to Russia ona 
par with those of other countries, 
America had a good and growing trade 
with Russia half a dozen years ago and 
it was killed at a blow by a decision of 
the Supreme Court which declared that 
Russian sugar was bounty fed and in 
consequence had to pay a discriminating 
duty on coming to this country. 
Now Russia exported little to us ex- 
cept sugar, while our exports to ber 
were large and varied. Our exports 
were about fifty million above our im- 
ports with that country alone. It is 
probable that Russian sugar was bounty 
fed within the strict meaning of the 
act though Russia never would admit 
the contention. Anyhow when we shut 
out ber sugar she discriminated against 
our manufacturers and we have not 
only lost the benefits of a good many 
years’ trade with a rich and growing 
country, but have lost our place in her 
markets which have been filled by man- 
ufacturers from other countries. There 
seems no particular reason why Russia 
should want to negotiate a fresh treaty 
with us except on the general score of 
friendship and that does not count for 
much between nations. But the chance 
has been offered and it is possible that 
advantage will be taken of the next 
session to bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of Congress. 

It is certain on the other hand that 
something will have to be done about 
the German situation. Germany has 
denounced her treaty with us that will 
expire in March 1906, and the farmers 
of this country are threatened with a 
discriminating duty against American 
food stuffs that will be quite as disas- 
trious to them as to Germany if it 
come down to a tariff war. Then there 
is the Chinese question. The boycott 
against American goods is spreading in 
China and while the government pro- 
fesses to be helpless in this matter, it 
is well known that it is using the agi- 
tation as a powerful lever to force the 
more liberal reception of Chinamen in 
this country. There is a serious ques- 
tion whether Congress will permit a 
more liberal rendering of the Chinese 
exclusion act. The chances are that it 
will not. Butat the same time it is 
possible that against the chance of 
losing a very valuable export market, 
Congress might be willing to make 
some concessions, in dutiable articles 
from China that would suit the Chinese 
almost as well as lifting the ban that 
has for so many years hung over 
Chinese labor. 

At the very time that there has been 
so much pressure brought to bear from 
China to mitigate the rigors of Chinese 
exclusion, there has been a very impor- 
tant capture of Chinese on the Cana- 
dian border near Buffalo where they 
were attempting to get into this coun- 
try in definance of the immigration re- 
strictions. This news was brought to 
the attention of the Treasury Depart- 
ment by its inspectors who made the 
capture and it will not do the Chinese 
government any good in their fight to 
have the bars let down in the case of 
Chinese laborers in this country. 

The Postoflice department has made 
a number of important arrests lately of 
people who bave been defrauding the 
public by means of raised money orders, 
The loss for this has not fallen on the 
government, fur the money orders are 
written in manifold and the carbon 


copy of the order is sent to the post- 
master who isto pay out the money 
and he has the duplicate copy as a 
check on the man who presents the 
order at the office. " But money orders 


while uot legal tender have been recog- 
nized almost as readily as money and 
many store keepers and especially 
saloon keepers have cashed them and 
paid the holders the difference on a 
small purchase. The thieves who have 
made use of the raised orders have 
worked them off elzewhere than at the 
postoffices to the great loss of the store- 
keepers who cashed them. The Post- 
master General has now provided for a 
new form of order that will be punched 
like a bank check and it is thought 
that this will do away with the chance 
of frand in the future. Adams.

Notes and Comments. 


Boston uses 89 gallons out of every 
119 consumed in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, or over 74 per cent., but it does 
not pay 74 per cent, of the Metrupoli- 
tan assessments for water. The Metro- 
politan assessments on the greater Bos- 
ton cities and towns would not be so 
excessive if Boston paid its proper 
portion, It is very clearly evident that 
Boston is not paying the portion it 
sbould for water, and it is doubtful if 
it is for sewers, parks, etc. 

Why should the cities and towns 
arvund Boston pay fifty per cent. of 
the Metropolitan water assessments, 
when they use but 25 per cent. of the 
water? Where Boston uses 89,742,500 
gallons per day, the remainder of the 
district uses but 29,965,500. 

Quincy uses 3,400,800 gallons per day 
which is only exceeded by Sumerville 
and Chelsea, but none of these can be 
cumpared with Boston. The city of 
Cambridge is not in the district but is 
very anxious to get a supply. 

When the Metropolitan board desire 
to economize on the use of water they 
should look to Boston alone, as that 
city with its big population uses 143 
gallons per capita per day. The next 
city uses 113 per capita, and others 106 
and 101, but all the others less than 100. 

Should Boston save 46 gallons per 
capita, it would save 52,200,000 gallons 
per day, more than is used by the whole 
district outside of Boston. 

Certainly the figures furnished by the 
Metropolitan Water Board for the 
month of July, made public on Satur- 
day, afford an interesting study to the 
cities and towns which are helping Bos-

We can all look backward, but how few of us 
look into the future. 


The furmal meeting of the envoys at 
Portsmouth has been accomplisbed with 
all the smoothness, and lack of un- 
pleasant incident that could be desired. 
As to the beginning of the conference, 
it has been a distinct success, Why it 
would have been expected to be any- 
thing else, it is hard to see, but un- 
questionably there was a lurking suspi- 
cion that something untoward was going 
to happen. The suspicion was alive 
both at home, and abroad. It was the 
first essay of this country in the field of 
such international politics, and there 
was a good deal of question whether 
we conld carry it through without a 
hitch. That it was so carried out is 
due in very large measure to the person- 
ality of President Roosevelt. 

The mere bringing of the envoys to- 
gether has been a victory that European 
diplomacy could not have accom- 
plished, Not that European diplomacy 
is of such an inferior brand, But the 
two countries most concerned felt that 
in the President of the United States 
they had a man who was anxious merely 
to give them both ‘‘a square deal.’’ 
And they felt also that in coming to 
America for conference they were at 
least not sitting down in the camp of 
their enemies, which would have been 
the case with one or the other of them 
had they selected any country in Enu- 
rope. 

As to the meeting itself, we had none 
of the pomp of courts nor tradition 
and grave precedent as to how such 
things should be done. In that regard 
we were going it absolutely blind. Yet 
the simple courtesy of an American 
gentleman, wishing well to two foreign 
gentlemen and aiming simply to make 
them feel that they were both welcume 
and entirely untrammeled, sufficed for 
all the needs of the occasion. So far as 
apy questions of formality and preced- 
ence were concerned they were simply 
and adequately bandled by the State 
Department which had the arrange- 
ments for the meeting in hand. ‘The 
parties to the controversy have been 
properly, yet cordially welcomed, and 
it remains only for them to reach some 
common ground of settlement. In this 
work they are well aware that they are 
where they will not be subjected to in- 
fluence in any way. 

However they may settle their quarrel 
is a matter of comparative indifference 
tous. The chief thing is to have them 
settle it and to give the world peace. 
The President of the United States has 
done the utmost that propriety allows in 
bringing them together. As has been 
said, he has already done more than 
could any crowned in Europe. He has 
told the peace commissioners that he 
wishes them a successful issue to their 
labors, and in this he undoubtedly has 
the hearty accord of all the American 
people.

Crescent Street Fence. 


What does it mean? 
Did you ever bear of such a thing? 
An excepted street for many years 


Whw bas blundered now? 

Dr. J. H. Ash claims to have ob- 
tained deed for greater part of Crescent 
street near his estate. 

Everybody surprised and wonderiog 
how it was possible. 

Where is our city government? 

Another case like the Willard school- 
yard taking where city’s rights were 
not protected. 

What will be done about it? 

These are some of the hot shots heard 
at West Quincy over the obstruction of 
travel on Crescent street. 

Iu an interview by a representative of 
the Patriot, Dr. Ash says that be did 
not want the land in Crescent street 
but that it was practically forced upon 
him. He says that after the boulevard 
was laid out across Crescent and Cope- 
land streets the Commissioners decided 
to change the line of the original loca- 
tion so as to save a large tree and lawn 
in front of the residence of T. J. Lamb. 
That they came to him and said they 
wanted a narrow strip of his land on 
the corner of the two streets. He told 
them they could have itand that he 
would accept any reasonable award. 
They refused to pay him any money, 
for his land, however, saying that they 
were not paying for land. If, however, 
he would deed them the strip wanted 
they would-deed to him in- exchange a 
piece of land on Crescent street. 

Dr. Ash says that he told them he 


would prevent him from building upon 
it, and be would only be taxed by the 


which would really be of but little value 
to him. 

They then informed him tbat they 
could prevent him from entering the 
street on the Crescent street side as at 
present and in this way the Commis- 
sioners practically forced upon him a 
piece of land he did not want. 

A little later, finding that he might 
fence the land off, and realizing that a 
blunder had been made, Dr. Ash says 
tbey came to him about the matter, and 
admitted a mistake had been made, and 
wanted him to be easy with them. 
They offered to lease the land, to which 
he agreed, saying he would make a 
conditional lease. This proposition 
was refused, and having been forced 
against his will into something he did 
not want, he determined to fence off his 
property. He applied to the Commis- 
sioners to have them send out their 
engineers to define his lines. They did 
not, however, and getting tired of wait- 
ing he employed Enginesr Tupper who 
made the necessary survey. He was 
about to commence bis fence when out 
came two engineers to give him the 
lines. 

Dr. Ash further says that he informed 
the city officials last June that he in- 
tended to fence off tie street, so that 
they might have ample opportunity to 
get an injunction or make any other 
arrangements, but nothing has been 
done, so the fence was built. 

Since the building of the fence it has 
developed that the Metropolitan Com- 
missioners have also sold another strip 
of the street at this corner to T. J. 
Lamb and if he saw fit Mr. Lamb could 
build a fence on his line which would 
be twelve feet into Crescent, street in 
front of his residence. Mr. Lamb does 


not contemplate doing this, however, 
but if he should, as he has a_ perfect 
right to do, it would add another 


blunder monument tv some one, 

A gentleman who wasin the City 
Council of 1900, says that he remem- 
bers the circumstances of the taking of 
the land inthis section by the Com- 
missioners, He says that at one of the 
meetings acommunication was received 
from the Mayor and City Solicitor in 
relation to concurring in the taking of 
the land at the junction of these two 
streets and through the Willard school 
yard and that the communications 
stated that it was unecessary to pass the 
order that evening as it must go on 
record the next day. 

The Council took their word for it 
and the matter was rushed through 
without debate or investigation. 

This week the Metropolitan Commis- 
sioners bave had men at work on the 
Parkway opposite the fence trying to 
put it in such a condition that teams 
can pass. ‘The curbing on the east side 
of Crescent street has been removed 
and the street is being filled in so teams 
can get through. This will remedy the 
matter somewhat but it does not re- 
move that unsightly fence which stands 
as 2 monument to someone's blunder. 

It is said that when the boulevard is 
completed that it will look all right, 
but it is hard work to make West 
Quincy people believe that having the 
Street turn a sharp angle will look as 
well as the street did before the fence 
was built. 

It is very evident that the Metropo- 
litan Commissioners had no idea when 
they deeded Dr. Ash the land that he 
would build a fence or at least not until 
such time as the boulevard had been 
completed. 

The sentiment at West Quincy now is 
that either the City or Metropolitan 
Commissioners should buy the street 
back from Dr. Ash, and restore things 
to their former condition. Perhaps the 
Commissioners could, but the city 
seems to be powerless,

Taxation. 


Editor Quincy Patriot: 

Referring to your editorial on Taxa- 
tion it seems to me our people have 
good reason to feel concerned about the 
high rate. But as a general rule, only 
little attention is paid to this important 
question, because *‘ what is everybody's 
business is nobeody’s business.’’ I 
think however a great many of our cit- 
izens would study this question more 
if the societies and churches in Quincy 
would take it up for discussion. 

Our legislature is without doubt re- 
sponsible fur the increased taxation in 
the last twenty-five years in Massachu- 
setts. If our voters had been on the 
alert the legislature would not have 
been permitted to destroy our taxation 
laws and put the whole burden onto the 
shoulders of those least able to bear a 
tax. 

Prof. Adams says: ‘*Every increase 
in the population of a city and enlarged 
area of assessment should normally re- 
sult in a decrease of debt per capita, 
and a decrease in taxation.’’ We have 
both these conditions but our taxation 


is higher than ever. The principles} 
governing taxation are as fixed as the 


principles of mathematics. It may be 
hard to convince a man of this fact, but 
nevertheless itis true. It is also true 
that every man should pay taxes accord- 
ing to his ability but how few of our 
assessors enforcethisrule. A few years 
ago in Boston a special tax Commission 
reported that more than three billions 
of property escapes or is dodged every 
year in that city. Ex-Mayor Winn of | 
Malden, no better authority on taxation 
in the world, said recently, ‘‘‘The own- 
ers of personal property steal the as- 
sessed valuation of Massachusetts every 
fifteen years,’’ and there isn’t the least 
doubt of it. 

The recent change in our Corporation 
tax laws deprived many of our cities of | 
a large amount of revenue. Worcester 

alone lost more than fifty thousand dol- 

lars. 

In this connection I would like to 

submit the enclosed clipping from the 

Springfield Republican under date, of 

August 15, 1905.

NEGLECTED CAUSE OF 
TAX RATE. 


There is one cause for the higher lo-

}cal tax rates, which are being generally 


announced, that has not received much 
attention. This is the new business 
corporation law which undertook to 
Jerseyize Massachusetts policy in rela- 
tion to incorporated undertakings. 

The state tax commissioner, in his 
last annual report, gives us some idea 
of the extent of the losses suffered 
through the changes effected by the 
new law which went into effect in Au- 
gust of 1903. Not including street rail- 
way corporations, but presumably in- 
cluding all other public-service corpora- 
tions, it appears that: — 

The total loss to localities in 
1904 over 1903 was 

And to the commonwealth it 
was.

$117,010 
$510, 142 
All of which loss falls upon the locali- 
ties which have to make good not only 
their own losses in amounts returned 
to them by the state, but the loss to 
the state which passes it on to the cit- 
ies and towns in an increased state tax. 

And practically all of this large loss 
comes from the new corporation law. 
The corporations to which the new law 
applies gained a total reduction in as- 
sessment for taxation io 1904 over 1903 
of nearly $30,000,000, Their taxes were 
reduced by $252,644 on account of de- 
ductions allowed in the case of stocks 
and securities not taxable in the hands 
of individaals, and on account of prop- 
erty held outside of the state; and there 
was a further reduction of $208,825 in 
taxes on account of the 20 per cent lim- 
itation clause. While the state made 
an offsetting gain on account of incor- 
poration fees, this was small and with- 
in an estimated sum of $65,000.

Lusses in taxes and 
reputation have been attended by gain 
in no direction so far as can be discov- 
ered.

—An Italian engineer, Signor Jelpo, 
has invented a submarine elevator for 
raising wrecked vessels which promises 
to be of great benefit to maritime in- 
terests. The inventor has put it toa 
practical test with complete success, in 
the Bay of Naples, where a stone-laden 
barge, sunk a couple of years ago, and 
lying at a depth of about 50 feet, was 
brought to the surface with ease. The 
weight lifted was about 60 tons. The 
apparatas consists of compressed air 
chambers of canvas and wire, eacb 
equal to a lifting capacity of 60 tons, 
and it is possible to attach as many of 
these as may be necessary, after calcu- 
lating the weight to be lifted. All the 
port authorities witnessed the experi- 
ment and warmly congratulated the en- 
gineer.

The Kansas Way. 


A Washington dispatch to the Herald 
says: Gov. Iloch of Kansas and his 
staff arrived in Washington Monday 
from Camden, N. J., where at the 
yards of the New York Ship Building 
Company last week was launched the 
battleship Kansas, the equal of any 
fighting craft yet authorized by Con- 
gress. Speaking of the reason why at 
the last moment his daughter shattered 
a bottle of water from John Brown’s 
spring in Linn county, Kan., on the 
armored prow of the battleship, instead 
of using the traditional bottle of wine, 
Gov. Hoch said: 

For 24 years Kansas has been a pro- 
hibition state. Prohibitionis no longer 
an issue; it is a general sentiment. To 
christen the battleship Kansas with 
wine seemed to be an absolute violation 
of that sentiment. Before I left Kan- 
sas a delegation of prominent Kansans 
waited on me with bottle of water 
which an accompanying affidavit certi- 
fied was from John Brown's spring in 
Linn county. They requested that it 
be used. I accepted it. 

‘*Subsequently I saw Gov. Mickey of 
Nebraska and told him of my dilemma. 
He confided to me that he had desired 
to use water in christening the battle- 
ship Nebraska, but that the builders at 
Seattle would not permit it. I said 
nothing but put the bottle of Kansas 
water into my valise, and not one of 
the 24 persons of my party knew of it. 

‘*When Iurrived at the shipyard in 
Camden I took aside the representative 
of the company and explained to him 
that while I am a Prohibitionist, it 
made no difference to me personally 
whether a bottle of wine was broken 
on the ship. Indeed I told him tbat J 
would rather see it used that way than 
poured down the throats of men. Po- 
litically I informed him that I felt that 
water should be used because of the 
sentiment in my state. He said: 
‘That’s all right.’ So at the last mo- 
ment water was used, 

The matter was kept secret until 
the christening was over. You remem- 
ber when the Kentucky was launched 
water was used for the christening by 
the sponsor, but as the ship slid down 
the ways persons in the crowd shattered 
flasks of whiskey against her sides, lit- 
erally bathing her in liquor, I did not 
want that to bappen in the case of the 
Kansas, and now believe she was the 
only ship which had been launched 
fur the navy without being sprinkled 
with wine or liquor. 

**The prohibition sentiment is grow- 
ing faster in this country than most 
casual observers imagine. Half the 
counties in Kentucky enforce prohibi- 
tion laws. The same is trne in Georgia, 
Kansas is thoroughly prohibition.’’

The Brown-Tail Moth. 


The history of the brown-tail moth 
isas old as the history of economic 
entomology. When the early scientists 
began to record the habits of insects 
injurious to fruit trees, this pest was 
one of the first to be described. It 
found its way to Somerville, Mass., in 
the late nineties, probably on rose 
bushes imported from Holland, and has 
now spread throughout eastern Massa- 
chusetts, southern New Hampshire and 
southwestern Maine. 

The first outbreak of the brown-tail 
moth covered only a few square miles 
in Somerville and Cambridge. It was 
sufficient, however, to yield a swarm of 
moths which flew, or were drifted by a 
high wind overa wide territory. As 
the female moth is a strong flyer its 
spread has been rapid. In addition to 
the effect of the wind, the insects are 
also strongly attracted to light. It re- 
sults, therefore, thata swarm of moths 
arising from any infested spot aud being 
drifted by the wind ont of their imme- 
diate environment fly to the nearest 
mass of lights. 

Thus the centres of cities and towns 
become first infested, and here are es- 
tablished the colonies from which a 
more general infestation takes place. 
Electric cars, railroad trains, and even 
steam-boats serve to transport the 
moths. The writer has repeatedly seen 
them, attracted by the lights, enter into 
the strect or steam cars and be carried 
for miles. The rapid spreading of the 
insect indicates that within a few years 
it will be well distributed throughout 
New England. 

LIFE HISTORY. 

The brown-tail moth lays from two 
hundred to four hundred small globular 
eggs, thickly covered with a mass of 
brown hairs from the tip of the abdo- 
men of the moth. The typical egg mass 
is about two-thirds of an inch long and 
about one quarter of an inch wide. 
While the eggs are occasionally deposit- 
ed on branches or trunks of trees, or 
even on lamp posts or house walls, a 
very large majority are laid on the un- 
der surfaces of the leaves of fruit and 
shade trees. The moths show a strong 
liking for pear trees, and will apparent- 
ly seek out trees of this species iu 
preference to any others. At the same 
time the apple, elm, wild cherry and 
white oak are very commonly infested 
by the insect, while other trees suffer 
to some extent. 

The eggs, laid in July, hatch the 
following month, and the young cater- 
pillars, feeding in amass, soon com- 
mence their work of spinning their 
winter webs. In making this web, a 
number of leaves in the vicinity of the 
egg clusters are drawn together and are 
carefully spun with a tenacious silken 
web. With theapproach of cold weather 
the caterpillars enter the web and close 
the exit holes. We then have the 
strange phenomenon of a caterpillar 
wintering over when only one-quarter 
grown and emerging the following 
spring to complete its life history. 
Whatever extremes of cold we have in 
Massachusetts do not seem to affect 
these insects adversely. They emerge 
in the spring, eat first the buds, then 
the blossoms, and attack the foliage of 
fruit trees as soon as it develops. 

The full grown caterpillar is light 
brown with a white stripe on either side 
and about two inches in length. Strip- 
ping the foliage of one tree they march 
to another, and so continue until full 
grown, when the cocoons are spun with- 
in the leaves at the ends of the branches 
or sometimes on the tree trunks. The 
pupation usually takes place the latter 
part of June, and the moths emerge 
from the first to the twentieth of July. 
The snow-white female moth is con- 
spicuously marked with an enlarged 
tuft of brown hair, which gives to the 
insect its common name. 

NETTLING by the CATERPILLARS. 

The damage by the caterpillars to the 
fruit trees is only a part of the story. 
Whenever these insects come in contact 
with human flesh they produce a most 
severe and painful nettling. This 

‘apparently not due to any poisoncus 
material in the hairs, but rather to the 
finely barbed and brittle hairs them- 
selves. So severe is this affection that 
in many cases people have been made 
seriously ill by it. The best remedy 
for it isthe liberal use of cooling lo- 
tions, or, what is more satisfactory, 
even if less pleasant, the free use of 
common vaseline. 
REMEDIES. 

The habit of the caterpillar in win- 
tering over in webs at the tips of the 
branches gives a key to the simplest 
and cheapest remedy, which is merely 
to cut off and burn the webs during the 
fall, winter or spring. This preventa 
tive means is most effective, and gives | 
such excelient results that in Germany, 
France, and Belgium there is a liw 
making it obligatory on property owners 
to destroy the webs during the winter 
season. Where citizens neglect to carry 
out this work it is done for them by 
local authorities, and the sum thus ex- 
pended added to their tax levy. 

The work of removing the webs is 
best done by the ase of a long-handled 
tree pruner or similar device. Particn- 
lar care should be given to gathering 
the webs and burning them, as any left 
on the ground will yield caterpillars and 
continue the infestation locally. 

Spraying is very effective against 
these insects; in fact they are much 
less resistant to the action of poison

Of the 36 cities and towns about Bos- 
ton, 20 bave a tax rate of $18 or 
per $1000. With three exceptions, all 
are larger than last year and with one 
exception all are much larger than ten 
years ago. Quincy makes a_ better 
showing than many of the cities, as 
will be Seen by the tax rates which fol- 
low : 


than is the gypsy moth or elm leaf bee- 
tle. To secure best results, spraying 
should be done as soon as the foliage 
develops in the spring. Five pounds 
of the arsenate of lead paste to one 
hundred gallons of water is suflicient, 
or, if preferred, one pound of good 
Paris green kept well stirred may be 
applied in ove hundred and fifty gallons 
of water. 

Where the caterpillars swarm from 
trees along fences or on house walls the 
use of kerosene emulsion or strong soap 
suds is advisable. Fall spraying with 
arsenate of lead is also effective, but 
the feeding of the caterpillars at that 
time of the. year is usually of minor 
importance. 

Little good can be done in the way 
of collecting the eggs or trapping the 
moths by light, although many of the 
mature insects are destroyed by arc 
lamps. There is no method of com- 
batting the brown-tail moths that will 
give better results for the outlay than 
the destruction of the webs in the win- 
ter season. Cases will arise where the 
caterpillars swarm from adjoining es- 
tates, and where this occurs banding} 
the trees with some sticky material, as 
heretofore described, will protect the 
foliage from harm. 


NATURAL ENEMIES. 

Like the gypsy moth the brown-tail 
moth is attacked by numerous parasites 
and by certain birds, but the latter do 
not appear to take to it as readily as to 
the former insect. Of the birds, the 
cuckoos, vireos and orioles are most 
helpful, while English sparrows eat 
many of the winged moths. The gar- 
den toad also does its part in feeding 
first on the migrating caterpillars and 
later on the moths as they fall injured 
from the street lights.

Household Receipts. 


Corn and Tomatoes. Scald and peel 
eight good-sized tomatoes; chop them 
into rather small pieces, put them into 
@ saucepan with a small onion, and one 
ounce of butter, and cook gently for 
half an hour, then remove the onion; 
take the pulp of a dozen ears of corn 
and add to the tomatoes and cook ten 
minutes longer. Season with salt and 
pepper and add another tablespoonful 
of butter and a few tablespoonfuls of 
good cream. Stirover the firea few 
minutes longer, then serve. 


Summer Snowballs. Select soft 
peaches from which the skin slips eas- 
ily, remove the skin, roll the peach 
carefully in the beaten white of an egg, 
and then in powdered sugar, pile high 
in a glass dish and place on ice before 
serving. 


Mixed Fruit Salad. This is made 
of one pineapple, four bananas, the 
yolks of four eggs, three oranges, one 
cup of powdered sugar and the juice of 
two lemons. Peel the pineapple, re- 
move the ‘‘eyes,’’ cut out the core and 
shred the remainder; cut the peeled 
and seeded oranges into small pieces 
and slice the bananas. The yolks of 
the eggs should be beaten until light 
and frothy, then the powdered sugar 
may be gradually added and the lemon 
juice must be beaten in last. Arrange 
the fruit in a deep glass dish, first a 
layer of fruit, then one of dressing, al- 
ternately. Place on ice to become thor- 
oughly cold. 


Coffee Frappe. A quart will serve 
twelve people. Pour one quart of boil- 
ing water over four ounces fine ground 
Java coffee. Cover, let it simmer ten 
minutes, strain through cheesecloth, 
“and add six tablespoonfuls sugar. 
When cold pour into the freezer and 
begin to freeze. As it begins to thick- 
en, add the whites of two eggs beaten 
to a stiff froth, freeze five minutes 
longer, remove the beater, cover and let 
it stand fifteen or twenty minutes be- 
fore serving. 

India Relish Two quarts of 
chopped green tomatoes; two quarts of 
chopped ripe cucumbers; a scant cup 
of salt; let stand twenty-four hours and 
drain in coarse, thin muslin. Pat two 
quarts of good vinegar on to boil; add 
a level tablespoonful of pepper, one and 
one-half of mustard, one level table- 
spoonful allspice, one and one-half of 
cloves and one and one-half of cinna- 
mon; when vinegar is boiling put in 
the tomatoes and cucumbers, four 
chopped white onions, and four green 
peppers chopped fine. Let boil for 
twenty minutes.

Parkway Contract. 


Work is to be pushed on the new 
Metropolitan parkway in Quincy between 
the National Sailors Home and that 
portion at Atlantic which has already 
been brought to a grade, as the contract 
requires that it sball be graded before 
Noy. 1. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission- 
ers have awarded the contract for tilling 
and grading for which bids were offered 
Monday, to the Newell & Snowling 
Construction Company. ‘This com- 
pany’s bid was the lowest of nine. It 
is to begin work at once. It will put 
the proposed shore drive in condition 
for the top surfacing and finishing, 
where at present the shore is merely in 
its natural state. 

The list of bids and bidders was as 
follows:

The variation in bids was remarkable, 
some contractors wanting over three 
times as much as the successful bid- 
ders, The figures of Newell & Snow- 
ling are evidently low. 

The necessary land was appropriated 
by the commission some time ago, al- 
though but slight improvements have 
been made there since. 

A section of parkway, 
from the main highway, Hancock 
street, to the northerly end of the 
taking is the extent of their efforts in 
this direction. 

This portion of the park commissions’ 
tract is to be known as the ‘‘ Quincy 
shore reservation. 

It is a strip of land skirting Quincy 
bay and of sufficient width for a boule- 
vard along the crest, with a gradual 
slope towards the water. 

The road will be completed by insert- 
ing filling and adding a surface dressing 
which will make it correspond to the 
other park drives. 

The nature of the location is such 
that the work of construction will be 
quite easy. 

The reservation can be best reached 
from Boston by the new parkway, now 
partially graded, which leaves Hancock 
street a little north of the Atlantic sta- 
tion and extends over the low ground 
to the base of Squantum Head. 

The parkway will cross the railroad 
tracks near Hancock street, where a 
bridge will be built. 

From tbe southerly end of the new 
reservation Wollaston avenue will afford 
a direct connection with Merrymount 
park at Quincy and all town roads 
southward. 

The road along the shore, for which 
the bids are now in, will be 1 1-2 miles 
long and will necessitate 170,000 cu. yds. 
of filling and 2500 cu. yds. of grading. 

Bids were received from 9 contrac- 
tors, but none has as yet been deter- 
mined on.

Quincy’s Rank. 


Quincy has no reason to be down 
hearted over the new census returns, 
even though the 30,000 so fondly an- 
ticipated did not materialize. A popu- 
lation of over 28,000 places the ‘‘City 
of Presidents” well up in the list of 
municipalities both in Massachusetts 
and the United States. In the good 
old Bay State we are No. 21 and in the 
United States about No. 160, being No. 
171 in 1900. Having moved up in Mas- 
sachusetts it is reasonable to suppose 
that we have moved up in the country. 

The only sore spot in the returns is 
the fact that Quincy did not pass Ever- 
ett, as Everett is the only city that has 
passed Quincy since 1880 and main- 
tained her lead. VPerbaps it sbould be 
glory enough that Quincy in the mean- 
time has passed the cities of Woburn, 
Newburyport, Northampton, Chicopee, 
Pittstield, Gloncester and Waltham. 
Probably Quincy will be kept busy by 
some of these cities during the next 
five years, but we do not propose to be 
ov riakep. 

The census returns of 28,067 for 
Quiacy is in excess of the published 
estimates of the State Board of Health 
and other State boards, and indicates 
marked progress. The percentage of 
increase in five years has been over 17 
per cent., and for ten years over 35 per 
cent, ‘This percentage will be much 
above the average for the State, and ex- 
celled by very few cities and towns. 

The census figures afford another op- 
portunity to ** boom" Quincy! ‘Talk 
Quincy ! And enthuse over Quincy! 
We are bound to grow ! And with good 
generalship, and careful financiering 
Quincy will come out all right ! 

Massachusetts is the only state in the 
United States with more cities larger 
than Quincy.

Larger Battleships. 


The Bureau of Construction of the 
United States Navy, says a Washington 
dispatch, is figuring on plans, which, 
if they are carried out, will give to the 
American Navy two bittleships either 
one of which will be more powerful 
than any two battleships afloat or pro- 
jected, while as for other vessels, such 
as second-class battleships and armored 
cruisers, either ship, it is thought, 
could hold its own against half a dozen 
of them. _ 

So anxious is the Navy Department 
to make these two  battleships—the 
Michigan and the South Carolina—in 
every respect superior to any warship 
yet projected that it is quite probable 
that it will be necessary to ask Con- 
gress to appropriate an extra $1,000,000 
for their construction. 

As the bill authorizing the battleships 
passed the last Congress it provided for 
the construction of two 16,000-ton 
battleships. This tonnage, it appears, 
is not sufficient if the heavier battery 
project is carried through, and it will 
be necessary for Congress to appropri- 
ate money to increase the tonnage to 
18,000. 

Great Britain, it is pointed out, is 
building 18,000-ton battleships, and the 
United States, in order to hold her own 
on the sea, should possess vessels of 
equal tonnage. 


After Hen Thieves. 


As two lone newspaper scribes were 
slowly wending their way homeward 
through Miller Stile road in the vicinity 
of midnight, Tuesday, their keen eyes 
espied a lantern light in Dr, Everett’s 
chicken coop. That chicken thieves 
were about, to them, there was no 
doubt. 

In a fow moments the police had been 
notified and Officer Matthews was sent 
down to investigate. He found that 
two chicks had lost their lives by hav- 
ing their necks wrung. The presence 
of the two scribes or the awakening of 
the keeper, who sleeps in the barn, had 
evidently frightened the thieves away. 

One of the scribes is morally certain 
that he saw one of the thieves run 
away on his approach,

Only one Massachusetts city of less | 
than 30,000 has excelled this record, 
and that is Everett, which has grown} 
from 4,150 in 1880 to 29,108 in 1905. | 
Everett is the only city that has passed 
us in the race, while Quincy during the | 
same period has passed Woburn, New- 


buryport, Northampton, Chicopee, 
Pittsfield, Gloucester aud Waltham. 
That is where the real test of gain 


enters, to pass others in the race. To 
pass seven is a remarkable achievement 
after becoming one of the first 30 cities 
in the state. The figures of other 
cities will be presented in an early 
issue, 


By wards the South Quincy ward has 
the largest population having passed 
the West Quincy ward since 1895. 
Ward One is third and the Quincy 
Point ward fourth, with Wollaston and 
Atlantic following in the order named. 

The largest gain in the ten years was 
in the Quincy Point ward, a total of 
1,768, which was in excess of Wards 
Three and Four together. The Wollas- 
ton ward made the second largest gain 
and the Atlantic ward was just ahead 
of Ward One. Wards Three and Four 
made the smallest gain.

A special electric car left East Milton 
at 5.30 P. M. and the excursionists got 
aboard at West Quincy, South Quincy and 
City Square. The route from Quincy 
was by electrics to Houghs Neck, and 
thence by special steamer direct to Nan- 
tasket Point. 

It was a delightful sail at the sunset 
hour, the water beirg calm, and the 
harbor beautiful. There was an absence 
of yachts under sail, but the steamers 
were numerous, and there were a few 
launches. 

Wade's Hotel at Nantasket Poict was 
reached soon after seven o'clock, and 
the dinner was in readiness.

President Sandberg presided at the 
post prandial exercises, and first enter- 
tained a motion to extend a vote of 
thanks to the pretty young ladies who 
acted as waiters. It was adopted amid 
enthusiasm, 

He introduced as the first speaker 
Mayor Thompson, saying he had been 
Mayor the past yearand hoped to be 
for a few years more, 

Mayor Thompson said he appreciated 
the honor and privilege of being present, 
and pointed ont how the association 
could be an important factor in the de- 
velopment of the city. We are no mean 
city. The census bureau reports today 
that Quincy has a population of 28,067, 
a gain of over 35 per cent. in ten years. 

The city government needs the sup- 
port of just such an association as a 
live Board of Trade. The city has no 
money to squander or for ornamentation, 
scarcely sufficient for the necessities. 

The Mayor said five or six architects 
were making plans for the High school 
enlargement. He hoped the School 
Committee would approve more than 
one plan, approval by the School Com- 
mittee being required by the City Cbar- 
ter. The question of finance was for 
the City Council. 

The Mayor has not been idle relative 
to that Crescent street fence that blocks 
the road. He took the matter to the 
office of the Attorney General where 
Assistant Darling gave the opinion that 
the city of Quincy had abandoned that 
portion of Crescent street when they 
transferred it to the Metropolitan Park 
Commission for the Furnace Brook 
parkway, quoting Chapter 450 of the 
Acts of 1885. The Mayor says he 
questioned if it was not different with a 
long used street than with private land, 
but was told there was no difference. 
The constitutionality of the act might 
be questioned in the courts. 

The Mayor touched on Metropolitan 
affairs in general, saying that they might 
be expensive, but nevertheless water was 
a blessing, and there was no better water 
supplied to any city in the United States. 
Sewers also were a great benefit to the 
health of the city. 

General Manager Smith of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company, was next 
introduced. He boped Quincy realized 
the importance of the shipbuilding 
plant to the city. It was employing 
over 3000 men and the pay roll amount- 
ed to over $40,000 per week. It was 
building vessels with a total tonnage of 
70,000 including three U. S. battleships 
and hoped to enlarge on this. The com- 
pany was interested in progressive im- 
provements, and have the sole control 
over the Curtis marine turbine and 
Holland submarine boat. Was also 
building a steam traveller, which was 
an innovation. 

A large number of local men were 
employed and he found them reliable, 
and that they readily adapted them- 
selves to the business. The apprentice 
system was being enlarged and the 
company was taking all the Quincy 
boys it could get. We hope to build 
up the plant and make it a credit to 
the city. 

Principal Assessor C. H. Johnson 
said the Board of Trade was an organ- 
ization which could help Quincy socially 
and financially. He urged business 
men to join the association and push 
Quincy. 

Ex-Mayor John O. Hall said oppor- 
tunity was knocking at the city’s doors, 
and that we could by combined effort 
make Quincy a city secoud to none. 
Our advantages are limitless and we have 
the business enterprises. The city was 
bound to grow, but it should grow with 
a definite plan. ‘ 

Representative Nicol brought greet- 
ings and said he was ever ready to 


work for the city and the Board of} 


Trade at all times. 

A. W. Stetson moved three cheers for 
President Sandberg and the dinner was 
over. 

There was no moon to light the sail 
home, but the steamer started at 9.45, 
and made the trip safely, and quickly to 
Houghs Neck, and the special electric 
cars reached Quincy about 11 o’clock.

That the 


right parties have been apprehended, | 
there is nu deubt as they have admitted 


to the police, and Chief Fire Inspector 
Rice that they were concerned. 

The tirst real clew came from Consta- 
ble Hultman, who says he was on bis 
way to Mount Wollaston cemetery on 
Sunday afternoon by the way of Canal 
street, when he passed some boys near 
the granite shed who were acting suspic- 
iously. However, he went aleng and 
after passing Field street he hid to 
await developments. 

Soon he saw the boys cross Canal 
street and they had with them a bottle 
and some seaweed or excelsior. A few 
moments later he saw smoke arising 
trom the granite sheds and he summoned 
the tire apparatus by telephone at the 
Almshouse. 

Going to the fire he saw the same 
boys there, and reported his discovery 
to Chief Burrell at the police station. 

Fire Inspector Rice came out Monday 
and Chief Burrell detailed Officer 
Murray upon the case, who spent the 
afternoon and evening in the vicivity 
of Canal street. 
little Italian he was soon able to get on 
the right track. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock he arrested 
Dominica Frogoni of Canal street on his 
returo from the shipyard, and took 
him to the police station. From further 
information he latter took into custody 
Francis B. DeYoung of Payne street 
and William W. O'Neil of 118 Washing- 
ton street. 

At the police station the boys con- 
fessed to their part in the various 
fires and implicated Harold C. Gould 
of 9) Revere road and Thomas Mullany 
of Brackett street.

As all of the boys are juveniles the 
cases were called at the juvenile ses- 
sion.

The other boys were arraigned 
separately and all pleaded guilty.

To Prevent Drowning. 


There are so many lives lost every 
year by drowning that might be saved 
by a knowledge of how to act in cases 
of emergency that we are constrained 
to publish the regular summer bulletin 
of advice, 

A large proportion of the lives lost 
every year are of children who have 
never been given any conception of the 
dangers on the water, either in bathing 
or boating. We have been urging per- 
sistently upon parentsand school boards 
the duty and necessity of education in 
this direction, and of teaching the 
young how to swim and how to act 
when boating. 

As a result many lives have been 
saved the past year by children in their 
teens. Let us kindly impress upon your 
readers these rules: 

First—Do not go out in any pleasure 
boat of small or large dimensions with- 
out being assured that there are life- 
saving buoys or cushions aboard sufficient 
to float all on board in case of an upset 
or collison, 

Second—With a party, be sure you 
are all properly and satisfactorily seated 
before you leave the shore—particularly 
so with girls on board. Let no one at- 
tempt to exchange seats in mid-stream, 
orto puta footonthe edge or gun- 
whale of the boat to change seats, or to 
rock the boat for fun. This, by rol- 
licking young people, has upturned 
many a boat and lost very many lives 
every year. Where the waters become 
rough from a sudden sqaall or passing 
steamers never rise in the boat, but set- 
tle down as close to the bottom as pos- 
sible, and keep cool until the rocking 
danger is past. If overturned, a wom- 
an’s skirts, if held out by her extended 
arms, while she uses her feetas if 
climbing stairs, will often hold her up 
wkile aboat may pull out from the 
shore and save ber, 

A non-swimmer, by drawing his arms 
up to his sides and pushing down with 
widely extended hands, while stair 
climbing, or treading water with his 
feet, may hold himself up for several 
minutes, often when a single minute 
meaus his life, or throwing out the 
arms, dog fashion, forward overhand 
and pulling in, as if reaching for some- 
thing, that may bring him help, may at 
least keep him afloat till help comes. 

Third—Ino rescuing drowning persons, 
seize them by the hair or collar, back 
of the neck; do not let them throw 
their arms around your neck or arms. 
If unmanageable do not strike them, 
but let them drop under a moment until 
quiet, then tow them into the shore. 
If unconscious, do not wait a moment 
for a doctor or ambulance, but begin at 
once. First, get the tongue out, and 
hold it by a handkerchief or towel to 
let the water out; get a buoy, box or 
barrel under the stomach or hold them 
over your knee, head down, and jolt 
the water out, then turn them over side 
to side four or five times, then on the 
back, and with a pump movement keep 
their arms agoing from pit of stomach 
overhead to a straight out and back 14 
or 16 times a minute uctil signs of re- 
turning life are shown. A_ bellows 
movement pressure on the stomach at 
the same time isa great aid if you 
have help. 

Of course you will at first loosen collar 
and all binding clothing. Let some 
one at once remove shoes and stockings, 
and at the same time rub the lower 
limbs with an upward movement from 
foot to knee, occasionally slapping the 
soles of the foot with the open hand. 
Working on these lines our volunteer 
life savers have been successful after 
two hours of incessant manipulation, 
but are generally successful inside of 
30 minutes, 

Spirits of ammonia to the nostrils, or 
a feather tickling in the throat, often 
helps to quicken, but we rarely need 
anything more than the above me- 
chanical means. Use no spirits in- 
ternally until after breathing and cir- 
culation are restored, then a moderate 
use of stimulants or hot tea and a warm 
blanket or bed is of the first impor- 
tance.

The U. S. Mail. 


The United States government be- 
lieves in throwing all possible safe- 
guards about persons who handle the 
mail. Under the direction of the l’ost- 
master General, new regulations have 
just been promulgated governing the 
amount of rewards to be paid for in- 
formation that will lead to the appre- 
hensiou of persons charged with robbing 
the mails or otherwise violating the 
postal laws of the United States. 

In the future postal rewards will run 
from $50 to $1000, covering offences 
from petty larceny in post offices to train 
rubbery. The maximum will be paid 
for the arrest and convictiun of any 
person on the charge of robbing the 
mails ‘‘ while being conveyed io any 
mail car attached to a railway train, or 
for the arrest and conviction of any per- 
son who shall rob any carrier or other 
postal agent, or who shall put the life 
of such trusted agent io jeopardy or 
wound him while be is io the perform- 
ance of his duties.’’ 

The sum of $500 will be paid for the 
arrest and conviction of apy person who 
robs the mails while being carried over 
apy postal route other than a railway 
and $250 for information of attempts to 
rob the mail over any post route. 

Not more than $200 and not less than 
$50 is to be paid for the arrest and con- 
viction of avy person who robs a post 
office or postmaster or any employe of 
apy post office; and not exceeding $200 
or not less than $25 for the arrest and 
conviction of any mail carrier or any 
star route on the charge of embezzling 
or stealing the mail, 

Rewards in varing amounts are au- 
thorized for the arrest and conviction 
of letter carriers ona charge of theft 
orembezzlement. As to the manner 
in which the payment of rewards shall 
be made the following official statement 
is made public: 

These rewards will be paid te the 
person or persons causing such arrests 
and convictions upon presentation te 
the Post Office Department of satisfac- 
tory ducumentary evidence but no claim 
will be entertained unless presented 
within six months from date ef con- 
viction,

When the fire department arrived the 
whole upper part of the building was a 
roaring wass of flames. 

Flames were coming from the windows 
and through the roof, but 
hydrant streams were quickly carried 
to the attic windows by laddersand a 
deluge of water was poured onto the 
flames. It was a hot fire while it lasted 
but the firemen soon had it under con- 
trol and no fire went below the attic 
floor. 

The water rushed down the stairways 
to the lower floors, and if the furni- 
ture had not been removed the damage 
would have been much greater.

Water Meters. 


Editors of the Patriot: 

At a time when other cities and 
towns are calling a halt in needless 
waste in water and excessive expense 
for maintenance, would it not seem 
advisable for our city to get down to 
business and follow suit ? 

The Assessors’ report for 1904 give 
cost of water maintenance and interest 
to be $74,225.00; Metropolitan water 
assessment, $34,084.25; making a total 
expense of $108,369.25; leaving a deficit 
of $14,558.25 for taxpayers to meet. It 
is estimated by competent judges that 
our assessment by the Metropolitan 
water board this year will exceed $40, - 
000.00, 

The city of Maldenlis using 95 per 
cent. meters and report that their con- 
sumption per day per capita is 40 
gallons; Milton 35; while Quincy is 
using or wasting 120 gallons per capita 
per day. 

If we may judge by the experience o: 
other citles a general meter system 
would save to our city on water supply 
at least $25,000.00 per year. 

The town of Braintree is installing a 
meter system, and will charge con- 
sumers $2.00 per year rental for meters, 
and 30 cents per thousand gallons of 
water. If it is found this price will 
not be sufficient to meet cost of main-

Not only did they come from Quincy 
and all over New England, but from all 
over the country. The number of peo- 
ple in the yards was to an extent limit- 
ed but the shores along the Fore River 
and the Quincy Point bridge were free 
to all and these places were black with 
people. Every vantage point on the 
Quincy and Weymouth shore was lined 
with people and umbrellas. 

As the new addition to Uncle Sam’s 
navy slid gracefully down the ways in- 
to the briny deep the whistles at the 
works with their wild shrieks pro- 
claimed the event to all the world. As 
if by one voice the thousands of 
spectators gave a mighty cheer. Hats 
flew off and bandkerchiefs and flags 
waved from one end of the shore to the 
other. 

Thedeck of the battleship was in 
gala day dress and from her stem to 
her stern were hundreds of tlags while 
above all were the glorious Stars and 
Stripes which waved proudly in the 
gentle breeze as another nation’s 
fender was successfully launched.

The distinguished guests of the day 
came in a special train from Boston 
which arrived afew minutes before the 
launch. The Vermont party arrived in 
Boston Wednesday evening and passed 
the night at the Somerset. Thursday 
morning carriages were taken for the 
South Terminal where a special train 
was found in waiting to convey them. 

The special train of six cars arrived 
at 10 o’clock and one of the first to 
leave it was Gov. and Mrs. Bell and 
Miss Jennie Bell, the sponsor. 

Miss Bell wore a suit of white cloth 
with hat to match. She is a petite 
litle lady and ber face was wreathed 
in smiles as she mounted the steep 
stairway leading to the launching 
stand. 

On her left breast was a large rosette 
of red, white and blue ribbon. 

President Bowles was the first to 
welcome her to the launching stand and 
as he did so he presented her with a 
large bouquet of pink roses. 

Before all the party had reached the 
stand the merry sound of the hammers 
driving home the wedges was heard. 

At 10.45 the last block was knocked 
from ber keel and in a few minutes the 
remaining blocks bad been sawed away. 

It was 10.57 to a second when the 
battleship began to move, and then 
came the crash of the bottle of cham- 
pagne, the foam clinging to the bows 
as she slid down the ways. 

Such a screeching, shouting and 
cheering, and above all the strains of 
‘ The Star Spangled Banner*’’ by the 
band, 

Immediately after the launching pieces 
of the hawser quickly found their way 
into the hands of souvenir hunters. 

Perfect order was maintained through- 
out, The police were io charge of Sergt. 
Barry,and arrangements were admirably 
carried out. 

The stand for the official guests was 
erected at the bow of the vessel. At 
the right and left near the bow were 
other stands upon which were the 
members of the Vermont Veteran As- 
sociation and the officers of the Ver- 
mont Association of Massachusetts, and 
the Massachusetts society of Daughters 
of Vermont. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock the tug 
Iwana from the Navy Yard at Charles- 
town steamed up to the Fore River 
wharf bringing a number of Navy offi- 
cers from Charlestown and the warships 
in Boston harbor and the Marine band. 
The gorgeous uniforms of the naval 
officers added a bit of color to the gay 
scene. Before the launching the band 
gave a concert and as the battleship 
started down the ways played the 
Star Spangled Banner. 

Those fortunate enough to have tick- 
ets for the launch were admitted to 
the yard at the gate on Howard avenue, 
thus saving them a long walk through 
the yard. 

The launching stands were built to 
accommodate fifteen hundred people 
and there was no spare room. 

Outside of the lines were hundreds of 
spectators who had tickets admitting to 
the yard but not to the launching stand. 
Suddenly there was a shrill whistle and 
im an instant came the sound of hun- 
dreds of hammers driving home the 
wedges which lifteé the ship from the 
blocks. Another whistle and the merry 
tapping ceased. Then came the sound 
of the workmen under the vessel split- 
ting out the wedges. All was now 
ready. Nothing remained but to saw 
through two small blocks and the 
mighty ship began to move. Every- 
body held their breath in expec- 
tancy. Then came the shout ‘‘She is 
going!” Hardly had she begun to 
move when Miss Bell smashed a bottle 
of champagne over her bows and said 
“T christen thee, Vermont.” 

As the battleship slid gracefully down 
the ways she gathered momentum and 
as she struck the water a mighty wave 
was sent bowling toward the Weymoutb 
shore. Tags immediately came along- 
side and hauled the big vessel round to 
the fitting out dock where work upon 
her will be completed. 


Hardly had the ship entered the 
water before scores of newspaper re- 
porters were seen hurrying to the tele- 
phone stations to give the news to the 
world of the launching of another fight- 
er. Meanwhile the guests crowded about

May she be a credit to our state, the 
builders, and the President of the 
United States. 

Gov. Douglas was introduced as the 
business Governor, to welcome the 
Governor of Vermont. Gov. Douglas 
was brief. He said: In behalf of the 
Commonwealth, it gives me pleasure to 
welcome you to our state. 

Gov. Bell was the last speaker. There 
had been three great events in bis life. 
Wher he was born, when he was 
married and today the proudest day of 
his life. Vermont has no sea; no salt 
water air to breathe. 

We are proud of our little self. We 
have a battleship. We have a Clark, 
who was heard from at Manila bay. He 
felt sure if she was manned by a Ver- 
monter, and was cbristened by cham- 
pagne and God’s water, her record will 
no doubt be good. 

The after dinner exercises closed 
with three cheers for Miss Bell, the 
sponsor. 

A few minutes later the special 
train took the party back to Boston. 

Tbe Vermont party was scheduled to 
leave Boston on their return trip at 1 
P. M. via the Southern division of the 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

The Vermont is one of the largest and 
most powerful batileships ever built for 
the navy. Her general dimensions are 
as follows: 

Length of load waterline, 450 feet; 
breadth, extreme, at load waterline, 76 
10-12 feet; displacement, 16,000 tons; 
mean draught to bottum of keel, 24 1-2 
feet; gross draught, full load, about 26 
3-4 feet; total bunker capacity, 2,000 
tons. 

The requirements call fora trial speed 
at sea for four hours of 18 knots. 

The hull is of steel throughout, 
with) docking and bilge keets, 

Iu the main battery there will be four 
12-inch breech-loading rifles, eight 8- 
inch breech-loading rifles, 12 T7-inch 
breech-loading rifles ; secondary battery, 
12 three-inch, 14-pouuder rapid-fire 
guns, 12 three-pounder and semi- 
automatic guns, six one-pounder auto- 
matic guns, two one-pounder semi- 
automatic guns, two three-inch field- 
pieces, two machine guns, calibre .30 
and six automatic guns, calibre .30. 

The arrangement of the battery is as 
follows: 

The 12-inch guns in pairs in two 
electrically controlled, balanced, 
elliptical turrets on the center line, one 
forward and one aft, each with ‘an arc 
of fire of abont 270 degrees, 

The 8-inch guns in pairs in four 
electrically controlied balanced, ellipti- 
cal turrets, two on each beam, at each 
end of the superstructure. 

The T-inch guns in broadside on 
pedestal mounts on the gun deck be- 
hind 7-inch armor, each gun being 
isolated by splinter bulkheads of nickel 
steel of from 1 1-2 to2 inches thick; 
forward and after guns arranged to fire 
right ahead and right astern, respective- 
ly; other 7-inch guns to have the usual 
broadside train. 

The guns of the secondary battery in 
commanding positions, have a large 
arc of unobstructed fire, and protected 
wherever practicable. 

All the 7-inch guns are so arranged 
that their muzzles train inside the line 
of the side armor, thus leaving a clear 
and unobstructed side when it is 
desired to go alongside a pier or vessel. 

Arrangements will be made whereby 
the 3-inch guns on the main deck can 
be quickly and conveniently dismount- 
ed, housed and secured. 

The hull is protected at the waterline 
by a complete belt of armor nine feet

three inches wide, having a maximum 
thickness of 11 inches for about 200 
feet amidships. Forward and aft of 
this the maximum thickness is nine 
inches within the limits of magazine, 
from which points the thickness is 
gradually decreased to four inches at 
the stem and stern. 

The lower casemate armor extends 
to the limits of the magazine spaces 
and reaches from the top of the water- 
line belt to the lower edge of the seven- 
inch guo ports on the main deck, and 
is six inches in thickness, the athwart- 
ship bulkheads at the ends of this 
casemate also being six inches thick. 

The casemate armor around the seven- 
inch guns on the gun deck is seven 
inches thick, and the splinter bulkheads 
from one and one-half to two inches 
thick. The protection of three-inch 
guns is nickel steel two inches thick. 

The upper casemate athwartship ar- 
mor extending from the shell plating to 
the 12-inch barbettes inches 
thick throughout. 

The 12-inch barbettes extend from the 
protective deck to about four feet above 
the main deck, and consist of 10 inches 
front and seven and one- 
inches in the rear above the gun 
deck. Between tbe guo deck and pro- 
tective deck there is a uniform thick- 
ness of 3ix inches. 

‘The 12-inch turrets have a front plate 
12 inches thick, rear plates eight inches 
thick and top plates 2 1-2 inches thick. 

The eight-inch barbettes are six inches 
thick in front and four inches thick in 
the rear, with the upper tube 3 3-4 
inches thick and the lower tube three 
inches thick. 

The eight-inch turret front plate is 
6 1-2 inches thick, the rear plate six 
inches thick and the top plates two 
inches thick. 

The conning tower and shield are 
each nine inches thick and the signal 
tower six inches thick. An armor tube 
36 incbes in diameter extends from the 
base of the conning tower to the pro- 
tective deck, and is six inches thick 
throughout. 

There is a complete protective deck 
extending from stem to stern, the deck 
being flat amidships but sloped at the 
sides throughout and sloped at each 
end; built up of 20-pound plating 
throughout, with nickel steel of 40 
pounds on the flat and of 100 ponnds on 
the slopes. 

The magazines and shell rooms are 
so arranged that about one-half the 
total supply of ammunition will be 
carried at each end of the ship. 

The engines will be of the vertical, 
twin screw, four-cylinder, triple expan- 
sion type, of a combined I. H. P. of 
16,500. The steam pressure will be 
250 pounds, The stroke will be four 
feet. The ratio of high pressure to low 
pressure cylinder will be at least 1 to 7, 
and the diameters will be suflicient for 
the required I. H. P. at about 120 
revolutions per mioute. Each engine 
will be located in a separate watertight 
compartment. 

There will be 12 boilers of the Bab- 
cock and Wilcox type, placed in six 
water-tight compartments. They will 
have at least 1100 square feet of grate 
and 46,750 square feet of heating 
surface, and must be able to furnish 
steam for the main engines and all the 
necessary auxiliary machinery and other 
steam machinery throughout the ship 
with an average air pressure in the ash 
pits of not more than one inch of water. 

The vessel is to be heated by steam 
and lighted by electricity. The electric 
plant will consist of eight 100-klowat 
steam-driven generating sets, all to be 
of 125 volts’ pressure to the terminals, 
disposed in two separate and indepen- 
dent dynamo rooms. Ice and evaporat-

Miss Underwood Interviewed. 


The eyes of Quincy people have been 
attracted toward the newstands recent- 
ly by a familiar face on the cover of 
@ magazine. ‘‘Human Life’ for 
September contains a sketch of Miss 
Julia E. Underwood and has given her 
such prominence that a speaking like- 
ness adorns the front cover, The 
portrait is surrounded by laurel and 
white wings of peace, while below is 
an army of school children marching 
along in a solid body. In the lower left 
hand corner is a book marked ‘'kind- 
ness’’ surmounted by a loving cup, 
while in the right hand corner isa book 
marked ‘‘wisdom,’’ surmounted by a 
torch. The whole is emblematic and a 
fitting tribute to Miss Undewood's 
record of fifty years as a teacher in 
the public schools of Quincy, and show 
why sbe was so successful. 

The number contains a score of inter- 
esting articles about teachers—‘‘the no- 
ble women- who guide the children of 
America into the light of learning and 
true culture,” 

Only one other woman, however, in 
the list has taught fifty years and she 
resigned at the end of that period, while 
Miss Underwood continues on, having 
taught one term over fifty years.

Miss Underwood shrinks from pub- 
licity. There has never been anything 
pretentious in her devotion to the 
juveniles of Quincy’s three generations. 
It has been deep in her heart and in the 
hearts of those about her and therefore 
better understood in silence, But there 
the sentiment is, and being a true 
sentiment it must come to the surface, 

Anniversaries and anniversaries, have 
arightful claim to be celebrated when 
they mark such a proud distinction 
as is hers, have brought Miss Uu- 
derwood from the modest little school- 
room to the front of the world's stage 
where the public may see her. 

When she was twenty-five years a 
teacher they gave her a watch, on 
which was inscribed by no less a dis- 
tinguished personage than Charles 
Francis Adams, ‘* Presented to Julia 
E. Underwood, March 1880, ip 
recognition of twenty-five years’ faith-

ful service as teacher of little chil- 
d:en.”’ 
Again, when the calendar marked 


for her the end of forty years at the 
Coddington School, there was a gath- 
ering of pupils and teachers, and Miss 
Underwood was given flowers, gold 
pieces and a rocking-chair. 

Little children alone have come un- 
der Miss Underwood's loving care since 
she took up the work. She was not 
one of those teachers who accepted her 
duties as one does the weather and 
tries to feel impervious to the un- 
pleasant features, but she studied the 
young minds and thought how best the 
‘* flowery path of learning’’ could be 
made most attractive. 

‘* Natural reading,’’ as she describes 
it, was ove of her greatest achievements, 
but only one. Io this way she was 
trying to ascertain the best method of 
giving the young minds that which 
would help them to a better under- 
standing of things. 

Don’t think that Miss Underwood is 
a primary teacher and has always been 
a primary teacher because no other 
grades were open to her. That isn’t 
the reason, no, not atall. Miss Under- 
wood has had the most flattering offers 
to take up work in higher grades, not 
only in Quincy, bat in other places 
seemingly fully as desirable. She, 
however, is an educator by instinct, 
and that same intuition has taught her 
that in the primary grades, where the 
pinafores and the short pants make 
their combined debut, her abilities can 
best be applied. 

It is not to be supposed that Miss 
'Underwood’s amiability is alone ac- 


countable for her success. One could 
never have done the work she has and 
depended solely upon one’s own good 
nature and its effect upon others. She 
is competent, capable and conscien- 
tious, and in consequence all the more 
appreciated. 

Miss Underwood was born in Quincy, 
Jan. 9, 1837, and was the daughter of 
the late Beverly and Louisa Underwood. 
Her schooling was begun in a building 
which stood on precisely the same spot 
where the Coddington now 
stands. 

When at eighteen years she assumed 
the duties of instructor, the present 
Coddington school was in process of 
erection, and Miss Underwood's class 
was assembled in a room in the old 
town hall which was better known at 
the time as the Lyceum. The school 
building was completed in time for the 
opening of the fall term, 1855, and from 
that date she bas taught in that build- 
ing. 

Miss Underwood is to take up her 
duties again this fall. I know that 
Quincy people are glad of this, for they 
have told me so, and four my part I con- 
gratulate them.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 2, 1905. 

There is a general movement on foot 
to give the President a great welcome 
back to Washingtun when he comes 
home. This will be merely an informal 
affair and consist ina crowd of citizens, 
which probably will include nearly all 
the residents of Washington, meeting 
him at the depot and escorting him to 
the White House. It is a thoroughly 
Democratic, and spontaneous sort of 
welcome, but itis one that President 
Roosevelt is the man to appreciate,

the Panama Canal, It will be remem- 
bered that the question of a sea level 
or a lock has been left unsettled from 
the beginning of the work. Also the

ing engineers who pass on 
important questions in the canals con- 
struction. This board includes some 
of the most noted names in the world, 
engineers of the United States Army, 
the consulting engineer of the Suez 
Canal and engineers appointed at the 
request of the United States govern- 
ment by the governments of England, 
France, Germany and the Netherlands, 
This board has not yet done anything 
definite but it is expected to have a re- 
port ready for transmission to Congress 
by the time that body meets that will 
settle definitely the question of a lock 
or a sea-level we'?r

Up to the present j work 
has been done and the mere question 
of feeding and housing the immense 
force of laborers on the ground has re- 
That is to say, 
it has received a good deal of attention, 
but little has been done, And in this 
connection a very sensational letter has 
been made public from Governor Magoon 
of the Canal Zone to Don Ricardo Arias 
of this city. The letter was called forth 
by the protests of merchants 
over the opening of stores for the benefit 
of the canal workmen by this govern- 
ment. Magoon states that the 
crops bave very largely failed in Central 
America and a quarantine restrictions 
make it hard to get in food supplies 
from South American ports. ‘The local 
storekeepers have been taking advan- 
tage of the situation and in the words 
of late American railroad magnate 
have been ‘‘charging all the traffic 
would bear.'’ The result has been 
that it was almost impossible fur the 
laborers to get food at all and getting 
proper food was out of the question. 
They were living largely on sugar cane 
and were so weak that they could not 
work properly and their labor was for 
that reason very expensive, The 
governor quotes chief engineer Stevens 
as saying that the success of failure of 
the canal project will be made manifest 
inthe next eighteen months and that 
for this end it will be necessary to 
have the laborers properly fed. The 
Government willaccordingly open stores 
and sell food to the laborers on vouchers 
at reasonable prices and they will be 
cared for as would not otherwise be 
possible. 

The Lighthouse board has again 
decided to try the experiment of put- 
ting a lighthouse on the Diamond 
Shoal. This bas for years been con- 
sidered the graveyard of the Atlantic 
and owing to the shifting nature of the 
bottom it has been impvssible ever to 
get a foundation for a fixed light. 
Plans bave been submitted however by 
a company that proposed to sink a steel 
cofferdam filled with stones and cement 
which it thinks will meet the require- 
ments. The work will cost $750,000 
and must stand a year’s trial before the 
money is paid. Adams. 


Grand Record. 


The battleship Oregon is to be ordered 
home from Chinese waters to be recon- 
stracted. Her record of unbroken active 
service is one of the longest in the 
history of the navy. She first went into 
commission in July, 1896. Her per- 
formance of racing around Cape Horn, 
under command of Capt. Charles E. 
Clark, during the Spanish war, is likely 
to long remain as the most remarkable 
run ever made by a battlesbip. Start- 
ing ou March 19, 1898, from Sao Fran- 
cisco, she covered 13,000 miles in 68 
days, and reported at Jupiter inlet at a 
critical moment. In October of the 
same year she madea run of 21,000 
miles to Manila, reaching there in per- 
fect condition. Hats off to the Oregon!

The pretty scenery around Blue Hil 
is attracting many visitors to that 
locality this summer, and the indications 
are that in the near future it will rival 
any of the other inland points of in- 
terest in Greater Boston. There are 
more lines of electric cars runuing to 
this point than ever before, but this is 
not all, foron pleasant days automobiles 
are noticed frequently at the base of 
the hill, while the passengers, and 
sometimes the chauffeur as well, are 
making the climb to the summit of the 
big hill, where the signal station and 
its surroundings are always objects of 
interest.

From Medford, Mercury. 
Amazing Apathy. 


Remembering the scourge) of cater- 
pillar and moths which infested Med- 
ford only a few weeks ago, and the de- 
vastation they wrought which is still 
apparent, it is amazing to find the city 
of Medford calmly resting, doing noth- 
ing, spending no money, while million 
of clusters of moth eggs are on trees, 
fences, walls and in all sorts of out-of- 
the-way places, waiting to turn loose 
another hungry horde of 
next summer, 

On the city falls the duty of caring 
not only for all the trees on the streets 
but private property as well. It is for 
the city to demand of private owners to 
cleanse their property of the pest, and 
if they fail to comply, todo the work 
and collect afterwards. There is so 
much to be done that time is precious, 
and a force of city employees should 
now be at work destroying the nests of 
gypsy moth eggs. The fight with the 
moth is stern und strenuous, and the 
time for the most zealous work is while 
the enemy is sleeping. 

While one private citizan of Medford 
is spending $1,500 a week in the 
destruction of egg clusters, the city is 
doing nothing. No argument and no 
excuse can justify such 
ministration. Medford should borrow 
the money aud place it in the funded 
debt account if necessary, and enough 
should be borrowed to do the work 
well, By the terms of the act for the 
suppression of gypsy and brown tail 
moths, every city or town which shall 
expend an amount in excess of $5,000 
in one calendar year shall be reimbursed 
to the extent of fifty 
excess.

$7,000, aud she will receive $1,000 in 
return from the State. There is plenty 
of work to be done. Some estates are 
hhoneycomed with nests. A close in- 
spection of the entire city should be 
made, and nests destroyed by creosote 
or burning. 

Now that moths and caterpillars are 
no longer visible to the eye, apathy has 
seized the city government and private 
individuals with rare exceptions. The 
burlap bands which have served to pro- 
tect the trees have been so negleced 
that they now serve as breeding places 
for the moths. 

The State superintendent of moth 
destruction is not showing the energy 
we had expected in arousing the in- 
fested cites and towns to the oppor- 
tunity of moth destruction which this 
time affords, For every reason,economic 
and practical, now is the time to strike, 
and the pursuit of the moth from the 
egg to the full fledged butterfly must 
be kept up until the pest is under com- 
plete control.

He further stated that it had been 
his endeavor to give the city a business- 
like administration, looking carefully 
after the city’s interests, and he be- 
lieved that the citizens would endorse 
his administration and accord him a 
renomination and reelection. 


Board of Trade Adopt Resolution. 


There was an interesting and well at- 
tended meeting of the Board of Trade 
Wednesday evening. Several questions 
of public concern were discussed, after 
which refreshments and cigars were 
served, and remarks for the good of the 
city indulged in. 

The principal discussion was on the 
recent fencing in of a portion of Cres- 
cent street, and it was evident from the 
tone of the speeches made, and the res- 
olution passed later, that the members 
don’t intend to acquiesce with much 
meekness. They want the question de- 
cided by the cuurt, and they consider 
the most expeditious way of getting 
the question before the courts the fol- 
lowing: Let the Mayor order the street 
cleared of obstructions and keep it clear 
until the courts decide that there is 
good cause for obstructing it. 

In such a proceeding the city would 
be exercising a prima facie right and 
the burden would be on him who 
wanted the street closed. One member 
gave an interesting exposition of the 
law relating to public highways, ex- 
plaining that no matter how a public 
way is acquired,— whether by pre- 
scription, dedication, or eminent do- 
main,—the fee does not pass but re- 
mains in the owner, and onthe aban- 
donment of the street the property re- 
verts to the owner or his heirs or as- 
signs; that the Commission deeded 
something which they did not own; 
that the opinion of Mr. Doge was to be 
taken with large grains of reservation, 
because he represented virtually the ad- 
verse party, and more especially because 
he dodged an opinion on the constitu- 
tiovality of the Act involved, which 
was really the only material question; 
that nothing short of a decision from 
the highest tribunal of the Common- 
wealth should satisfy the citizens of 
Quincy as to the legality of the extraor- 
dinary inconvenience to which they bad 
been put of late; and that pending 
such decision the street should be kept 
open to travel. 

The following resolution was finally 
offered and passed: 

**Resolved,—That it is the opinion of 
the Quincy Board of Trade that the 
rights of the citizens of Quincy are 
being invaded by the obstruction now 
existing on Crescent street; and it is 
the sense of this Board of Trade that 
the Executive should at once cause the 
obstruction now existing on said Cres- 
cent street removed, so that the citizens 
of Quincy shall no longer be deprived 
of their rights.” 

The beautifying of private estates, 
the commissionership of public works 
in cities, the town form of government 
and the Atlantic bridge grade were 
among the other subjects discussed. 


New Registry Opened. 


The first session of the Norfolk coun- 
ty probate court in the new Registry 
building at Dedham was held on Wed- 
nesday. It was also the first session 
since July, a vacation having been 
taken in August. An innovation at 
probate court was a prayer in the 
opening by Rev. E. H. Rudd of the 
Dedham Congregational church.

New Studio and More Work. 


Granted that there is no sex in art, 
it is, nevertheless, surprising to find a 
woman artist working on such a heroic 
scaleas Theo Ruggles Kitson of Quincy, 
Says the Boston Herald. Her work is 
well typified by her revolutionary black- 
smith, now on exhibited in Copley 
Hall. The patriotic and soldierly seems 
her especial forte. More, the excellence 
of her work has given an impetus to 
laggard local patriotism, and it is al- 
most a foregone conclasion that when 
some hero of warlike fame is to be im- 
mortalized a statue by one of the Kit- 
sons will be the form the memorial 
takes. 

Henry Hudson Kitson and Mrs. Theo 
Ruggles Kitson are just now at work on 
several important compositions. During 
the Grand Army encampment at Gales- 
burg, Ill., in April next Mrs. Kitson’s 
statue of Mother Bickerdyke will be 
unveiled. The nurse-heroine is shown 
characteristically, supporting in her 
arms a wounded soldier. 

Another statue of heroic size is soon 
to be completed for the University of 
Minnesota. It is to be placed in the 
campus, directly opposite the armory. 
This monument will commemorate the 
services of the students in the Cuban 
and Philippine campaigns. The Uni- 
versity of Minnesota sent over 200 of her 
sons to fight for their country in the 
Spanish-American war. 

Mrs. Kitson has also been commis- 
sioned to design and execute the memo- 
rial to the heroic deal of the 124th New 
York volunteer infantry of the civil war 
known to their contemporaries and to 
history with ironical inappropriateness 
as the ‘‘Orange Blossoms.’’ The statue 
whicb will be cast in bronze, will rep- 
resent a color sergeant on the march, 
with standard flying in the breeze. This 
pose, spirited and instinct with life will 
be unique in soldier work. Nothing of 
the kind has been heretofore attempted. 
This figure is to be placed at Goshen, 
the county seat of Orange county. 

Henry Hudson Kitson has just com- 
pleted six large reliefs representing as 
many memorable scenes from American 
history, an epic in bronze, wrought in 
a spirit of ‘‘Lest we forget.’’ The 
subjects are: (1) ‘*The Bombard- 
ment of Grand Bluff; (2) ‘* Port Gib- 
son;*’ (3) ‘*The Capture of Jackson;”"’ 
(4) ‘*The Battle of Champion’s Hill; " 
(5) **The Bayonet Charge at Big Block 
River;"’ (6) *‘The Assault on the Con- 
federate Woiks at Vicksburg, May 22, 
1863.” 

Mr. Kitson is building a big studio 
in Quincy in which to make his 
equestrian statue for the Iowa state 
memorial, which, when completed, 
will be placed in the National Military 
Park at Vicksburg. 

At present, he is at work on a heroic 
statue of Lord Nelson, which will be 
seen in Tremont Temple at the cente- 
vary of the battle of Trafalgar, Oct. 22, 
1905, on which occasion Capt. Mahan 
will be the chief speaker. It isexpected 
that H. R. H. Prince Louis of Batten- 
berg and the officers of the cruiser 
squadron now*in American waters will 
participate in the ceremony. 

Beside this, Mr. Kitson is making a 
portrait of Gen, Grenville M. Dodge, 
to be placed in the new library of Nor- 


wich University, Northfield, Vt. 


John T. Hayward. 


John T. Hayward of 55 Chestnut 
street for nearly half a century a_ well 
known house painter of the firm of 
Willam V. and John T. Hayward passed 
away suddenly at sunrise on Saturday. 
Not arising at the usual hour, an at- 
tempt was made to arouse him but life 
was extinct, he having died within an 
hour, probably when he was heard to 
cough. 

Mr. Hayward was health,

Government Control. 


Just at the present moment, when 
the subject of municipal and govern- 
ment ownership of public utilities in 
this country is absorbing so much at- 
tention, says the New York Herald, 
the utterances of W. J. Sowdon, editor 
and proprietor of the Adelaide (South 
Australia) Register, Journal and Ob- 
server, who isa commissioner of his 
government sent here and to other 
countries, are illuminating. Mr. Sow- 
don is a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the National Public Library, 
Museum and Art Gallery Commission. 

He is also president of the national 
reform political organization. 

“We have had a sad experience with 
government ownersbip,’’ said Mr. 
Sowdon, who is quartered at the Hotel 
Manhattan. ‘‘Nearly all of our public 
utilities are administered by govern- 
ment, with the result that politics 
dominate them and the public service 
is wofully misadministered. Not all of 
the tramways are in the hands of the 
government, but with the slovenly 
example of the government railroads 
and government tramways to copy we 
find ourselves in a sad way. 

**To begin witb, the service is con- 
trolled by the premiers of the various 
provinces, who represent the dominant 
political parties and run the railroads 
largely as personal political properties. 
The roads do not pay properly, the 
tariffs on passengers and goods are high 
compared with yours, and the employes, 
having life posts, are not amendable to 
discipline or to public sentiment.”’

Yacht Hutoka Dismasted. 


Ex-Commander Sheppard had an ex- 
citing time on his trip home from Dux- 
bury in the Hutoka. The yawl had 
participated in the cruise of the Quin- 
cy yacht club along the South Shore 
and was at Duxbury on Saturday. 

Mr, Sheppard did not go down on the 
cruise with her but went down Satur- 
day to sail home. They started Sunday 
morning in an easterly breeze that blew 
almosta gale. They reached a point 
off Brant Rock life saving station about 
9.30 Sunday morning. 

Here they were unfortunate enough to 
carry away their mast. They still 
managed to carry a small sail however, 
and were working along toward 
Scituate. They were well inshore and 
in no immediate danger. 

But it was decided to come to anchor 
until the storm abated. 

That the yacht had met with some 
mishap was evident to the cottagers, 
and although storming bard many 
people were on the piazzas watching 
the yacht through glasses or with the 
naked eye. Among these was the 
representative of the Patriot. 

The men on the yacht could be seen 
busily at work cleaning the wreckage, 
but no distress signal had been hoisted 
so that the cottagers felt sure the party 
was not in danger. * 

During the middle of the afternoon 
the life boat was launched and the life 
saving crew put out to the yacht. 

At this time there were many specu- 
lations among the cottagers as to what 
boat it was, and the work of the life 
boat became the one object of interest. 

The life boat remained alongside of 
the yacht fifteen minutes and then 
started for the shore. 

This was a signal to the cottagers to 
flock to the life saving station and 
when the boat arrived there were several 
hundred people waiting for her. 

The representative of the Patriot 
soon learned that the yawl was the 
handsome boat of Joel F. Sheppard of 
Braintree, and that the party aboard 
included Capt. Sheppard; his son, Eben 
W. Sheppard; his grandson, Joel Shep- 
pard; Frank Baxter of Harpswell, 
Maine, and Joe Shaw. Others on the 
boat while on the cruise were : Arthur 
Pratt and William Hall of Weymouth 
and Willard Sheppard, who left at Dux- 
bury. 

None of those on the Hutoka came 
ashore. Tbe captain's story was soon 
told. The cottagers gave a sigh of.re- 
lief and trudged back through the rain 
and mud to their cottages. Previous to 
carrying away the mast their naphtha 
launch was lost, and in manoeuvreing 
to recover it, the mast went by the 
board and went ashore at Brant Rock. 

Monday morning the life crew again 
went out to the yacht witha message 
that had been received and a tug boat 
that had been telephoned for also came 
in sight. At 9.30 the tug with the Hu- 
toka in tow started for Quincy, where 
they arrived safe and sound during the 
afternoon, 

The first news that the people at 
home received was by the daily papers, 
and as the story was exaggerated it was 
quite a shock to Mrs. Sheppard. She 
soon learned that all were safe, and had 
been in no great danger. 

The other yachts of the Quincy Yacht 
club volunteered assistance, but there 
was nothing that they could do except 
get a tug, and one was ordered.

Tomato Catsup. One peck of fine 
tomators, one large onion, two table- 
spoonfulls of salt, one half pint of 
vinegar, two small red peppers, one 
tablespoonful of whole cloves, and two 
tablespoonfuls of broken stick cinna- 
mon. Wash and wipe the tomatoes, cut 
up and cook till scarcely soft enough to 
strain, then add the onion, peppers 
salt and spices. Simmer till all the 
fruit is very soft, and then put through 
a strainer that will retain all seeds; 
then put the pulp into a bag of heavy 
muslin and drain. When well drained, 
return the tomato pulp to the kettle, 
add the vinegar, beat to the boiling 
point, and put into bottles immediately 
and seal. This insures a heavy catsup 
of fine flavor and of a bright red color. 


Peach Pie. Line a deep granite plate 
with paste, put a rim on the wet edge, 
fill with sliced peaches, mixing in 
sugar and a dash of salt with each layer 
also grated lemon peel or spice and 
butter if you like. Roll upper crust, 
cut off rim, putit on the wet edge, 
then wet this rim and lay upper crust 
on. Press lightly round the edge, 
prick in the middle aod bake slowly 
thirty minutes.

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A Great Army of Employes. 


The nnmber of persons on the pay 
rolls of the railroads in the United 
States, as returned for June 30, 1904, 
was 1,206,12l,or 611 per 100 miles of 
line. These figures, when compared 
with corresponding ones for the year 
1903, show a decrease of 16,416 in the 
number of employes, or 28 per 100 
miles of line. The classificatiun of 
employes includes enginemen, 52,451; 
firemen,55,004; conductors,39,645, and 
other trainmen, 106,734. There were 
46,262 switch tenders, crossing tenders, 
and watchnen. With regard to the four 
general divisions of railway employ- 
ment, it appears that general adminis- 
tration required the services of 48,746, 


employes; maintenance of way and 
structures, 415,721 employes; main- 
tenance of equipment, 261,819 em- 


ployes, and conducting transportation, 
566,798 employes. This statement 
disregards a few employes of which no 
assignment was made. 

The usual statement of the average 
daily compensation ot the eighteen 
classes of employes for a series of years 
is continued in the present 
which shows also the aggregate amount 
of compensation paid to more than 99 
per cent of the number employes for the 
year 1904, 97 per cent for the year 1903, 
and more than 909 per cent for the five, 
years preceding. ‘The amount of wages 
and salaries paid to employes during the 


report, 


year ending June 30, 1904, as reported, 
was $81 $10.—Railway World.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 9, 1905. 

The date for the meeting for Congress 
is drawing near rapidly, and the chances 
are that among the questions that will 
come up for serious consideration is 
that of tariff revision whether the 
‘leaders’’ in the House and Senate 
wish it or not. The talk of revision is 
in the air, and it is quite possible that 
the wishes of the President in this re- 


gard will be forced on Congress after 
the standpatters had thought the sub- 
ject more than half dead, and were 
making preparations for the funeral. 
One thing that has given impetus to 
the talk is the defection of tie Pitts- 
burg Gazette, an old and tried Penn- 
sylvania Republican organ. The paper 
in question is felt to represent a large 
and growing sentiment both east and 
west, and it is possible that the 
devotees of a high protective tariff 
would rather see the question of revi- 
sion brought up under such men as 
Canon, Payne, Grosvenor and Dalzell 
than to wait a little longer, and have 
the question broached in the camp of 
the enemy. So ** Roosevelt luck’’ may 
favor the President as usual, and the 
matter that is very near his heart may 
stand a chance of accomplishment. If 
it is considered at all by the present 
House and Senate, the result probably 
will not be fully satisfactory to the 
country at large. But the discussion in 
the present congress is likely to be an 
opening wedge for more effective action 
in the future.

Of course, there is 
some question as to where the money 
would come from in Japan's present 
financial condition, It is possible that 
she might be willing to hypothecate her 
camphor monopoly in Formosa as that 
is about the only unpledged asset she 
has left. But the cry just now for 
perbaps a small, but certainly a noisy 
faction, is to dispose of the islands in 
some way on the score that they are 
not worth keeping, and will be an ex- 
pense to the United States for many 
years to come, 

The mystery of the past few days at 
the State Department has been the 
coming mission to Europe with which 
Penfield was charged by the 
This has been exploited as a 
** secret and considerable 
mystery made of it. The whole matter 
has now been disposed of by the Presi- 
dent who explains that Judge Penfield's 
mission is not to Europe, but to South 
America, though possibly his work 
may take him to Europe eventually for 
a short time. He is to help the special 
agents who are now in the South Am- 
erican fields to study the trade rela- 
tions of the southern republics as they 
have bearing on European exports. 
This is a large question, and one in 
which the merchants of tbis country 
should be, and probably at some future 
date will be much interested. The re- 
ports that have been already received at 
the State Department from the special 
agents, and the consuls in South Amer- 
ica indicate as in fact nearly all our 
foreign trade reports indicate that the 
American manufacturer dves not want 
the foreign business.

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An Old Patriot. 


Mr. A. B. Toby of Wollaston, who 
has been enjoying his vacation on the 
Cape, found in his travels an old copy 
of the Quincy Patrict, published in 
1841, before many of its present readers 
were born. On the front page was a 
large three-column cut of the new 
custom-house being built of Quincy 
granite between Long and Central 
wharves in Boston at that time. The 
riper says the building was one of the 
finest structures in Boston. The fluted 
columns had a very imposing effect. 
They were thirty-two feet in length 
and weighed forty-three tons each; re- 
quiring from forty to fifty yoke of 
oxen to draw one of these enormous 
pillars to Boston, 

The writer after giving the uso of a 
custom-house and the duties of the 
officers, concludes with the following 
paragraph, alluding to the expenses of 
the government which he says were 
very great at that time—$25,000,000— 
very small compared to the billions spent 
now-a-days: 


‘* There is a new custom-house at 


New York, which is a very different 
edifice from this at Boston; it is also 
much larger, for the business done 


there is more than four times as great 
as that done at the Boston custom-house. 
There are many other custom-houses in 
this country, as at Philadelphia, Balti- 


more, and other places where ships 
come. From all these, the government 
of the United states receives about 


twenty millions of dollars every year. 
With this money, and what they get 
from the sale of public lands and other 
sources, they pay the expenses of the 
government, which are very great. The 
army costs a great deal of money, and 
so does the navy. I suppose one ship 
of war will cost half a million of dol- 
lars a year while in active service ! 
Then the President receives 25,000 dol- 
lars a year, and each of the foreign 
ministers has 9,000 a year, and the 
officers of the custom-houses, members 


of Congress, and ten thousand post- 
masters, and a great many other per- 
sons, in the service of the government, 


must all be paid. So you will see that 
if the government receives a great deal 
of money, it has need of a great deal. 
The average expense of our government 
is 25,000,000 of dollars, which is about 
six hundred and fifty tons of silver, and 


would be as much as four hundred 
horses could draw !"’

‘In behalf of the city of Quiocy 
and in pursuance of the order of the 
city council] of the city of Quincy 
passed to be ordained March 20, 1905, a 


copy of which order is hereto annexed, 
I hereby make complaint to your honor- 
able board under the provisions of sec- 
tion 34 of Chapter 121 of the Revised 
Laws of Massachusetts against the Citi- 
zens’ Gas Light Company operating 
within the limits of the city of Quincy 
that the quality of the gas served by 
said company is poor, that the service 
is unsatisfactory and that the price of 
the said gas furnished by the said com- 
pany is exorbitant. I respectfully peti- 
tion that a hearing may be had upon 
this complaint as soon as your honora- 
ble board may consider advisable.” 
Chairman Barker of the commission 
and Commissioner George have been in 
Europe most of the summer investigat- 
ing the question of the sliding scale of 
gas prices in Londcn and other cities, 
leaving Commissioner Schaif as the sole 
representative of the board, and there- 
fore no official acts could be taken by 
the commission, The absentees are ex- 
pected home the latter part of this 
month, Then a date will be fixed for 
hearing the complaint from Quincy.

Schools Crowded. 


All the school buildings of the city, 
with the exception of the Adams school 
opened their doors on Monday morning 
for the fall term. While the exact 
pumber attending is not known, it 
will not be far from 5500. 

Add to this 400 or more who will at 
tend the Adams school when it opens 
next week and there will be a school 
army of nearly 6,000. How to accom- 
modate these pupils is a problem. 
There is not a school building but what 
is crowded. 

Outside of the High the most con- 
gested buildings are the Coddington, 
Wollaston, Massachusetts Fields and 
Quincy. 

At the Quincy school outside accom- 
modation will have to be provided for 
60 pupils, as inno way can they be 
taken care of in the present building. 

The crowded condition at the Cod- 
dington will be relieved some by trans- 
ferring to the Cranch building on Whit- 
well street. 

In the Lincoln district, there was an- 
other jam, and sixty of more pupils 
will have to be taken care of in other 
buildings. The larger part of these 
will be quartered at the John Hancock 
building. Others will be sent to the 
Willard, where room will be provided 
by transferring pupils “who rightly 
belong to that building to the Gridley 
Bryant. 

Every speck of room in the Willard is 
occupied, and the building will have to 
accommodate mapy more than it was 
originally intended to accommodate. 

The new Washington is also crowded 
every room in the building having its 
full complement of pupils. r 

The number of pupils to enter schools 
for the first time is estimated to be 
650, if not more. 

Fifty-nine boys and girls began their 
school life at the Washington school 
Monday morning,and more are expected. 
This is an unusually large number.- 

The total enrollment at the High 
school on Monday was 692. 

The freshmen class was the largest in 


the history of the school, numbering 
281. 


It isa problem how to accommodate 
this number, forvit is quite an army 
for so small a building. The old High 
building will be used and 135 will at- 
tend there. 

Two sessions will be necessary at the 
Hancock street building and 118 have 
been assigned to the afternoon session. 

Head Master Harper and his corps of 
teachers put in a hard day on Monday 
getting the classes into shape, and it 
was late that evening before everything 
was straightened out. 

Mr. Harper laid out his program at 
the close of school last June, so that 
considerable confusion was avoided. 


Children’s Gardens. 


There have been many children inter- 
ested in gardens this summer and some 
have done good, faithful work. 

Flowers and vegetables have been 
made to grow among rocks and in ash- 
heaps, where water had to be carried, 
as well as under more favorable con- 
ditions.

Quincy Day Nursery. 


It was my fortune. to be appointed 
Day Nursery visitor-for August, and 
for the benefit of those equally interest- 
ed, but unable to call often at the 
Nursery I offer the following notes. 

Made seven visits in all, and each 
time found the children happily employ- 
ed at the sand-bex in the yard, with 
their amusements in the play-room, or 
eating their simple dinner. The sand- 
box was ordered by Mr. Julius John- 
son and delivered by him with the bill 
receipted. It would certainly be grati- 
fying to him if he could see how con- 
tinually his gift is enjoyed. The brok- 
en rocking-horse, chair and rocker were 
mended free of charge by Mr. Henry E. 
Emerson and the children are once 
more happily playing with them. Twice 
I went through the house from attic to 
cellar, and while the quarters are not 
altogether satisfactory, yet everything 
is made the best. of, and will probably 
be occupied during the following winter 
being in some ways: better adapted to 
winter than to summer quarters. 

Provision is made for getting chil- 
dren in the vicinity of the square t» 
and from the nursery daily, and anyone 
having or knowing of children needing 
the nursery care have only to notify the 
matron or any of the association mem- 
bers. There are several things needed 
atthe nursery, and knowing by ex- 
perience how readily the needs are 
met as soon aS made known, I made a 
list of them for my report. Two crib 
mattresses are needed very much for 
winter use. 

Those which have served though the 
summer being too thin for cold weather. 
A good lvoking-glass or dresser with 
mirror is much needed in the matron’s 
room, The matron for the past year 
having putup with mach inconvenience 
for lack of these necessaries. For the 
children’s play ftoom a couple of boxes 
with hinged covers would be of great 
use to hold Plsythings when not in 
use, and for "seats ‘during the day. 
Children’s clothing would be especially 
useful; shoes and stockings, but 
more particularly drawers and aprons. 
Flannelette drawers of all sizes from 
one year tosix are much needed, and 
ought to be on handin good number 
for the coming winter. Four little 
pinafores were made and given by Mrs. 
Raymond during August, and gave 
great pleasure to the wearers with the 
little pocket at one side, Children’s 
coats are needed, one immediately to 
fit a child three years old. 

The day nursery work is exceedingly 
interesting and profitable; means to 
continue and extend it will no doubt be 
generously given during this autumn 
and winter. It is undoubtedly a work 
the women’s club could carry on sne- 
cessfully and perhaps when the elub’s 
plans are more definitely formed 
centralization of effort will be realized 
for more than one good work in Quincy.

Household Receipts. 


Pickled Tears. Pare and remove the 
blossom end. For every seven pounds 
of fruit allow a little more than half 
the weight of sugar, a pint of cider 
vinegar and a cupful of water. The 
sugar, water and vinegar is made into a 
syrup with the addition of selected 
spices tied in a little bag. When tbis 
boils put in the pears, whole if they are 
small, halved if too large, and let them 
simmer gently for half or three-quarters 
of an hour. Lift them carefully into 
jars, boil the syrup until slightly thick 
and pour over the fruit. 


Oyster Omelette.: Chop small one 
dozen large, fresh oysters, sprinkle a 
little salt over them and let stand half 
an hour in their own liquor ip a cool 
place. Separate the yolks and whites 
of six eggs, beat the yolks to a smooth 
paste, the whites very stiff. Add to 
the yolks a tablespounful of rich, sweet 
cream, pepper and salt to taste, and 
lightly fold in the whites. Puta good 
lump of butter in the hot frying pao, 
and when it begins to fry put in the 
egg mixture and quickly add the 
oysters. The fire should not be too hot. 
Do not stir the omelette, but with a 
broad koife or pancake turner lift it 
occasionally to keep it from scorching. 
It should be done in five minutes. 
Place a hot plate, bottom upward, over 
the omelette and dexterously turn the 
pan over to have the brown side of the 
omelette uppermost. Serve without 
delay. 


San Diego Chili Sauce. To one gallon 
ripe tomatoes, peeled and sliced, allow 
three large onions and two green 
peppers chopped fine, three-fourths of a 
cup of good vinegar, one-half cupful of 
sugar, or less If preferred; three table- 
spoonfuls of salt and three teaspoonfuls 
each of cinnamon and cloves. Cook 
slowly until the consistency desired, 
then bottle. 


Pickled Cucumbers. Take 300 small 
cucumbers, and take enough boiling 
water to cover them, anc one quart of 
salt dissolved in the water. Cover and 
let stand forty-eigbthours. Then drain 
and wipe them carofully, Put them in 
a large jar, with one large onion stuck 
full of cloves, one green pepper, a 
small root of horseradish cut in strips 
and two or threo bay leaves. Boil 
vinegar enough to cover them well. 
Take a piece of maslin six inches 
square and fill with a mixture of whole 
cloves, allspice, stick cinnamon, mace, 
white mustard seed and peppercorns; 
tie with a stout twine and boil in the 
vinegar for ten minutes, then pour over 
the cucumbers. This amount of spice 
may be distributed in smaller bags and 
placed here and there among the pickles.

The statement of the Metropolitan 
water service for the month of August 
shows Boston to have used over 76 per 
cent. of all the water supplied, a larger 
per cent than last year. 

The total number of gallons used in 
the district was 115,432,800, against 
109,020,500 in August last year, and 
Boston used 87,999,600 against 82,835, - 
300 last year. 

Further Boston used 148 gallons per 
capita per day, which was 20 gallons 
per capita above the average in the 
district, and 30 gallons per capita more 
than Quincy. 

No city or town uses as much water 
per capita as Boston, and all the cities 
and towns except Boston and Winthrop 
are below the average. 

The cities and towns in the Metropol- 
itan district should protest against Bos- 
ton’s water assessment which is much 
too small and thereby makes the agsess-~ 
ments on Quincy and other cities too 
large. The figures for August, 1905, 
are on the actual population and are 
not so favorable to Boston as the ‘‘es- 
timated’? population which has been 
too large.

Av attempt was made to reach the 
burning boat by carrying a line of hose 
on a boat, but was unsuccessful. Now 
and then a little water would strike the 
burning mass, but it in no way seemed 
to subdue the flames, Meantime the 
tug Channing of the New England 
Dredging Co. was coming up the 
river with a tow. 

Seeing the fire she quickly dropped 
her tow, and signaled for the draw to 
Mr. Hayden, the draw tender, 
made ready to open the big draw. No 
sooner had he got the opening lever in 
place than it was manned by as many as 
could possibly get hold and the draw 
was opened in record breaking time. 


|The Channing steamed along side the 


burning dredger, and soon was throw- 
ing a powerful stream into the burning 
mass. The effect of this stream was 
soon apparent, and the flames gradually 
gave way to their natural enemy. It 
was a hour or more, however, before 
the fire was all out. 

The bright illumination sent hun- 
dreds of sightseers to the scene, and 
the Braintree and Weymouth shores 
and the Point bridge were black with 
people. It was a grand sight as a vessel 
burning at sea is not often seen. 

Fortanately the dredger was so far 
out that no damage was done to the 
battleships or other property of the 
Fore River Co. The members of the fire 
department however fought the flames 
as best they could and were on hand 
ready to quickly put out apy fire that 
might start from the flying embers. 

During the fire Joseph Mills fell and 
received painful, but not serious in- 
juries, and after being treated at the 
hospital was sent home. Mate Patrick 
Morrisey of the India was severely 
burned about the back, and Mark Myett 
of the fire department was struck on 
the bead with a piece of timber and 
slightly injured. 

Along side of the dredger was a scow 
which was also badly scorched. The 
dredger was valued at $50,000 and was 
damaged from $20,000 to $30,000. The 
loss is partly covered by insurance. 

Sunday many people went down to 
the Point bridge to view the remains 
of the dredger.

Eouschold Receipts. 


Oyster Macaroni. Boil the macaroni 
until done, keeping it as whole as pos- 
sible; then drain. Put a layer in a 
deep dish with salt, pepper, and butter, 
then a layer of medium-sized oysters 
seasoned in the same way, another layer 
of macaroni and so on till the dish is 
filled. Mix fine bread crumbs with one 
egg well beaten, spread over the top, 
and bake in a moderate oven. 


Lemon Pie With Two Crusts. This 
recipe makes four small, or three large 
pies. Make pastry and line plates as 
usual, then fill with the following: 
three tablespoons of cornstarch made 
smooth in cold water in a large earthen 
bowl, to this add one quart and one 
cupful of boiling water. Stir thorough- 
ly and let become cold. Then add juice 
and grated rind of four lemons; three 
large eggs well beaten, salt and sugar 
to taste. Fill plates line full, and 
cover. 

Egg Paste For Sandwiches. The ma- 
terials required are the yolks of three 
hard-boiled eggs, half an ounce of fresh 
butter, salt and pepper, quarter of a 
teaspoonful of lemon juice and two tea- 
spoonfuls of anchovy or shrimp essence. 
Work all the ingredients well together 
in a basin with a wooden spoon. Then 
rub through a wire sieve to make the 
paste perfectly smooth, Serve on brown 
or white bread. 

Corn Pudding. For a medium-sized 
corn pudding use the pulp of half a 
dozen ears of corn. Beat two eggs to- 
gether, add half a teaspoonful of salt 
and one and one half cups of milk. 
Stir in the corn pulp and bake the 
whole for about two hours in an earth- 
enware pudding dish. Some people 
‘add a tablespoonful of sugar to the eggs 
in stirring them with the other ingre- 
diepts. The pudding is served on the 
dinner table with the meat as a 
etable, and is excellent.

No one 
could forget that awful wave of torrid 
heat which stifled and scorched the city 
of New York, and made men and wo- 
men, old and young, rich and poor, all 
miserable together in that second week 
of August, of the year 1896. 

On Wednesday morning about noon- 
time there were, but few pedestrians in 
upper Broadway, and no one ventured 
out into the glare willingly. The scar- 
city of people made individuals inter-

Prof. Griggs’ Lecture. 


The Shakespeare club of Atlantic is 
to be congratulated upon the delight- 
ful meeting which it offered Saturday 
afternoon, Sept. 23. 

The Congregational church was filled 
with members of the club and friends, 
many of whom were from Quincy, who 
realized a long anticipated pleasure 
when, at three o'clock, the President, 
Mrs. Williams Ward Whitcher, intro- 
duced Prof. Edward Howard Griggs 
who delivered a lecture upon the play 
of ** Julius Cwsar.” 

Prof. Griggs gave in his opening re- 
marks a vivid picture of the events 
which form a background for the play. 
Rome had expanded her power until 
she was the centre of the world. 

The Patricians and Plebeians had 
appropriated all the wealth and honors 
of the state;—this was a class which 
was apparently neglected and despised 
by the social system, and in the conflict 
induced by these differing elements, 
civil war was the result. The dissolu- 
tion of the Republic was at hand. The 
real struggle, was the contest between 
the republican and the monarchical 
principles. 

Shakespeare saw the granduer of the 
crisis, and made it the theme of ‘‘ Julius 
Cwsar.’’ We treated it as no other 
poet would have treated it, because he 
the exact relations of the 
principle contended for, to the future 
history of mankind. 

Ilis real catastrophe vas not the 
death of Cwsar; it was the death of the 
Roman republic at Philippi. 

The lecturer went on to say that none 
of Sbakespeare’s characters require 
more careful study than Brutus and 
Cassius. The one, acting upon specu- 
lative opinion regardless of, or not see- 
ing, the inevitable consequences to fol- 
low. The other, the man of action who 
precipitates and denounces. Brutus is 
a high-minded philosopher, Cassius a 


perceived 


ward politician. 

These distinctions of characters are 
clearly brought out in the first great 
scene between them, and upon these 
distinctions, future events mainly de- 
pend. In speaking of the character of 
Cwsar, as drawn by Shakespeare, the 
lecturer said that the dramatist’s art is 
subtle that many students have 
asserted that it represented the great 
dictator in a false light. He, however, 
believed Shakespeare to be wholly right. 

In the period of the action of the 
play, Cwsar possessed the reality of 
power, but had not the kingly litle, the 
visible symbol of power. 

The ambition to possess this is one 
of the ruling motives of the play. The 
poet, while interpreting the historian, 
shows in Cwsar the inward workings of 
‘*the covetous desire he had to be 
called King’’ as Plutarch says: 

While giving this partial, and in- 
adequate resume of Prof. Griggs’ re- 
marks, it is not possible to reproduce 
his charm of manner, his vivid de- 
scriptive power, his keen analysis of 
plot, and character, his illuminating 
criticism. 

All these made the play seem a new 
thing. One felt like going home and 
immediately re-reading it, in the light 
shed upon it,—which the writer really 
did do, 

It is greatly to be hoped that there 
may be an opportunity for Quincy 
people to hear Prof. Griggs in the near 
future. 

Mrs, Williams Ward Whitcher, presi- 
dent of the Sbakespeare club worked 
hard for the success of the lecture and 
was ably assisted by a committee from 
the club, among them : Mrs. Theodore 
Parker, Mrs. Henry W. Read, Mrs. 
Charles R. Safford, Mrs. Elbridge G. 
Dunn, Mrs. William F,. Cummings and 
Mrs. Frank L. Pearson, also Miss Emma 
King and Miss Mabel Read.

OUR NEXT GOVERNOR. 


Curtis Guild, Jr.—Brief Sketch 
Life and Achievements. 


Lieutenant-Governor 


of His

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR CURTIS GUILD, JR. 


It probably goes without saying that 
the Republican party at its convention to 
be held in Tremont Temple, Boston, on 
Friday, October 6, will nominate by 
acclamation His Honor Lieutenant- 
Governor Curtis Guild, Jr., to be the 
candidate for governor of Massachusetts 
the coming year. 

Curtis Guild, Jr., in his busy life has 
been a man of achievement. Asa youtb 
in college he was easily among the 
foremost in bis classes and was gradu- 
ated from Harvard with the highest 
honors. As a business man he has 
published a commerical paper of wide 
influence for the best interests of the 
community. Asa military man he has 
served the State in time of peace and 
the Nation in time of war, and as a 
public man his best efforts have always 
been directed along the highest plane 
of citizenship. 

Mr. Guild after graduating from col- 
lege, went to work for his father’s 
paper, the Commercial Bulletin. He 
learned every department of a news- 
paper and later was taken into partner- 
ship by his father and uncle. Since 
1902 he has been the sole proprietor 
and publisher. Through his newspaper 
he exposed and stopped the under- 
valuation of raw sugar at the port of 
New York, this undervaluation giving 
an advantage to New Yor refineries of 
lower duty than at Buston on the raw 
material. He secured relief from the 
wool embargo in Boston aud was 
successful last year in overcoming the 
attempt to place pickled sheep skins 
on the dutiable list. Among other 
things which he has advocated success- 
fully have been the preservation of Bos- 
ton Common from surface tracks, the 
agitation fur the new dry dock at the 
Navy Yard, the Boston Subway, the 
National Baukruptcy Law, a law of 
uniform prohibition of child labor in 
all the States and the fight against dis- 
crimination against Boston in differen- 
tial freight rates. 

At the breaking out of the Spanish 
war he offered his services to the State 


and enlisted as first lieutenant and 
adjutant of the 6th Massachusetts 
regiment. Later he was appointed 
lieutevant-colonel and inspector- 


general upon the staff of General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, commanding the 7th Corps, 
U. S. Volunteers, He fought the rail- 
road lobby successfully and broke up 
the fever camp at Miami, faced and 
subdued the muti of the Second 
Illinois and ‘rami military port 
regulations for Savannab. In Cuba, in 
addition to his regular duties as In- 
spector-General of the Province of 
HIavana, he was chief of secret service 
when the Cuban guerillas were being 
dispersed. He also had entire charge 
of all claims for land damages, together 
with the inauguration of various 
sanitary reforms. Mr. Guild bas served 
as a private in Troop A, Ist Massachu- 
setts cavalry, becoming later a non- 
commissioned and commissioned 
officer, At the outbreaking of the 
Spanish war he was serving as brigadier- 
general upon the staff of Governor 
Wolcott. 

At the close of bis service as a volun- 
teer he was tendered by the President a 
position as military member of the 
Colonial commission, to frame laws for 
Cuba and Porto Rico, with the rank in 
the army that he had borne in the 
volunteer forces. For family reasons 
Mr. Guild was compelled to decline. 
Later President McKinley offered him 
in succession the posts of Postmaster 
of Boston, Civil Service Commissioner 
and First Assistant Postmaster-General. 
These were also declined. 

Mr. Guild’s political career covers 
twenty-three years. For a dozen years 
he worked for the Republican party as 
a member of his ward committee. In 
1888 Mr. Guild made his first speech on 
the stump at a meeting of the Harvard 
Republican club in Tremont Temple. 
Since that time be has spoken in every 
campaign except that of 1898, when he 
was with the army. 

Mr. Guild is forty-five years old. He 
was born in South street, Boston, and 
now resides in Marlboro street, Boston. 
He was married iu 1892 to a daughter 
of E. C. Johnson, a well known Boston 
merchant. He is descended from Scotch 
ancestry, the first representative of the 
family to come to America being John 
Guild, a lowland farmer, who came to 
Dedham in 1630,

The confes- 
sion was that they had conspired to 
obtain rebates, an? whether they did 
secure them or not [ cannot, of course, 
Say. But the point is that the means 
of reaching offenders against the spirit 
of the act, even though they do not 
succeed in their intention, already ex- 
ists and is effective. 

‘“*This simply emphasizes the point 
that there is already ample provision in 
the statutes for dealing with abuses if 
they arise. It bears me outin what I 
have already said publicly several times. 
All that is needed is that the present 
laws shall be enforced, and the less 
cumbersome the macbinery for doing 
this the more effective and prompt will 
be the results.’’ 

** The law which is sufficient to punish 
attempts tu secure rebates from rail- 
ways is equally effective against the 
unfair and illegal use of private cars. 
The private car is certainly an ‘in- 
Strumentality of trausportation,’ and so 
comes within the control of the law as 
soon as itis entered for use anywhere 
on @ transportation system, since the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is 
given by’the statute jurisdiction over 
all ‘instrumentalities of transporta- 
tion,’’’ 

The position in which President 
Tuttle says the fining of the beef ship- 
pers sustains him, was taken in a 
speech before the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers last January. At that 
time he said: 

There was a large attendance of 
citizens last evening at the public hear- 
ing, before the Committee on Streets, 
on the widening and acceptance of 
Cottage avenue. 

‘*The present laws seem adequate 
and sufficient, if thoroughly applied, to 
enable the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to bring to light, punish and 
prevent every form of rebating and 
secret rate giving or taking as rapidly 
as the cases are brought to its atten- 
tion, and therefore further legislation 
upon this branch of the subject seems 
at present to be unnecessary. ’’ 

The opinion of New England railroad 
men in this matter has been supported 
from the beginning by transportation 
men all over the country. In his testi- 
mony before the Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, in January, President 
Samuel Spencer of the Southern Rail- 
way said: 

‘*T want to say emphatically, for a 
very large proportion of the railroads 
of this country—a very much larger pro- 
portion than I have any direct right to 
speak for, but I say it unhesitatingly— 
that there is no difference of opinion 
between the railroads, the country, the 
Congress, and the President on the sub- 
ject that rebates are wrong; that they 
must be stopped; that secret and dis- 
criminatory devices of all kinds must 
meet with the same fate, and, to use 
the President’s own expressioe: ‘ The 
highways of transportation must be 
kept open, to all upon equal terms,’ 
On that basis the railway companies 
are ready and anxious to aid and co- 
operate. 

“*T might add, while I would not 
suggest and do not think that any ad- 
ditional legislation is required to 
strenghten the hands of the Commission 
in order to proceed against that particu- 
lar class of abuses, that if such legisla- 
tion does appear to the country, to your 
committee, and to Congress to be neces- 
sary the railways will certainly stand— 
and I have no hesitation in saying so—in 
a position of cooperation and aid toward 
that end. That particular phase of 
regulation of railways has already been 
pronounced by the Commission as fully 
covered by existing statutes. It be- 
comes a question of the enforcement of 
the law.”’ 

It is the general opinion here that the 
decision of the court in Chicago will 
considerably weaken the movement to- 
ward government interference in railway 
management which at one time threat- 
ened to disturb New England industrial 
conditions sv seriously.
